cities of Meadville and Titusville, a seore of ambitious and enterprising towns and villrges, 
etd Well-nigh seven thousand firms, 

‘This change—the result of enterprise and heroic fortitude on the part of pioneer settlers— 
se omapprectilde to the stranger's eye, and is scarcely noted by the descendant. A knowledge 
rf varly settlements and the origin of towns becomes more valuable with the lapse of time, 
and while we take our way proudly in the future it is well to preserve traces of the past. 

As far havk a8 1846, not many pioneers were living, vet, thanks to the well-directed energy 
of Altrod Tuidekoper, Wamilton Child, and others, much information, otherwise lost, has been 
carvered up for reference which is here reproduced, changed in form and augmented in 
eben, 


THE MOUND BUILDERS. 


In the summer of 1787, two persons, David and John Mead, leaving their homes in Northum- 
berland, and traveling westward in search of a desirable site for a permanent settlement, 
reached anil explored the valley of French Creek. Grass and herbage were growing upon a 
fertile soil in the better parts of the valley, and the timber had long since been removed. 
fudiin tradition affirms these clearings to have been the laber of a pre-existent race. In 
visions sections of the country are found mounds, fortifications, and relics, which, varying in 
nuniber and dinensions, confirm the legends of a once powerful, now extinct and unknown 
people. Tt is said that two circular forts ouce existed in the vicinity of the present city of 
Meadville, but the leveling plow of the farmer has obliterated Uiem. The “New York Jour- 
mil of Conmmerce,” of date 1830, says that near Oil Creek, upon an extended plain, there is a 
stane-built mound of large dimeisions. Soil had gathered upon the stones, and from the apex 
of the pyramid had grown a tall pine-tree, whose roots, traversing the sides of the structure, 
were imbedded in the earth below, It is inferred that an ancient race had gathered these 
stones, many of them almost immovable by the strength of two men, and of a character 
foreign to that neighborhoad, 

Isaac Randolf, an old-time settler, describes formerly existing works situated on his farm, 
as consisting of two mounds connected. One was composed of gravel, the other of alluvial 
earth, The material of both had evidently been brought from some distance, since no depres- 
shin existed in the vicinity, As lute as 1846, Huidekoper describes a circular fort as standing 
upan ex point of land extending into the Pymatuning Swamp, in North Shenango Township. 
The breastwork is three feet high; the ditch or fosse is of corresponding depth, About two 
acres of ground are inclosed, upon which large trees have grown. 
the ditch indicate places of egress. 


Four or five intervals in 
About twenty-five yards from the fort, on the land side, 
are indications of « breastwork. In various depressions were found vestiges of fires, probably 
kindled for couking. Among the trees that grew upon the Lreastwork was a white oak, full 
teu feet in circumference. : 

Among velics found in the flats along the creek were flint arrow-heads, greenstone axes, 
and the remaius of stone pipes. Frederick Nuidekoper has in his cabinet an owl-shaped idol 
carved ouf of soapstone. In excavating for a furnace on Big Sugar Creek, the workmen found 
nsmall turtle-shaped stone, possibly a petrifaction, but mure probably a specimen of Indian 
sculpture, and an object of veneration, The relic, composed of a siliceous stone, was unfortu- 
nately broken, but the pieces were secured and the curiosity was obtained and preserved by 
do Rassell, of Venango County. 

At’ Groen Mount,” upon the farm of Rufus Smith, situated two miles south of Meadville, 
human skeletons have been exhumed, While sume have thought these remains of Indian ori- 
gin, uthers, among whom is Alexander Shaw, of Shaw’s Landing, state that they are those of 
eatly white settlers. Itis probable that both races have here mingled their ashes in common 
sepuiinure, Huidekoper, while engaged, during 1834, in a snrvey of the County nenr Sorrel 
Holl, discovered trees that had been blazed one hundred and twelve years ago. Eli Brown 
lately felled a large oak-tree upon his farm in Summit Township, near the centre of which 
was a cut, made by a sharp instrument, about 1573, if the theory of each ring being the growth 
of a year be correct. 


A NEUTRAL GROUND. 


We lewe said that the exploration made in 1787 resulted in the discovery of cleared and fertile 
tunds, and yet, at this time, no Indian villages existed within the limits of the County. It is 
es Teeard that, among the red men, certain territory was set apart as neutral ground, and 
Crawford County was of this character. This border land lay between the tribes friendly 
to the whites and Known as the Six Nations, and the hostile tribes of the west. To the east, 
the first village of the aborigines stood on the bank of the Allegheny River. It was the home 
of whalfireed Indian chief named Cornplanter, and, having been burnt by order of General 
Brodhead, ivok the name Tinneshantagy, signifying “ Burnt Town.” To the west, the nearest 
teens of the Western Indiaus were at Sandusky and Cuyahoga. 

The French once cherished the idea of a vast empire west of the Alleghenies, and estab- 
fished 3 chain of posts soutlward from Lake Erie, as evidence of proprietorship. One of these 
posix, northward of the County, was known as Leboeuf; another, southward, was called Ve- 
nanvo. A brave but futile effort, terminated in 1761 by the surrender of Montreal, wos made 
by France te hold her noble dumain. The supremacy of the English, followed by the inde- 
pendence of the coluntes, paved the way fur a different class of immigrants, who found, on 
their arrival, a few Indian hunting parties and several Indian families residing in cabins 
along French Creek and at the mouth of Conneaut Creek in Ohic. Among these Indians were 
found several prisoners captured during the Revolution. Three of these—Elijah Matthewa, 
taken nt Grave Creck, Ohio; Nicholas Rosencrauz, a.minister’s son, captured on the Mohawk, 
aud Peter Kraun, taken on Duncan's Creek, near the head of the Monongahela, in Virginia— 
were married to squaws, and, at the tine referred to, the formertwo had children eight to ten 
years old. When the Indians abandoned this section, these white men accompanied them. 


CHARACTER OF LANDS. 


The land northwest of the Allegheny was acquired by the Commonwealth, by a purchase 
made at Fort Stanwix, in October, 1784, from the Six Nations. ‘hia axle was further estab- 
lished by the Delawares ani Wyandots, at Fort McIntosh, in January, 1785. The lands em- 
braced in the County of Crawford were known under three classes,—Donation, Population 
Company, and Holland Land Company, Unable to commanid money whereby the State could 
pay her troops in the army, and desirous of fulfilling her promises to thera, her legislature, by 
act of March 12, 1783, ordered the location and laying off of a district bounded by the Alle- 
gheny on the southeast up to the mouth of Conewango Creek; thence north to the New York 
line; on the north and west by State boundary, and south by what was called the ‘t Deprecia- 
tion district.” These lands were divided into districts, numbered from one tu ten, surveyed 
into lots of from two hundred to five hundred acres each and drawn by lottery. The sixth, 
seventh, and eighth donation districts lic east of French Creek, and include the greater part 
of that portion of the County. Much of these lands were sold for a trifle to speculators by 
the generous and careless old soldiers, The Holland Land Company, composed of William 
Willink and eleven associates, had loaned Robert Morris or the United States a large amount 
of money to continue the war. Desiring to continue their means in the republic, they touk 
up a great many tracts of Jand in various localities, among others in northwest Pennsylvania.

Tt was said by Judge Yeates that the company had paid the State consideration money for 
ane thousand one hundred and sixty-two warrants, and surveying fees on one thousand anid 
forty tracts of four hundred acres each.

lands was vested in trustecs aud held in comniou, 
about five hundred warrants in Erie and Crawford Counties, 
with those of the HoRand Company, by whom, through their ageut at Meadville, Alfred 
Ifuidekuoper, they were purehased by that useful and honorable body, the Holand Land Com- 
pany.

sefllement cantlicted: numerous law-suits followed, and, at (his late date, the surveyvars con- 
nected with the compilation of the maps for this work lave done much towards a proper as- 
signment of lines, For further details, see “ Historical Collections of Peunsylvania,” by 
Sherman Day. Despite the avarice of the speculator and the confliet of title, the dread of the 
Tnidlian and the hardships of a life in a new country, ploneers and early settlers eame west- 
ward, some from the densely-popnlated countries of Europe, some from the northeast, but the 
greater part from the Susquehanna River, doubtless inflaenced by desire for cheaper and 
better homes among the hills and valleys of this beautiful region. 


SETTLING A WILDERNESS. 


A solemn quict rested upou the forests of Cussewago, 
extended an ancient Indinn frail leading between Foris Venango and Le Bunt; crossing the 
creek at Meadville and stretching over the island opposite the city, it continued on the western 
side a considerable distance, then again recrossed the creek. It was along this path that 
Major George Washington traveled in 1753, bearing his message to the commandant at Le 
Bouf. The French departing, this region remained unoceupied until, in 1788, the cheerful 
sound of the settler’s axe announced the initial labor of setQling a wilderness begun, 

A favorable report, made by the Meads on their return, resulted in the organization of a 
small party, consisting of David, John, and Joseph Mead, Thomas Martin, Jolin Watson, James 
KF. Randolph, Thomas Graut, Cornetius Vantlorn, and Christopher Snyder, whe set out fram 
Northumberland County for the valley of French Creek, intending to seek there a new home 
and begin a new career, The two last-named juen arrived at Sunbury, from New Jersey, as 
Mead’s company were about to leave, and immediately joined them, Proceeding by the way 
of Bald Eagle and the old Chinklacamvore trace to the muuth of French Creek, they followed 
the stream up to the beautiful plain where now stunds the thriving and populous city of 
Meadville, 


Along the cast side of French Creek 


On the night of May 12, this vanguard of civilization encamped and slept beneath a cherry- 
tree, east of the creek, near the site of Kennedy's Bridge. A day was passed in exploration ; 
resulting in a removal across the stream above the month of Cussawago Creek, and the eree- 
tion of a temporary dwelling. Putting four horses to a pluw, they broke up abont ten acres 
of one of the clearings previously mentioned, and planted the piece with corn. Destroyed by 
a freshet, the crop was replanted during June. These pioneers knew the quality of land, and 
previous experience in thé Wyoming Valley had taught them the value ofa good title, hence 
n cautious anda judicious selection. Thomas Grant chose the tract now the site of Meadville, 
the County seat, but left it in the fall, and returned to live in Northumberland. David and 
John Mead, returning east, brought out their families during the fall, and severally located, 
John established himself about a mile north of Meadville of to-day, west of the creek, and 
David took the tract adjoining his brother on the south, whence he soon moved to the land 
vacated by Grant, and erected a cabin on the cast bank of the stream, This double Jog dwell- 
ing was, therefore, the first house built in the city which bears the name of its founder; and 
the Meads were the first settlers of Crawford County. VanJIorn surveyed a farm for himself 
west of French Creek. Upon it steod an Indian cabin, which furnished him ahome until 
October, when he was visited hy Jacob VanTforn, Archibald Davison, and the last-named 
person’s father. After a brief stay, the four returned to New Jersey. The settlers tailed at 
their self-imposed task of clearing a wilderness home; theit number being augmented by the 
arrival of John Wentworth, Samuel Lord, and Frederick Naymaker. During 1789 the liftle 
colony was further increased by the preaence of Frederick Baum, Robert Fitz Randolph, and 
Darins Mead, accompanied by their families. Darius Mead was the father of David and Joho, 

The first white child born within the limits of Crawford County, as now organized, dated 
her existence from 1789. This persun, Saral: Mead, daughter of David Mend, was also the first 
native-born white in the city which perpetuates her father’s name. A necessity to the pioneer 
was material for flooring, and, to supply this want, an attempt was made by oue Matthew 
Wilson, in the employ of David Mead, to construct a saw-mill, and resulted in the completion 
of the work during the spring of 1790. The enterprise of the settlers is shown by the trans- 
portation, by them, of the first raft of boards taken from their mill that ever descended the 
Allegheny River. The raft, together with another of logs, was taken to Pittsburgh by Edward 
Randolph, William Wilson, John Ray, Frederick Baum, James Randolph, Ferris Elson, and 
John Gregg. Major Isaae Craig, quartermaster at Pittsburgh, purchased the lumber, paying 
for it at the rate of fifteen dollars per thousand. 

Canoes were employed for transfer of persons, baggage, and provisions up the river, and as 
early as 1788 this method of travel was used by Joseph Mead and James F, Randolph. 


INDIAN INCURSIONS. 


The Indians of the West watched the movements of the surveyor, and the clearing and im- 
provement of the settler, with no friendly eye. An Indian war threatened the settlements 
along the border. Luckily, the few Indians residing along the creek were friendly disposed, 
One of these, son of Canadaughta, a chief, named Flying Cloud, curly notified the settlers of 
a meditated invasion by Wyandots and other western tribes, and hasty preparations were 
made to meet the danger. On April 2,1791, the women and children were collected, and 
transferred down French Creek to a small military post established at Franklin sinca 1787. 
Halftown, half-brother to Cornplanter, a distinguished Indian, well known to the carly set- 
tlers, having seen the canees in motion, sent an escort of a dozen warriors, six on each side of 
Himself and fifteen warriors, 
the remnant of his band, uniting with the white settlers who remained behind, lay in wait at 
Kennedy's Bridge for the enemy, who, eleven in number, had been seen in the morning four 
miles below, on Davis's Hill. Night came, and the chief and his men occupied the cabin of 
David Mead. 
allies, leisurely took their way to Franklin. 

Darius Mead, while plowing in a field near the Franklin fort, was taken by two Indians, 
and next day was found dead; by bis body lay that of one of his captors, n Delaware chief, an 
assumed friend but suspected enemy. The effort of Mead to escape by night seems to lave 
resulted in the death of captive and captor. The bodies of Mead and the Indian were buricd 
by Luke Hill and John Ray, members of the garrison at Franklin. 

During 1794 rumors of invasion kept people in a state of apprehension, but no serious 
attack was made. In June, 1795, James Findley and Barnabas McCormick, while splitting 
rails for John Haling, below Meadville, were shot and scalped by a war party. Their budies 
were brought to town, put in. one coffin, and buried in the Meadville cemetery. A treaty, 
made by Generat Wayne on August 3, 1793, with the western Indians, and ratified December 
22, brought peace and security to the northwestern settlements. During these years of peril 
the settlers occasionally visited their homes, and new settlers from the neighborhood of the 
Susquehanna came out and joined them. The close of the wur wags at once marked by rapid 
increase of border population, which received a check owing to the conflict in the rights of 
new-comers and those wliv had been driven, by fear of the Indians, from the cultivation of 
their claims. 


The white men took their stock and movables, and, nccompanied by their red 
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PERSONAL ADVENTURE. 


Many were the daring adventures and sanguinary struggles which at this pericd took place 
About May Tin the year 171, four 
men, Cornelius Vaniorn, Christopher Lantz, William Grege, and Thomas Ray volunteered 


between the brave frontiersmen and their red enemies, 


to leave the Franklin fort, and, armed with their puns, returned to Meadville and attempted 
toplantacrepefeor, Vantlorn set ont alone for Pittsburgh, where he had det his horses on 
his return from New Jersey

On his way back dhe experienced a wearisome and louely ride 


through desolate woods, His first night's camp was in adecpriving, Some bread and butler, 
obtained at Mttsburgh, furnished material for suppers theu lying upon his blanket, his gun 
by his side, he fellinto a slecp, from which he was speedily awakened by the crackling of a 
tire which, kindted among the dry leaves, lad reached his butter. Tn an effort ta pat owt the 
flaine his hands were severely buried, aid further sleep prevented. Morning showed him his 
harness injured by the fire and his horses gone, Twas tate in the forenoon before Chey were

A second day brought lity to Sandy Creek, aid a solitary 
rest in the woods, An Tndisn was met, to whom war given bread and w share of drink from 
his bottle, anda third day saw the preliminary task completed Tanta became vawell, and 
remained at Franklin, while the others above mentioned went to their fetd at Mendville, and 
hegan te putin acrop, Until noon Vantlorn plowed, and the others planted corm.

was called from across (he creek by Jolin Fredebaugh, an old aequaintanee, 


and passed the night under some ouk-trees east of the villigge, and, in the aoruity, returned 
to the field where he had been vaptured. Here he found a bueket in which was the dinner 
which Gregg and Ray liad brought out for lim, Aster satisfying his appetite for food, he 
caught the musving horse of the ensign, saddled it, and pave it in charge of one Indian to 
ride, whiJe lie and the other descended to Franklin ina eanoe, The mounted Indian wag 
never afterwards keen, Gregg and Ray, after dinner, hud gone out to rejoin Vantlorn, and 
siw the approach of the threo Judians, While crossing Cussewago Creek near its mouth, on 
their retreat, Grege was disabled by a ball through the thigh; and while Ray stopped to aid 
him (he Indians came up, took Greggs gun, and shot lim with it; then taking lis scalp, they 
followed the trailof the fourth Indian, accompanied by Rey as a prisoner, ‘The escape of Vau- 
Horn being known, Ray's Jife wan saved, as the war party would not have reflained but one 
captive. In fime Ray came with his captord to Detroit, where he was recognized amd ran- 
somed by a British officer, and furnished passage to Butlilo. Tere Strips Neck, a. Mohawk 
chief, who lived at Meadville, met him and conducted ‘him to Franklin, whenee, to the pleas- 
ant surprise of his relatives and friends, he made his way to Dittsburgh. 

Tn 1794, James Dickson, while hunting for his cows nearly af a mile north of Meadville, 
was fired apon by Indians in aubash. Te was strack by three balls, one in the shoulder, 
another in the hip, and a Qhird in the hand, Stoopiug to yet sight, and perchanee a return 
shot, at dix ossnilantis, a Jourth ball ent throngh bis hat, just grazing the old amtin's head, 
The courageous Scotchman now enlled on them to Come outof that, you rascals, and Behe 
us fairs? but, not being obeyed, began a retreat to the village. The Jndians followed with? 
tomahawks, but feared to draw his fire. Once, when about to discharge his piece, be asserted 
that a voice seemed to ray,“ Don't shoot,” and this was the means which saved his life. Near 
Mead'’s mill he shouted for help, Lake Hill gave the alarm. Flying Cloud and several men 
started in pursuit, which the caution of the Indians in a timely retreat made futile. 


A FRONTIER BLOCK-HOUSE. 


*A man’s bhonse is his castle’ was a verity in fhe olden times, The house of David Mead 
was fortified by a stockade, and in 1798 garrisoned by Mosign Lewik Bond, in connmand of a 
detachment of twenty-four men, sent, at the solicitation of the settlers, by General Wayne 
tu protect them in their endeavor to putin a crop. During the summer the foree rejoined 
the main army, and the settlement was abandoned for the time. The spring of 1790) wos 
marked by the arrival of mauy new se(tlers, who united with those preceding them ina 
military organization, over which Cornelius Vaniforn was appointed captain, To furnish a 
protection in cake of an attueck by the fading, a block-house was constructed of logs. It was 
two stories, the upper story projecting beyond the lower one. In this upper story a small 
cannen was mounted, and upon the roof of (his rongh but «trong defense was aw sentry-box, 
This «trueture stood on a three-eornered lot at the corner of Water Street and Rteers Alley. 
Treaties allayed danger, and the old block-house was successively utilized ag a wchool-honse, 
carpenter-shop, blacksmith-shop, and tenement-house; finally, in 1824, it was removed, The 
lot was donated by Mr. Mead for seliool purposes, then transferred by act of Legisluture to 
the Meadville Female Seminary, and by ita trastees sold to Thomas Wilson. 


THE FIRST DEATH. 


The summer of 1794 was marked by the first denth among the white inhabitants of Craw- 
ford County. Except violent deaths caused by Indians, that of the wife of Darius Mead, at 
Meadville, was the initial, 

During the spring of 3795 a publie and Jasting improvement was made by a person named 
McNair, who cut.a road from Waterford, formerly Le Boeuf, to Presque Isle Harbor. The 
first wagon to pass over this road was Joaded with tools tu be ased in the construction of a 
fort near Erie. and was driven by Edward Randolph, previously named as one of the raft 
crew.  Randotph, on this trip, crossed a French-built bridge, made of chostuut timber, reputed 
to be then forty-sive years old, and still sound and Kervireable. 


PIONEER PRIVATIONS. 


Relieved from danger of savage attack, settlers advanced the line of occupation; and the 
year 1795 witnessed an [solnted settlement of various parts of the County, Mabifations were 
constructed of gmall logs. Thinger was frequently experienced, and ‘grain wad carried to 
will Jong distances, in some cases on the back of a footman., Roads were unknown, and 
necessaries of life could be ollained no nearer than Pittsburgh. 

John Chamberlin, from New Jersey, having settled in Cussewago Township in 1797, aided 
by one other, built a cabin of Jogs, Sticks and mud composed the materials of his chimney ; 
split poles were used for roof, door, and floor; and openings for windows were covered with 
greased paper. Wild beasts, numerous and annoying, interfered with stock-raising. With 
his gun, meat was secured for his family; and a bushel of grain, conveyed to Meadville on his 
back, ground, and brought back in the same manner, supplied bread. Johu Donohue, of. 
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Delaware, built a log dwelling near the centre of Cussewago Township, and lived therein 
alone four years, backing his supplies from Meadville. Eber Lewis, a soldier of IST2, spenks 
of a time when the settlers were driven by hunger ta dig up the potatocs they lad planted 
for food, and he himself was foreed to eat Dread made from sifted bran, Jobu MeLier, his 
wife, and three children traveled on foot from Cumberland County.

Ife joined a surveying party in Erie County, and, leaving them in the fall, 
retnrned te find his cabin occupied hy Indians, who, thinking him dead, had dug and eaten 
his potatoes, and were packed up to leave, They reapened their packages and gave him a 
share of furs and of dricd meat; asale of these enabled him to purchase wheat, in which he 
sowed his clearing. Passing the winter at bis old home, in the spring he set out to return iit 
company with his mother and her family. Their route lay through the woods, and they were 
six weeks in making the jonrney, They reached their Western home on June 6, W765, anel 
spent their last quarter-dollarin Che puvchase ofa quart of salt. Mr. Brawley brought along 
an ox-team and wagon and several cows, whose inilk, strained and placed in a churn, was 
converted into butter by the jolting of the wagon. The family subsisted until fall) upon fru- 
ments. Hearing of amillat the mouth of Oil Creek, Brawley placed four bushels of wheat 
Hponanex, and, guided bya pocket compass, set out to obtain a grist. The trip was mnade in 
six days. By night he unloaded the ox, and, building a fire, camped bes'de it. The ox, turned 
ont to browse, satisfied fiis appetite, and invariably returned and lay dowu ly the fire. 


TREED BY A PANTHER. 


Blaukets were early used as substitutes for doors, and by us would be deemed a poor protec- 
tion from the stealthy panther or the packs of wolves, whose howlings rendered night hidcons, 
On one occasion the wives of William Teed and Henry Bonnett, New Jersey settlers in Novti 
Shenango Township in 1709 and 1800 respectively, started out to take dinuer to their hushanis. 
hey Jost their way, traveled in the woods, and, as pight came on, clitsbed small trees for 
protection, During the night the vigilant women discovered an animal, which they thought 
a panther, on the grovnd below them, The thought was suggested, and promptly rejected, 
to secure personal safety by the sacrifice of Mrs. Bennett's babe, which she had with her. 
Imagine the peril of these women of the border and the thousand oppressive thoughts which 
agitated them during the long night hours! Morning came, and the wild beast fled; the 
women descended; they heard chopping; went in the direction of the sound, and found two 
men digging out a trough, They were piloted home, and found the neighborhood out in 
search of them, Lhomas Colter, a settler from Philadelphia in Venango Township in 1796, 
one evening saw a bear approach the pig-pen, raise the lugs, secure a pig, aud stuart with it for 
the woody. Colter seized au axe and pursued. Mrs. Colter followed with a torch. The bear 
was overtuken ata brush fence, and Mrs. Colter proved herself the heroine of the occasion by 
applying the blazing torch to bruin’s shaggy hair, which, igniting, compelled a hasty retreat, 
with the loss of the pig, whose injuries proved fatal. Nightly the few sheep owned by the 
settlers were yvarded, and woe tu those left out; they fell a prey to the wolf, The last wolf- 
hunt took place in Isz!. A score of men, and as many dogs, drove the bane of their flocks 
ncruss the Cussawego, whence they never returned ty depredate, Elk, deer, beaver, and 
witdeat, once denizens of this region, are extinct, save now and then one of the last named. 


MILLS OF CRAWFORD. 


In making their journey beyond the mountains many of the settlers, by various niethods of 
transportation, brought a small quantity of food with then; when this was consumed they 
were thruwn on their own resourcea. Necessity compelled an exercise of genius, and time 
brought on tmprovements, The want of a mill became speedily felt, and he who erected 
the first rude grist-mill gave direction to travel. To his mill paths led and roads were cnt, 
and not unfrequently the location of the mill was the commencement of a town. Lominy

The cavity was made to 


blocks and hand-anills were used in many of the cabins. 
cavity in aue end of a large block of wood, perhaps three feet long. 
narrow towards tho bottom, so that the movement of the pestle continually brought the corn 
into the centre, and the entire quantity of grain was about equally pulverized. A sweep was 


used to lessen labor and expedite work, A slow incthod of making menl was by use of a 


grater, A Tuend-mill was better than mortar or grater. It consisted of two stones of circular 
shape. One was called the bed-stone; the other, the runner. A hoop inclosed them, having 


wspout for passage of the meal, A stafY was attached near the upper outer edge of the runner 
at one end, and its upper end passed through a hole in a board fast to a joist above. It was 
worked by two persons, and the grain was putin by hand, The first water-mills, otherwise 
known ag tub-mills, consisted of a vertical shaft, to whose lower end horizontal wheel of 
four or five foet dimueter was attached. Tho upper end passed through the bed-stone, and 
carried the runner about, Phese mills were of slight expense, and served well their purpose. 
Sifters, in lien of bolters, were made by stretching a piece of deer-skin over a hoop, marking 
itin concentric rings and perforating with a sharpened and heated wire. The first mill in 
Crawford County of this latter class wags erected prior to 1800, and stood on Water Street. It 
had twe run of stone: one for wheat, the other for corn, Although x small coneern, if did 
much grinding for years, wand was resorted to by settlers on foot and on horseback from con- 
siderable distances. In tine it was removed, and its place taken by one larger, 

Archibald JLumes came to Cambridge Township in 1797, and built the first grist-mill in 
fhat part of the County. About the close of the last century, Isaac Paden, from Red Stone, 
Pennsylvania, located in the southwest part of Conneant Township, and probably built the 
first grist-millin that locality. The first grist-mill in Pine Township was erected at Lines- 
ville, by Jabex Colt, in 1800; and the first in Spring Township was the work of Alexander 
Power, of Cumberland County. Early supplies of provisions were obtained at Pittsburgh. 
The settlers conveyed them in beats up French Creek to Meadville, and thence, guided by 
blazed trees, bore them upon their backs along foot-roads, Black salts was a chief article of 
pioneer comieree, anal commanded eash, Maple-sugar, beyond home necessity, was bartered 
for other acticles, Naney Mittock, of Meadville, speaks of sugar-loaf cones of white sugur 
Money was very scarce, and, as illustrative of this fact, it is asserted that 
Inany pioneers went barefoot tu Meadville to attend the general training, rather than become 
liable to a fine of halfa dollar. Despite enforced simplicity of dress, the early settler breathed 
wspiritef manly independence and self-respect, which brooked no arrogance and yielded te 
no dumincering influence,

ORGANIZATION OF CRAWFORD. 


That part of Pennsylvania now knewn as Crawford County was organized from Allegheny 
County by act of March 12,1800. The name. was given to commemorate Colonel William 
Crawford, a hero of western frontier life, who was tortured and burned by the Indians at 
Sandusky, rie, Mercer, Venango, and Warren were embraced at this time with Crawtord, 
und Meadville was designated the County seat. 

On April, 2, 1803, Erie County was fully organized for judicial purposes; followed by Ve- 
nango, April 1, 1805, and Warren, March 16,1819. The County of Crawford contains thirty- 
four townships, the result of many changes, some of recent date, and contains an area of nine 
lrundred and seventy-four square miles. 

The Cottnty seat was located at Meadville cotemporary with the formation of the Couuty. 
It was a condition of this location that within four months after the passage of the act the 
inhabitants and proprietors of the. place and its vicinity should secure the payment of four 
thousand dollars, either in specie or reasonably valued Jand, for the use of an institution of 
learning to be there located. Payment was to be made to the County Trustees, whe, in case 
of default, were authorized to fix the seat of justice at auy point within a distance of fuur 
iniles of Meadville. The founder of the city was David Mead, in 1788 and 1789. The original 
plan was niade in 1790; but this plan was completed and improved, through the exertions of 
Major Alden and Dr. Kennedy, in 1795, at which time Meadville was laid out. The new town 
was finely chosen. It occupies a fivorable position on the left bank of French Creek, and 
nearty apposite the mouth of Cussewago Creek, and is surrounded by a beautiful aud yvaricd 
landscape. Streets were laid off at right angles, and a handsome public square, or diamond, 
—donated land by Mv. Mead,—was the centre, around and fronting which the County build- 
ings and several of the churches were arranged during the after-growth of the place. 


A REMINISCENCE. 


The social intercourse of the settlers, mellowed by the tapse of time in the annals of bis- 
tury, was mainly one of friendly hospitality; but angry passions sometimes were excited; 
disputes arose, and these were at times settled by fighting, but generally a decision was left 
As an instance, it is said that a disagreement arose between David 
Mead and John Wentworth, concerning a crop of corn which one had agreed to raiso for the

other. Two strangers chanced to be passing through the village at the time, and to them the 
Inatter was referred, The men unslang their knapsacks, heard the case, rendered a satisfactory 
judgment, and resumed their journey. The first conunissioned Justice of the Peace in Craw- 
ford County was David Mead, who held the office tll 1700, at which time he became one of 


the County Associate Judges, 


THE FIRST CASE. 


One of the first entries on his ducket was an action fur debt, brought by hiaself, as platn- 
tiff, against Robert Fitz Randolph, defendant. It was a gubernatorial oversight to appoint a 
justice for the people and nu constable for the justice ; but Mead was master of the situation. 
He issued, and himself served, the summons; and on the day of hearing tried the case, and 
rendered] judgment in favor of the plaintiff tu the amount of his claims. This energetic mag- 
istrate then issued aud served an execution, levied upon a horse, the property of defendant, 
and advertized asale. Ife put up notices, and presiding at the sale, himself purchased the 
horse, and paid the excess over the judgment to the defendant. 


THE FIRST COURT. 


The first court to sitin Crawford County was held by Judges Mead and Jolin Kelso, on the 
6th of July, 1800. The former had received his coumission on March 15, and the latter on 
the lth of the same munth, appointing them Associate Judges of the County. Thomas R. 
Kennedy was appointed Prothonotary about the same time, and on August 2 of the same 
year Hon. Henry Baldwin was appointed Deputy Prosecuting Attorney for the Commonweath. 
The mamber of suits, appeals, and other cases brought to the first term numbered ninety- 
fice. A third session of court was held at Meadville, April 6, 2801, over which Alexander 
Addison presided, and at which William Bell was Associate in place of David Mead, resigned. 
The first Registerand Recorder was Patrick Farrelly, and the first Sheriff was James Quigley. 
Until 1805 court was held in the building on the cast side of Water Street, then owned and 
occupied by the family of William Dick. The jail was in the dwelling and tavern of Henry 
Hurst, nearly opposite the Eagle Hotel, at the upper end of Water Street. A lug-walled cellar 
Was denominated the dungeon, and prisouers were sct to work in the kitchen. To make an 
escupe Was no difficult matter. 


COUNTY BUILDINGS ERECTED. 


When the seat of justice was established at Meadville, temporary places to accommodate 
the sittings of the courts were provided, as noted; but the necessity of especial buildings for 
court purposes and better security for the confinement of prisoners, together with the want 
of funds, resulted in the erection, during 1805, of a log building, combining in one court-house 
and jail, This first County building stood on the northwest corner of Cherry Alley and the 
Public Synare, and directly west of the present court-house. Its upper story was devoted to 
court business, and not unfrequently made to include religious meetings by different denom- 
inatious; while the lower story was used as a prison and dwelling for the Slieriff. One amoug 
many of the incidents occurring in that rude structure, relates to the old Dutch crier, who, 
in his first Ovez! Oyez! advised by learncd counsel, concluded the opening and closing of 
the court with the prayer that “God would save the Commonwealth and the honorable erier !° 
Twenty years clapsed, and that simple, unadorned building gave place, in 1825, to 2 moro 
imposing edifice on ground partly covered by the present one. This edifice,in structure and 
appearance, was one of the best in Western Pennsylvania; but defects tor sound and ins@éu- 
rity as a deposit for records became so manifest, that at the close of forty years of its exist- 
ence it gave way ty 


THE NEW COURT-HOUSE. 


The cornerstone of this temple of justice was laid with appropriate ceremonies on Muiy 
28,1868. The work was completed in October, 1869, aud formally dedicated on the 6th of 
January, 1870. Its location is on the east side of the Public Square of Meadville. It is built 
of pressed brick, with stone trimmings. The roof is of iron, and it is fire-proof throughout. 
It contains all the County offices, and internally is conveniently arranged. Opposite the main 
entrance is the Arbitration Room. To the right are the offices of the District Attorney, Clerk 
of the Courts, Treasurer, and Commissioners; to the left, those of the Register and Recorder, 
Jury Commissioner, and Auditor. On the second floor is the court-room, seventy feet by fifty- 
four feet and nine inches, embellished by black walnut finish and frescoed ceiling; the same 
floor holds « library, jury-room, and offices of the Sheriff and Prothonotary. The attic is fur- 
nished for the janitor, The cost, including fencing, flagging, and furniture, was $249,000. 
The jail is of stone, stands in the rear of the court-house, and is fitted with fron cells. It is 
antiquated, and will duubtless soon be superseded. 


CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 


The first person convicted of homicide in Crawford, and executed for the crime, was a native 
of Quebec, by the name of VanHolland. 
received a sunstroke which injured his mind. Wandering out to this region, he one uight 
during the winter of 1815-16, while staying ata cabin, arose, and, with an axe, killed the settler, 
whose wife and child, escaping from the dwelling, concealed themselves under the bank of a 
ravine, Despite singular shrewdness at concealment, VanHolland was captured, tried and 
hung, Of great strength, he once nearly effected an escape by bending with his hands the iron 
bars under the hearth of his room. Upon the scaffold he attempted the life of the Sheriff's 
Deputy by pushing him off and jumping upon him; the rope prevented his success and ended 
his career, Ihe second punishment by hanging was inflicted upon David Lamphier, who killed 
wu constable with an axe-struke; the act was dune hastily, after warning the officer, who was 
attempting his arrest, 


CRAWFORD’S FIRST JUDGES. 


A brief mention of the eminent men who have occupied the judicial seat requires the fullow- 
ing biography: Alexander Addison came first. He was a sound and able jurist, and could 
boast that in no instance was his judgment reversed by a higher court. On the formation of 
the Sixth Judicial District, Jesse Moore, a fine scholar and severe student, was commissioned 
tu preside. Arriving in Meadville in 1805, he served till December, 1824, when he was re- 
Ynoved by death. Early the following year Henry Shippen, assumed the office, and cuntinued 
to hold it till 1839, when he, too, died. Then came Nathaniel Eldred, an honor to the profes- 
sion and the office. Transferred to the Harrisburg district in 1843, he was succeeded by 
Gaylord Church, young and devoted to duty. Wis commission terminating in 1853, John 
Galbraith, of unexcelled kindness and charity, took his place. Dying during his term, 
Rasselas Brown supplied the vacancy with credit, and in December, 1869, Samuel P, Johnson 
came into official position. 


THE EARLY ADVOCATES. 


Among the very first attorneys, as early as 1797, and prior to the organization of courts, 
were two brothers, Samuel B. and Alex, W. Foster, the former a fine speaker, the latter an 
able lawyer. In 1800, 4 young man scarcely of age, and fresh from Connecticut, came riding 
through the streets of the then small village of Meadville, seeking a new home. ‘This was 
Henry Baldwin, later of the United States Supreme Court. An ardent friend of home industry, 
he was champion in Congress of protection to everything American, Day writes in 1843: 
‘Hon. Ienry Baldwin bas just completed an elegant rural mansion on an eminence overlook- 
ing the village, where he iutends passing the evening of his useful life.” Then, fresh from the 
Emerald Isle, came Patrick Farrelly, kind of heart and refined of mind. Close fullowing came 
Ralph Martin, of carly promise. In 1816 came Richard Bean; in 1819, Selden; in 1821, J. B. 
Wallace; in 1823, the gifted Alden; then John S. Riddle and H. Baldwin. Yet we must enroll 
the names of Juhn W. Farrelly, intelectual and modest; Gaylord Church, energetic and suc- 
cessful; Henry Shippen, young and promising; and the Jogical-minded Darwin A. Finney. 


FIRST SCHOOLS. 


The first school kept in the Counfy held its sessions in the upper story of the old block- 
house. The teacher was named Kelly, and, in common with most pedagogues of the olden 
time, was remembered for his severity. Text-books were few, and Webster's Speller was found 
in the handsof many. Itwas conditioned that Meadville should provide means for an Academy, 
and, in 1802, an act was passed incorporating a seminary of learning at that village, David 
Mead, James Gibson, and five others being appointed trustees. <A brick building was com- 
pleted in the fall of 1805. It was a one-story structure, having two rooms, and was located in 
the extreme eastern part of the village. Schoul was commenced in charge of Rev. Joseph 
Stockton, who supplemented the common English branches by instruction in the Latin and 
Greck languages. The building, after standing about twenty years, was removed to give piace 
to a dwelling-house by Arthur Cullum, to whom the lot was sold by the trustees, who pro- 
ceeded to erect a more suitable building for academic purposes near the centre of the town. 
In time this property passed into the hands of the schvol board, by whom it is at present used 
as the City High School.

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THE PIONEER NEWSPAPER. 


The year 1605 marks the establishment at Meadville of the serond newspaper in the State 
published west of the Alleghenies. The * Pittsbargh Gazette” is known to have been the first. 
The first editors and publishers were Thomas Atkinson and W. Brendle. After a partnership 
of cight months, Atkinson by purchase became sole proprietor, The paper was entitled * The 
Crawford Weekly Messenger.” The initial number, issued January 1, 1805, contains an edi- 
torial which states that the paper is politically Republican, bunt has open columns for free and 
literal discussion by all parties. Mr. Atkinson edited and published his paper until 1855, At 
first he was obliged to pack his paper along wioding Indian paths, on horsehack, more than 
two hundred miles, one hundred and thirty miles of which distunce passed by but three or 
funr houses. 


OLDEN TIME MEETINGS. 


When Cambridge Tuwnship formed a part of Venango, the first religious mectings in’ that 
section were held on the bank of French Creek. he people gathered beneath the shelter of 
the furest trees. A stump cut down the centre, one part left higher than the other, served as 
pulpit, and the congregation disposed themselves at will. Sermons had power, and conversions 
The first minister at Meadville was Rey. Joseph Stockton, who was settled

over the Presbyterian congregation in 1S01. 
Rey, Robert Johnson. The old court-louse having most reom, was used for preaching until 
the year 1818, when a Union Church was completed, and different denominations occupied the 
elificein turn. In time, it beeame known as the Presbyterian Church, Not far from Mead- 
ville, on French Creek, was a favorite spot for holding camp-mectings. At a meeting held 
there in the fall of 1812, Bishop MeKendree tovk an active part. There was a numerons 
assembly, and inany tents were pitched, Among the citizens of Meadville present was General 
Mead, at whose request from the stand, incipient rowdyism, which was the bane of such miect- 
ings, was promptly checked, 


CREEK NAVIGATION. 


During March, 1805, an unprecedentedly Ligh fresliet occurred upou French Creek, and con- 
siderable property along its banks was destroyed. During a rise-of water in the following 
Becember, eleven flat-boats and six keel-boats passed down the creck, carrying two thousand 
two hundred and thirty barrels of New York salt, whose valuc in Meadville, at eleven dollars 
per barrel, was twenty-four thousand five hundred and thirty dollars, but, sold at Pittsburgh 
at thirteen dollars per barrel, amounted to twenty-eight thousand nine hundred and ninety 
dollars. Only the old pioneer can realize the boon of salt to the ftontiersmen. The Indians 
traded small quantities to the settlers, and the fact that it was warm when delivered caused a 
belief that it was obtained in the Pymatuning Swamp. It was reserved for James O'Hara, a 
leading citizen of Pittsburgh, to inaugurate the trade above indicated. Contracting with the 
government to supply Oswego’ with provisions from Pittsburgh for the garrison, he undertook 
to supply the western country with Qnondaga salt. With boats and teams, the salt wag taken 
from the works to Oswego; by vessel transported below the falls; wagons took it to Schlosser, 
and boats to Black Rock. <A second vessel conveyed it to Erie; more wagons bore it to the 
head of French Creek; and, finally, in boats, it was floated to Pittsburgh. The plau was a 
success; good salt sold at four dollars per bushel, and the work of packing it over the moun- 
tains was done. 


MAIL MUTATIONS. 


In 1805, and years later, the mail was carried on horseback long distances along the poorest 
roads. Meadville received a mail once a week, sometimes by way of Franklin, at others 
from Mercer; and the mail carrier who brouglit the eastern news carried with him the paper 
upon which it was to be republished in the “Messenger.” Turnpikes were built, and, in 1835, 
amul stage arrived daily from Erie and Pittsburgh, and tri-weekly from Bellefonte, via Frank- 
lin, Then came the Atlantic and Great Western Railroad, iu 161-62, bearing its mails. The 
postal service was inaugurated, and, finally, the telegraph flashes the dispatch, and the light- 
ning mail trains thundering from New York to Chicago, and to St. Louis, at an average rate 
of forty miles an hour, complete the progress of transporting thought. 


TEMPERANCE CHANGES. 


The pioneers, as a class, were fond of whisky. It was thought indispensable to log-rolling, 
house-raising, or in fair. To drink whisky was as common as fo eat bread. Distilling was 
neither immoral nor disreputable. Surplus crop was converted into liquor, and found ready 


sale. At one time distilleries were numerons, and large quantities of liquors were manufac- 


tured and consumed; but keeping pace with physical progress, the church and school have 


replaced the distillery and the tavern, Illustrative of the change of sentiment as long since 
as 1817, there was a legislative enactment authorizing the inhabitants of the County to 
determine at their spring election whether any licenses should be given for the vending of 
liqnors aside from medicinal or sacramental purposes. 


FOURTH OF JULY IN 1805. 


While yet the memories of Saratoga and Yorktown were vivid in the minds of the old set- 
ters, their meeting on the morning of July 4, 1803, in Meadville, was marked by an enthu- 
siasm and a mode of rejoicing long since of the past. A dinner was provided, of which about 
sixty persons partook, At this festival Major Alden presided, and General Mead acted as vice- 
president. ‘The banquet ended, many toasts were drank, accompanied with discharges of mus- 
ketry by a company of riflemen commanded by Captain Marlin. Of seventeen regular toasts 
we quote the following, viz., “The principles, feelings, virtue, and patriotism which led to the 


_ American Revolution, neither neutralized by apathy, infuriated by licentiousness, nor soph‘s- 


ticated by the dreams of modern reformers.” After drinking thirty-four toasts the company 
adjourned, full of spirit. An evening celebration was held at the house of James Lowrey. 


THE NORTHWESTERN BANK. 


The first bank organized in Crawford County began its existence in Meadville, on November 
14,1814. Thirteen directors were chosen, und 8. B. Magaw was elected President and Joseph 
Morrison Gashier, Business was commenced January 4, 1815. November 11, a dividend of 
six per cent. was declared. The President dying, William Clark became President March 23, 
1816. A statement made on January 30, 1821, showed a circulation of $56,854; and specie on 
band, $29,256. Occasional and decreasing dividends were declared till November 5, 1822, wher 
the bank closed and wound up its affairs, | | | 


BURR’S CONSPIRACY. 


The history of the ill-starred movement headed by Aaron Burr ig here noted, from the fact 
that Crawford County not only furnished a portion of his deluded followers, but took public 
action to express its condemnation of the traitor. On September 25, 1806, several citizens 
of Meadville left to join the secret expedition known as Burr’s conspiracy, whose rendezvous 
wis on the Ohio River. Numbers had previously passed through the town on their way from 
New York; they were principally young and thoughtless men. On the evening of March 12, 
1807, a meeting was held on the Public Square: speeches denouncing the conspirator were 
made, and his effigy subjected to indignity and burned. 


STATISTICS OF 1811. 


It is of interest at this early date to observe the extent of home industry. Most of the 
settlers brought but a scanty supply of clothing and bedding with them. Their stock could 
not be replenished until fiax had been grown and converted into cloth. It is related of Mr. 
Dick, of Meadville, that he met one day a man who said he could not be married for want of 
2% shirt, and the gentleman, stepping into an alley, dispossessed himself of that article, and the 
marriage was duly consummated, Tho women had to spin, and generally to weave all the 
cloth used by the family. It is a matter of surprise that the mother should have been able to 
do so much work and keep up. There were in Crawford County in 1811, of spinning-wheels, 
1278; fulling-mills, 3; looms, 418. There were manufactured of Jinen cloth, 40,688 yards; 
of tow linen, 17,732; of linsey-woolsey, 10,510; of cotton Jinsey, 6191; of woolen cloth, 5179 ;- 
and a total of about 80,0C0 yards. There were of saw-mills, 27; and of grist-mills, 29. There 
were 93,411 pounds of maple-sugar made, and this with a population of 8294 persons. The 
County contained of horses, 2888; of cows, 7281 ; und of sheep, 5530 head. The depredations by 
wolves upon the flocks of sheep made it necessary to offer a bonnty for wolf-scn)ps, which, in 
1819, was raised to $12 for the scalp of an old wolf and $6 for that of a pup; and so numerous 
were these pests that from 1805 down to 1835 there was paid out, on an average, for each year 
an amount equal to $250. Squirrels became so troublesome in their ravages upon the wheat, 
that November 12, 1810, the Legislature was petitioned for an act to extirpate them. Squirrel- 
hunts took place, and on one occasion, during a Presidential. campaign, six of each party 
contested for supremacy by the number of squirrels shot. a ; 
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EVENTS OF 1812. 


There died in Shenango Township an March 25 of this year, at the advanced age of one 
hnndred and one vears, a setider namel William Bennett, who built the first keel-hoat which 
ever floated upon the waters of the Susquehanna River. On July & books were opened for 
sniscriptiun te the Susyguehanna and Waterford Turnpike: other tarnpikes were projected in 
time, and the way opened for Staging and trovel. The absence of roads of any kind was one 
ofthe first obstacles to be met by the settler. Itwas np mncommen ocenrrenes for the pioneer 
to be obliged to cut his way tu his land, as was the case with Jacob Rees, of West Fallowfield, 
us Jute as 1S8z9, 

Tn the midst of their work of clearing lands and founding towns, the news of war with 
treat Britain called the people to arms, On the 26th of August an express arrived at Mead- 
Ville and reported the enemy on the fronticr, and every man capable of bearing artins Was 
ordered fo march forthwith. The log cabin was left to the Mother and the children. and two 
conlyprunies were sou an the marcel to Erie. Then, prio, and later the men of Crawford 

“Saw the clonds of crimson war above their country lower, 
Audin their log-ribbed cabins felt oppression’s ruthless power,” 
and never hesitated to respoud to the call of duty. It was glad tidings to many a forest hume, 
thi af peace, breaght ta Meadville ou the morning of Saturday, February 18, I8ls, by au 
eXpaesr on his way to Erie from Washington, which place he had left four days previous. 


PIONEER SUNDAY-SCHOOL. 


on the sth of December, 1814, several gentlemen, residents of Meadville, mutually agreed 
fo sive of their time the morning of each Sabbath for gratnitous instruction in religious 
(init. Rey Stockton, previously named as teacher and Minister, Was to be present on alter- 
ate Mthbeaths, The experiment was successful, and other schools sprang into being, and on 
Ducosaher 2, 1823, the Crawford County Sabbath-school Union was organized, and by January 
fothe Inilowing year eleven schools existed in the County. March 16, 1824, the Methodists 
oaizela School; and December 31, 1829, the members of the Episcopal Church also organ- 
iveLa school, Of the nineteen officers and managers of that early school I. R. Dick was the 
latest survivor, A Bible Society was organized in MeadyJleon July 20, 1814, which has growu 
in streneth and use as years rolled on. 


SALT-WORKS. 


Tie close of the war, the returu of the Soldiers, and the fresh tide of emigration westward 
united tu stimulate the growth of manufactures and the improvement of roads. The spring 
wf 815 showed a marked activity in building bridges at various points; calis for subscriptions 
were made, and timber hewed and hauled to the ground. Private enterprise sought remuner- 
ation Ly allowances or ferringe, and in time steps were taken to construct a free bridge across 
French Creek. There wasa delay in the work upon the Waterford and Susquehanna Turnpike; 
indlon August 5, John G. Brown, a Meadville tailor, without means and irresponsible, sub- 
-ertbed the balance of stock needed. Salt-works were established in the western part of the 
Wounty by Magaw, Clark & (Co. during the month of Noveinber, Silt water was found ata 
depth of one hundred and cighty-six feet. Thirty kettles were soon in operation. The salt 
was found to be of excellent quality, and the production ten barrels daily. 


THE OLD STATE ARSENAL. 


She summer of 1813 was marked by sufficient water in French Creek to allow of keel-boat 
navigation alnust the entire season, while Perry's fleet was being built and equipped for the 
memorable contest of September 10; otherwise it would have been difficult, with imperfect 
roads aud in a wet season, to have transported military and naval stores from Piltslurgh, the 
only accessible post, tu the port of Eric, The Legislature saw the necessity of a deput tur the 
munitions of war ata safe distance from the frontier. During the season of 1815-16 an act 
Was passed for building two arsenals: one at Harrisburg and the other at Meadville. Propo- 
sitls for building were dated April 2, 1816, receivable for six weeks, and the work to be com. 
Picted within six months from date of contractor's bond, The plan and specifications were 
tiled in the Prothonotary’s office for inspection. William Clark became contractor at his bid of 
sixteen thousand dollars. John Hannon, Esq., of Pittsburgh, was contractor for brick and 
Maxon work, It stood a little without the town plot, on Jand presented by General Mend. It 
Was used as a sture-house for arms until the late rebellion, when the arms were removed for 
service, During the war the building was used as a barrack fur recruits, After standing 
about half a century, and ag a conspicuous ornament to thie place, it was transferred, by Leg- 
ishitive enactment, toe the city for school purposes, and demolished to make way for a school 
bnitding during July, 1869. 


A MENTAL PHENOMENON. 


Miss Mary Reynolds, an inmate of the family of John Reynolds, Esq., her brother, for sey- 
eral years, was endowed with a two-fuld consciousness, Each stute was separate and distinct. 
Anowledge of Persons, places, and studies acquired in one condition were a vacuity in the 
uther, and the reverse, Changes always transpired during sleep, and were of frequent occur- 
rence: in no instance did she remain more than twenty days in her first state. The approach 
of a change was anticipated with horror, though she was naturall y vivacious, cheerful, and 
yet thoughtful, Incidents are related of encounters with a rattlesnake and a bear while 
in the second state, which indicate a complete ignorance of their dangerous character, In 
time her peculiar insanity vanished, and, in the enjoyment of good health, she was long 
known as a successful teacher in one of the schouls of the town, 


CANAL CELEBRATION. 


The inauguration of work upon a canal was an event of no ordinary character to the hy-gone 
generation, to whom the railrond was u nimagined. Surveys were made for the Erie exten- 
sion February 17, 1824, nnd on Friday, August 27, 1827, the citizens of Meadville and vicinity 
met on the public square to make @ formal commencement of the enterprise. Sulvos of 
artillery, by Captain J. D. forbert’s company, announced the time to form the procession. 
Bells rang, and the column was put in motion, headed by Colonel Juln Dick, as marshal, on 
horseback. Streets were traversed, and the grounds reached ; a hollow square was formed 
and the ceremonies begun. Ground was broken by Robert Fitz Randolph and Cornelius Van 
Horn, one nearly ninety and the other eighty years of age, amid continuous cheering and the 
roar of cannon. It was a gala day for the citizens of Crawford County. Here was a vivid 
contrast! to the early settlers present. They now saw the beginning of a great public work 
by an intelligent and progressive people upon lands which they had found-a wild forest, and 
in Which they had akirmished with the merciless Indian. Of all who took a prominent part 
in this celebration, Wut ane, James Porter, a present resident of Meadville, is now living. 
The extension was formally opened December 3, 1829. 


AN INVENTOR. 


Ali experience and history unite in the statement that wealth, power, and prosperity are 
proportioned to the attention bestowed on manufactures, Ags early as 1805 Hill & Torbett 
were engaged in the sale of merchandise in a building in Meadville, situated on the north- 
West corner of Water and Centre Streets, and failed to make the business profitable. Samuel 
Torbett then engaged in the mannfacture of nails in the same locality. In the year 1827 an 
important discovery was made by Colonel William Magaw, of Meadville. He had been owner 
of a paper-mill, and while chewing a stalk of rye-straw, which had been used to Ieach ashes, 
found out that the alkali had so affected the substance of the straw as to render its conversion 
into pulp an easy matter. He at once put his invention in practice, and not only benefited 
the community, but found a market ata distance for large quantities of the new paper. The 
coversto the “Crawford Messenger,” mailed to a distance, were made of this straw paper, and 
it is recorded that an edition of the New Testament was printed upon it, Which cost but five 
cents & copy, 


RAPID BOAT-BUILDING. 


We of this later day deem ourselves far in advance of our progenitors. Pontoon and rail- 
road bridges speedily spanned the widest streams during the war, and cxposition buildings of 
vast extent rise like an exhalation in our large cities; but there was progress in the past from 
which our most vatued lessons have been learned. The Ann Eliza, canal-boat, was built in a 
single day, from materials which in the morning were growing on the banks of French Creek. 
She was launched un November 28, 1828, und piloted to town by her builders, Messrs. Towne 
and Mattocks, before sunset. The boat left for Pittsburgh on the 30th with twenty passengers, 
aud among other articles of export were three hundred reams of the new struw-paper. 


STEAMBOAT NAVIGATION. 


The first steamboat to ascend the Allegheny River was launched at Pittsburgh in March, 
1830. Her trial-trip from that city to Warren was a successful experiment in the navigation

of Western streams, and attracted general notice and comment. Upon her third trip made to 
Wlean, New York. a place three hundred miles from Pittsburgh and six hundred feet above 
the water level at the latter place, she carried among others D. Dick, of Mendville, the prin- 
ripal owner, who was the first person to dand at that high point. Upon the trip the village 
of the once celebrated chiet, Corpplanter, was visited, and he was taken on board and given 
arde up stream, returning in his eanee. The Indian was then a century of age and still 
welive. His wife's mother was alse living, at the notable age of one hundred and fifteen Years, 
The idea of this western steam NAVigation Was suggested by R. lL, Potter, who thereby wen 
the appellation of "the Fultun of the West.” 


JOHN BROWN OF OSSAWATOMIE. 


No inconsiderable portion of the life of this Misguided but heroie character was passed in 
the County of Crawford, and leiongs to her early history. John Brown was born at Torring- 
ton, Connecticnt, May 9, 1800, When but fire Years of age, his father moved West, to Hudson, 
Ohio. Ten years passed, and he Legan work at the trade of tanner and eurrier, which busi- 
ness employed his time until he was about twenty years of age. He acted as foreman in the 
business followed hy his father, and, while Chat was uot neglected, leat the same time obtained 
access toa Valuable library, and made some veguirements in edueation. At the age of tivh- 
tern his mind turned towards religion, and He made some Htogress in preparing for the duties 
of a minister in the Congregationalist Church. This design was defeated on account of inflam- 
mation of the eves; but a knowledge of Surveying being acquired, he performed mere or less 
work of this character in the western country. Heis found in Athens Township, Crawford 
County, actively engaged in opening the State road through the township. Having married 
While at Hudson Dianthe Lusk on June “1, 1820, he, in 1826, settled in Riehmond Township, 
and engaged in his trade of tanning in connection with farming and sheep raising. The old 
tannery built by Brown, and standing near the contre of the township, is still pointed out to 
the passer-by, It is averred hy an cuployee that he would not sell his leather tH perfectly 
dry, lest the purchaser should lose in weight 
tinued in communion till death. His wife dying in 1832, in the Year following he married 
Mary A. Day, of Meadville. He was found at Frauklin Mills, Ohio, in 18355 at Wudsen, in 
the Wool business, in 1840; then at Akron, Ohio, in partnership with a man named Per kins, 
He moved, in 1846, to Spring field, Massachusetts, opened a large warehause, and sold wool on 
commission for Ohio and Western Peunsylvanin farmers, The New Englind mannfactorers 
contbined, aud deprived him of a market. Ue then shipped two hundred thousand pounds 
of wool to England, where, being unable to sell for more than half its value, he was reduced 
toindigence, Me had, while a hoy, Uiought of an attempt to free the American slive, and 
proposed a plan, prepared in about 1839, with that design in view, to the leading abolitionists 
of England, to which they gave no attention. He returned ta Anicrica, gave up the wool 
business, made the acquaintance of Gerritt Smith, of Peterboro’, New York, to whom he 
offered his services as superintendent of a colony of colored men to be established an nus 
owned by Smith in the wilderness of the Adirondacks, and was accepted, Brown remained 
two years, from 1849 till 1851, at North Eilm, New York, and then returned to Ak ron to man- 
age the farm of Mr. Perkins, and re-embark in the Wool business. Removing, in 1855, to 
North Elba, he there left his fimily, and went to Kansas to aid his sons, Who had preceded 
him and settled there, His subsequent life isa well-known story, We see him at Ossuwato- 
mie in August, 1856, stand with sixteen ill-armed men holding at bay a band of five hundred 
invading Missourians, fully equipped and bent on bis destruction. In May, 1859, he inaugu- 
rated his lawless expedition by calling a secret convention of eympathizers at Chatham, 
Canada, and adopting a constitution. In July, he had rented a farm-honse some half-dozen 
miles from Harper's Ferry, und made of it a magazine for warlike material His movement 
was made on the night of October 16, 1859, when, with twenty followers, he surprised Harper's 
Ferry, captured over forty prisoners, and occup‘ed the arsenal and armory, Great excitement 
followed. Large bodtes of troops were marched to attack I'm, and, having held out till two 
of his sons and most of his men were slain, and h'mself badly Wounded, his surrender was 
made. He was tried in November, and hung Deceniher 2, 1859, at Charlestown, Virginia. Iis 
tragic death went far towards the achievement of his mad purpose, viz., the freedom of the 
slave and his endowment with civil rights; and a song, of which Johu Brown was the sulject, 
was enthusiustically sung by many a northern regiment on its way tu the buttle-field. 


‘THE OIL WELLS OF CRAWFORD. 


Upon Watson Flats, a short distance below Titusville, was a spring from which a peculiar 
oil flowed. The early settlers of that locality collected and sold it ag a medicine, giving it the 
name of “Seneca Oi].” The attention of George II. Bissell, of New York, wag culled ta the 
sulject of petroleum in 1853, during which year he saw at Dartmouth College a bottle filled 
with the oil, which had been found by Dr. Brewer, of Titusville, on his Innd on Oi) Creek, nnd 
given by him to Pref. Crosby. The subject engaged the attention of Mr. Bissell, who, within 
six months, sent out his partner, J. G. Eveleth, to Titusville. One hundred acres of Jand were 
bought, and one hundred and twelve taken ona ninety-nine years’ lease; the price paid being 
five thousand dollars. This land lying on Oil Crecvk, two miles and a hall from Titusville, wag 
thought to include the best oil region in the State. The Pennsylvania Rock Oil Company, 
organized in 1854, was the first petroleum company in the United States. The capital was 
half a million dollars; stock owned mainly by officers of the compiny. Trenching was first 
resorted to; little oil was supplied, and the price was one dollar and fifty cents per gallon, 
it being sold for medicinal purposes. In 1835 interest was revived by analysis aud favorable 
report by Prof, Silliman. k. L. Drake, while on business at Titusville, visited the trenches, 
and thought of Lering to the suurces. He had the theory of artesian wells, and twice mado 
a trip, 4g ugent of the New Haven Company, to Pittsburgh salt-works for men, who thought it 
fovlish to bore for of] and would not come. Finall ¥, Men were secured,

THE FIRST OIL WELL. 


Drake drove down an iron pipe thirty-two feet and struck rock. The workmen drilled 
thirty-seven feet six inches farther, and, entering the sand rock on August 28, 1859, ag the 
tools were lifted out of the box a foaming fluid like boiling maple-sugar rushed up to within 
a few inches of the top. Ir was orn! Two men, D. Fletcher and Peter Wilson, assisted Drake, 
whose well pumped twenty-five barrels per day. Drake is a poor man now, and in 1864-65 
petroleum paid a government tax of ten thousand dollars per dny. A forest of derricks went Up, 
and wealth, like a tale of Easteru romance, came to a fortunate few in a moment. TWundreds of 
barrels from well after well made the price but ten cents per barrel, and ofl became a drug. 
As there 
are a multitude of derricks with now and then one in use, 80 there wus an army of operators, 
and opulence and ruin were met at a few fect’s distance. The first refining of petroleum was 
done by James McKeown and Samuel Kier, of Pittsburgh. At the start, forty hotels sprang 
up in the village of Titusville, and it became a city; © multitude of laborers and teamsters 
and others were employed to move the oil. The first transportation pipe was Inid during the 
summer of 1863, from Tarr Farm, on Oil Creek, to the Plumer Refinery on Cherry Run, three 
miles’ distance, The oil was driven by steam pumps over an elevation four hundred feet ubove 
the creek. During 1864 the Harleys made tho system general, and the work of the teamsters 
was ended. The first oil-well derrick stil! stands, about « mile below Titusville. 


THE COUNTY INFIRMARY. 


Care for the unfortunate is a distinguishing characteristic of an enlightened and Christian 
people. A brief record shows Crawford Connty to have made liberal provision for this class 
of her population. The buildings and farm, the latter containing two hundred and fifteen 
acres, are situated in Woodcock Township, five miles north of Meadville, and a mile enst of 
Saegertown, A building forty-two by ninety fect, and two and a half stories high, was erected 
in 1854. This now forms a wing; the main building, erected in 1868, being forty-five by 
sixty-eight fect, and three-storied. A kitchen is attached. ‘The first floor is occupied by the 
superintendent, directors’ office, store-roomn, sewing-room, kitchen, and bed-rooms, ‘The second 
Story has seven rooms; a hall runs through the centre. The third story has nine rovms, 
The females are kept in the new building. All the men are quartered in the second story of 
the wing, which contains eleven rooms, A small frame honve at a short distance contains a 
bath-roum, and is used as a laundry. The house will furnish a home to one hundred and fifty 
persons. These people have wholesome food, good beds, and comfortable apartments, The 
visits of 8 physician are made weekly. The great share of labor on the furm und in the 
house is done by the inmates under proper supervision. No provision is made fur the insane. 
Intemperance is regarded ag the chief cause of pauperism in the County, and one-third of the 
paupers are foreigners. 


ST. JOSEPH’S HOSPITAL. 


Public provision has been notably supplemented by private bencficence. In the year 1865, 
Mother Agnes, Sister Superior of the Sisters of Charity in Meadville, bestowed frecly of her 
means to the erection of an asylum for the care of orphang. An unostentatious building, in 
@ healthy locality, standing on the eastern end of Pine Street, was the resnit of her efforts. 
The helping hand was extended to the maimed, destitute, and sick; and tho city, growing 
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rapidly, soon saw the necessity of a hospital, A charter was granted by the Legislature 
during the sessian ef 1869-70, hy which the asylum was changed to a hospital with the above 
title, and a provision made for the reception of patients regardless of sect or condition. 
Supervise! by the Sisters of Charity, and in charge of xn skilled physician, the institution is 
made self-supporting, Those able to do se dire expected to pay; those unable, are cared for 
free, The building has a capacity to aceonmiodate thirty persons, 


GEOGRAPHICAL. 


The surface of Crawford County is of varied character, and presents many landscapes of 
stviking beanty, Valleys extend for miles, and ranges of hitls and series of elevated table 
lands seem to mark a houndary which, reached, opens another and distant view. The valleys 
Wong the streams are rieh and extensive, and the lands are mainly ulable. There isa better 
adaptation ta the raising of live stock than of grains, but no inconsiderable amount of the 
latter is annually produced, 

The County lies in the northwest portion of the State, Ttis bounded north by Erie, cast 
by Warren aid Venango, south by Venango and Mereer Counties, and on the west by tho 
State of Ohio. In extent, it: is forty-one miles Jong by twenty-four Wide, divided into thirty- 
four townships, and inelndinge au ares of five handred and Dinely-four thousand and seventy. 
six avres. The soil of the westeru portion is regarded superior te that of the east. In the 
Hetes mide hy Washington in 1743, white on his mission toe Le Beouf, now Waterford, allusion 
is made to the extent and fertility of the valley of Freuch Creek. The elinmte is healthful. 
The popntation is intelligent and enterprising in character. Tron ore, salt, and oil, are found 
in dutereut localities, Agriculture and dairying ave leading purstita. The growth of popt- 
lation is shown as follows: in Tso, 2346; in 1810, 6178; in 1sz0, Sab; In T8390, 16,0805 in 
IS4O, B1T24; in W860, 48.

WATER COURSES. 


The streams which water the surface are numerous and of small size, The prinetpal of 
these is French Creek, formerly known as the Vermnge River, Tt enters the County fram 
Evie, flows coutrally through it, and joins its waters to those of the Allegheny at Franklin, 
Tt isa fine stream, with clear waters and rapid current. Lu the earlier years it aftarded water- 
power for numerous mills along its banks, During some seasons it has been navigable for 
boats of twenty tons te Waterford, while at others, nnd during a portion of the snmmerscason, 
its waters are much reduced in volume, 

An approprintion of two thousand dollars made in VOL, for improvement of this stream, was 
one of the first public contributions made to the Horthwest portion of the State, Oi Creek 
traverses the eastern townships jn a southward direction. Tt was deserbed as enrly og 178Y 
as issuing froma boiling springs gallons of tar-like oil floating Wpon its surfies were pathered 
by Thd an and white, and sold asa valuable Medicine, Shenango Creek flaws southward near 
the west border of the Comnty, to the Allegheny at Beaver; and Conneaut Creek extends 
northwestward ta Lake rie, at Conneaut, Ohio. 
trdatarios of Frened Creek on the West, and: Muddy Waoodeock and Sugar Creeks join their 
Waters fo the same streany on the east. There are three fine lakes in the Connty, The Con-

GEOLOGICAL. 


This section of the State is classified with the Upper secondary formation, Cateareons rock 
is found ouly in thin veias. Layers of bituminous coal have been found in dierent localities, 
but not sufficiently thick to admit of advantageous working. The discovery of petrolenm in 
vast qtantities has been noted in the eastern part of the County; alsy, the presence of salt in 
the township of Beaver, in connection with history of early salt-welly, At what is denomi- 
nated “the snug,” the Erie Canal pauses through a quicksand formation © mite and a halt 
along the line, and for aw depth of two feet. Sand was found ata depth of about fifteen feet, 
Which, from ita unstable character, enused the fortnation of a wrll au cach side of the canal,

Shakes known to Crawlord were 


by driving piles from eighteen to twenty-four feet deep, and using cross-timbers for flooring, 
Persons could easily and safely dyive over this sand if ne stoppage occurred, hut a brie! halt 
was sufficient to ensure a tenacious adherence of the treacherous mud, which, without assist- 
ance, would prove fatal, A wave-like motion accompanied the crossing of a wagon, A formua- 
tion of shell marl is found at the upper end af Conneaut Lake, varying in depth from seven 
feet at the upper end to two and a half at the lower. An area of about thirty acres is covered 
by these minute shells, which, burned, make a fair quality of lime. Something of the same 
sort j3 found in the Pymatuning Swamp, situated in Pine Township. This swamp, embracing 
the southern part of the township named, presents the appearance of a former luke, which has 
filled with the lung-continned accretions of vegetation. Here the cranberry grew in luxu- 
riance, clumps of alders were seen, and islands of various timber growing iat siuhsoil so loose 
that a pole could be thrust down nt depth of twenty fect. Attempts at draining show fallen 
tituber below the surface, aud in the ditches have been found dead KLM ps, Whose position 
showed an accumulating soil. 


AGRICULTURAL AND STATISTICAL, 


Experience has shown that tillage, by the owners of small farts, bas foveriably resulted in 
greater yield, more wealth and profit, to all concerned. Not in forcign lunds alone, but in our 
own country, have been felt the evil effects of tenantand slave Jabor. Large in area, old in 
settlement, numerous in its farms, Crawford County, fn 1870, stood first in the State in the 
number of ite farms and in the nuniber of pounds of cheese manufictired and of haps raised;

POLITICAL. 


The State of Pennsylvania was reorganized jnto Congressional districts on April 28, 1873. 
With the ratio of one representative to every one hundred and twenty-seven thousand of 
population, twenty-seven districts were formed, The twenty-sixth of these is composed of the 
counties of Butler, Mercer, and Crawford. By an apportionment of the State into Senatorial 
and Representative districts, In 1871, Crawford became the twenty-ninth Senatorial district, 
entitled to one Scnator and two Representatives, and the thirtieth Judicial district is com- 
posed of the same County. 

In the vote for President, November 5, 1872, Grant received 6938 votes, and Greeley, 4887. 
A vote for or against the New Constitution in 1873, resulted in 5608 for, and but 841 ugiuinst, 


VALUE OF PERSONAL PROPERTY.

$359,236.67. THE CANAL 


The French Creek Feeder of the Krie Canal was tho chief route for cheap transportation of 
gods and produce, until the completion of a railruad in 1862. In former yeara, passenger 
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packets made their regular trips, but, of late, the work is chiefly used to convey coal. The 
division is of little use, save aga feeder for the main line. It begina two miles above Meadville 
at Bemustown, and empties into Conneaut Lake at Evansburg. Itself a great achievement 
in its day, it now yields to the yet greater inventions of steam power. 


RAILWAYS. 


The first necessity of a civilized people is a ready means of intercourse. A marked evidence 
of their presence and energy is the existence of roads. The early settler drove his few head 
of stock, and hewed a way for his wagon to the place of settlement; the pioneers acting in 
concert, cut out roads; then turnpikes were built, and the State road worked. In the fall of 
1862 the Atlantic and Great Western Railroad was completed to Meadville. This road passes 
through the central and western portions of the County. Extensive works, offices, and depot, 
are located at the County seat. The same company controlling this road own the Franklin 
Branch road, built in 1862-63, and giving an outlet to the residents of eastern Crawford and 
the oil region. The (il Creek and Allegheny River Railroad passes through the eastern part 
of the County along the valley of Oil Creek. The Colon and Titusville Railroad traverses the 
eastern part of the County ina southeast direction; and the Pennsylvania Petroleum Railroad 
is located in a southeast conrse, and extends through from Venango Township to Titusville, 
in Oi] Creek Township. These ruads are mainly employed in the transportation of passengers 
and of oil. 


BANKS.

Through panic and 
disaster these banks have stood firm, and hold the confidence of the business community. 


LEADING MANUFACTURES. 


Enterprise and capital have combined to establish various manufactures, of which the more 
prominent only are here mentioned. 

The Meadville Woolen Mills, located between Cheatnut and Centre Streets, Meadville, are 
well-known and first-class manufactories. Capacity of five thonsand yards weekly. Yearly 
value of product a quarter million. Employ seventy-five hands, and have a pay roi of forty 
thousand dollars per annum. Manufacture cassimeres, flannels, and blankets. 

The Meadville Agricultural Implement Works are located on the line of the Atlantic and 
Great Western Railroad, in the southern part of the city, The interest was established in 
December, 1868. Tho Atlantic and Kniffen Mower and Reaper aro hero manufactured, 
Capital invested, ono hundred thousand dollars. Hands employed, about seventy. The com- 
piny enjoy a growing trade, and keep pace with their manufacture. 

Phoenix Jron Works firm was known as Dick, Fisk & Co., when works were established in 
1864. A capital of three hundred thousand dolars was invested. Works were burned in 1871, 
and promptly rebuilt. In 1872, John Dick retired, and Henry Church acqnired an interest. 
The firm was known as Dick & Church. Main building one hundred and cighty hy filty feet. 
The machine shop is one hundred by fifty fect. In this room aro ten lathes, two planers, two 
upright drill-presses, and other machinery. Their capacity isan engine perday. Some seventy 
hands are employed. Regardless of the fluctuations of the times, the Works are always heard 
resounding with the hrm of industry. 

The Thomas & Harper's Sash and Blind Factory, in Meadville, does an extensive business 
in planery, and in the manufacture of sash, blinds, and doors, Capital, twenty thousand 
dallars. Employ twenty men. 

The Athens Mills Company, manufacturers of doors, sash, and blinds, is a large establish- 
ment, doing a aafe and prosperous business, 

The Eagle Foundry and Machine Works are known as the oldest establishment of the kind 
in the city. 

QO, C. Whitney's Cabinet Organ and Melodcon Manufactory, established in 1866. Carringe- 
fuctorics, stuve-factory, tannery, and other institutions illustrate the manufactures of the 
County gent. 

Athens Mills, on Road No. 26, near the south line of Athens Township, consisting of steam, 
saw, shingle, and lath machinery, omploy twenty-five men, and have adaily capacity of fifteen 
thousand feet of Jumber, twenty thousand ahingles, and ton thousand lath, 

At Titusville are large iron works, doing an immense business in the manufacture of mna- 
chinery used in the oil regions of the vicinity, At various poliuts throughout tie Comtty saw- 
mills are turning out thousanda of feet of lumber, cheese-factories are manufacturing a vast 
number of boxes of thnat staple article, and a dozen or more oil-refineries are handling the 
productions of the petroleum wells. 

The manufacturing industry of Crawford County, as shown by the census of 1870, is repre- 
sented by 74 establishments, whose annual manufactures are valued at over $10,000,000. The 
value of leather tanned in the County during the year in question was $146,082; that of lum- 
ber sawed, $704,033, There were aent to market from the colliery of the Huntingdon and 
Broad Top Railroad Company, operated by John Whitehead & Co., during the year 1873, of 
semi-bituminous coal, 8909 tonsa net. Miners, six; other workmen, two. Miners’ hours, eight; 
galleries, four, Average capacity in tons per day, 30, and the value of colliery improvements 
_ is set down at $15,000. 


CHURCH HISTORY. 


It has been wisely said that “history is an answer to three questions,—What? When? 
and Where?’ and the numerous edifices consecrated to the worship of the Almighty, which 
are freely scattered over the County, and whose presence betokens a high moral and religious 
tone of the conrmunity, wil) herein admit of but such brief record. 


PRESRYTERIAN CHURCHES. 


Tre First Prespayrertan Cucreit of Meadville, founded by the Erie Presbytery, was the 
pioneer church, organized in 1800. First house was built in 1818, and Rev. Joseph Stockton 
was the first pastor. The present edifice, erected in 1874, cost MO0,000, and will seat G00 per- 
sons. Number of members, 265; value of church property, $60,000, 

Tue First PRespyteRiaANn Cuuren of Cambridge was organized, with twenty-three mem- 
bers, on April 22, 1852, and a house built during the same year. Rey. G. W. Wampsun was the 
first minister. The society numbers 100. 

THE PRESBYTERIAN CHurcit at Cochrauton, founded in 1870, had for ity first pastor Rey. 
David Patton. Their building, erected in 1850, at a cost of but $1500, will seat 400. 

GREENFIELD PRESRYTERIAN Cuurca, organized June 22, 1854, with twenty members. The 
first pastor was Rev. George Scott, installed June 27, 1860. The church, which will seat 240 
persons, was built, at a cost of $1500, in the year of organization. 

THE SECOND PRESBYTERIAN at Meadville dates existence from 1839, at which time Rey. E. 
W. Kellogg was its pastor. Building, completed in 1843, will hold 500 people, and cost $15,000; 
value of church property, $20,000; number of members about 300. 

NorTH SHENANGO UNITED BRETHREN PRESHYTERIAN Cutturctt was formed by Rey. H. I. 
Thompson in 1849, Church built in 1846; first minister, Rey. W. Dalzetl; society numbers 100, 

THe First Presnyvtertan Cuurci of Titusville was organized in 1815 as the congregatioa 
of Oil Creck by its first pastor, Rev. Amos Chase. This minister lived to see ninety years, 
sixty-three of which he passed in the ministry. The same year that the society was organized, 
a building for services was commenced. It was of howed logs, and completed near 1823. Next 
came a framed house, began in 1833 and sold in 1863, The present building was finished in 
1865; i¢ will seat 500 persons, and, including parsonage, the property is worth $20,000, 

Tur SHENANGO UNITED PRESBYTERIAN Cuurecn may well be classed umong the pioneer 
establishments of the denomination, The first pastor was Rev. Daniel McLean. The society, 
numbering less than a dozen, held services in a tent. About 185 a log house was built, and 
in 1818 a second house was erected, which is still standing. This relic is situated in South 
Shenango Township, one mile north of the State Road, and has a capacity to seat 500. 

THe First PRESBYTERIAN Cuurci at Conneautville, organized, with nine members, Octo- 
ber 31, 1835, Rev. P. Hassinger being pastor. First church built in 1838. The present church, 
which has a seating capacity of 400, was dedicated June 14, 1871; it is of brick, with stone 
window-caps and corners, and spire one hundred and forty feet high. Cost of construction, 
$17,000; first pastor, Rey. J. W. Dickey; about 100 members; value of church property, $25,000. 

Watson’s Ren UNITED PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH was formed in 1870, with forty members. A 
house of worship was built the same year, and Rey. Samuel Black was the first pastor.

METHODIST CHURCHES. 

Numerous and untiring, the circuit-riders of the early day dared succe‘sive dangers of wood, 
flood, and the fury of man, and laid the foundation of many a church in the remote settlement, 
whose growth has kept pace with the progress of civilization. A synopsis ef church organiza- 
tion, first preachers, and churches illustrates the verity of the assertion. 

Ferry Caaprs,in the south part of Conneaut Township, founded in 1818. Rev. Drigs is 
esteemed the first minister over a congregation numbering eight. A church erected in 1850, 

THe SvEAMBCRG Cocren, established in 1367 by Rev. R. C. Smith, with twenty members, 
erected a house of worship in 1574, 

Tue Cocueranton Cuctren was organized January, 1839, by Rev. William Patterson, with 
a dezen members. A church was built in 1843, at a cost of 2000, and in 1870 remodeled and 
refitted. 

PaLLowFreLp Carcrest, at Hannas’ Corners, founded by Rev. J. A. Hume in 1872, and a 
church buiiding constructed during the same year. Original membership was 100, 

Mesrorp Ciare., in the northern part of Fairfield, was formed in 1859 by Rev. John 
Abbott, with twenty-five inembers. A building, finished in 1861, seats 200 persons, and cost 
$1200. 

Coon’s Conners Cuurcn, formed in 1844, with twelve members, by Rev. McCleilen, and 
church edifice completed in 1848. 

Lyttir's Corsers Cucrem was formed, with nine members, by Rev. J. K. Hallock in 1852, 
Church built in 1865, 

Tne First Metuonisr Eptscopan of Meadville, founded in 1825, with a score of members, 
by Rev. R.C, Matton, erected their first church in 1830. The present house of worship was 
erected in 1866, ata cast of $95,000; it will seat 1500 people. ‘There are about 500 menibers. 

STATE StrEET Crecren, in Meadville, was organized in 1869. The first pastor was Rev. FP. 
P. Warner. Chureh, completed in 1871, will hold 400 persons; value of building, $9000, 
Society wumbergs 150. 

Prive Grove Cures, six miles east of Meadville, was built in 1858, 
Abbott. Nuniber of society, 15. 

ArnicaN Meruopist EprscopaL, at Meadville, formed by Rev. Jacob Palmer, with five mem- 
hers, Church building was repaired in 1867; is worth $3000, and has aboye 50 members. 

Tuk STATE Roap Meruoprsr Eviseopar built the first church in 1824 and the second one 
in 1847; it stands on the State Road, four miles northeast of Meadville, Society numbers 60 
members; property valued at $2000. 

Centre Caren, at Elliott's Corners, dates existence to 1825, Rev. Thomas Carr was the 
first preacher, in charge of a membership of sixteen. First house built in 1828; the second 
in 1860. 

Tre Espyyvit.e Cuctrem began with seven members in 1831, Their first church building 
was put up about 1832, William Thorn being the probable pastor. The present house was an 
erection of 1870, at a cost of $6000; it will seat 400. The society numbers about 60 members, 

THe Prresvi.e Cucrcu will seat 450. It is valued at $28,000, and has 150 members. 

Motnt Hops Cruren, in south part of Randolph, on Oil Creek Road, was founded in 1858, 
with fifty members, by Rev. J. Whitely, and a building erected during the saine year. 

Guy's Mts Cucnren, of recent date, began with fifty-five members; has increased to about 
eighty. Rev. J.W. Blasdell was first pastor, House built in 1871. 

Tue East Ranponea Cuxcrca was founded by Rey. Edwin Hull in 1850, with eight mem- 
bers, and a house of worship built in 1866. 

New Ricuwonp Cuurcn was commenced about 1834, with eleven members, by Rev. Walter 
B. Lord. The church was built in 1864; seating capacity of 400; strength of society about 75. 

Nortn RicuMonp Merrnopisr Episcopal, was organized near 1840. House, built in 1854, 
will seat 400; value of church property, $2000. 

Tur Nort Bank Mernoptst Errscopal, situated in the northwest corner of South She- 
nango Township, was established in 1824, with nine members, by Rev. Charles Thorn, first 
pastor, assisted by Charles Elliott and Charles Campbell, A church building was erected in 
1851. 

Tue Mernopist Ertscopat at Conneautville was founded in 1836, with sevea members, by 
Rev. Daniel Richey, and a house of worship erected in 1863, costing $1500. 

THe Mersopist Eprscopan at Dicksonburg, Summer Hill Township, was founded jn 1885, 
aud vchurch built, A second house was built in 1851. Number of members over 80. 

Mouxr Purasant Mernopist Eriscopar, in Union Township, waa organized in 1826 by 
Revs. John Leoch and H. Kinsley. First meetings in # school-house. Church built in 1838, 
nt a cost of $1000. 

Tue Mernopist EpiscopaL of Venango Borough began with ten members in 1843. Their 
first house, built in 1846, at a cost of $1200, will seat 300. Rev. A. Keller was the first preacher. 

Tue Meruopist Eriscopan at Hartstown, West Fallowfield, was formed, and a church built 
in 1840. The original membership was 13. 

THE State Line Mernonisr Eprscopat, in West Shenango Township, was organized as 
early 2g 1819, with fourteen members, by Rev. E, Morse. First meetings held in a school- 
house till the erection of a church edifice in 1851.

THe CAMBRIDGEBORO' CHURCH, primarily named the Lebanon, and later the Rockdale, was 
formed October 31, 1812, by Revs. William West and Thomas Rigdon, with a dozen members. 
Threo houses have been built,—the second in 1835, the third in 1870; the last at a cost of 
&6000. The society numbers about 100. Strict attendance was required in its earlier days. 

CARMEL CiruRcH, at Cussewago, was a pioneer organization of November, 1805, beginning 
with a score of members in charge of Rev. Thomas G. Jones. A hewed-log church was erected 
in 1810, a second one in 1839, and the third in 1856. 

THe SEVENTH-Day Baptisr Cutncn, at Cussewago, was formed by Rey. A. A. F. Randolph 
in 1857, and a church edifice built during the next year, 

GREENWOOD FREE-WILL Baptist Cuurcn was formed January 22, 1832, with six members, 
by Rey. G. Collins. First edifice wns erected in 1843. Society numbers over 100. 

Meav’s Corners, in 1820, fourteen members; first paster, Elder Enos Stewart; church 
erected in 1840, : 

First Baprist Civren of Meadville, formed in 1831, with sixteen members, by Rey.

THE Bayrisr Cuurcn of Randolph, at Guy’s Mills, was furmed in 1820, with ten members, 
hy a ministerial council. Elder Oliver Alfred was their first pastor. The pioneer church of 
the township was theirs, erected in 1826. Their second and present church was built in 1868. 

RtchmMonp Cuurcu, at Lyons Hollow, was organized, with fifteen members, on December 
25, 1841, by Rev. E. H. Stewart. First house built in 1841; the present one in 1866; cost, 
$3500. 

THE Firat Baprist Curren of Conneautyille was organized in 1847 hy Rev. Whipple, 
and 2 honse of worship bullt in 1848. 

Tie Frrst Baptist Cuuren of Steuben, at Townville, was organized in 1851. The first 
pastor was Rey. Warren DPD. Bradford. The original and only church erected was buiit in 
1854, at a cost of $1000. The primary membership was 50, now doubled. 

Tus Free-Win, Barrst Cxunen at Deckardville was formed September, 1865. House 
built in 1864. First pastor, Rev. Bumpus. 

Tue ADAMSVILLE Fret-WiLt Baptist CHurcn was formed, with twenty-one members, in 
April, 1852, by Revs. J.S. Manning, first pastor, and J. B. Page. House built in 1853,

Tue Cucren aT Reev's Corners, Beaver Township, was formed in 1850, with ten members, 
by their first pastor, Rey.

CusseWaGo CHURCH, near the Hotchkiss school-house, was organized, with twenty mem- 
bers, in 1852, by Rey, William Cadman, first pastor, and a house for worship erected in 1857.

A fine edifice, with a seating 
capacity of 800, was erected in 1871, at a cost of 9000.

John Kretzing was its 
pioneer pastor,

Sr. Paur’s RerorMep, at Meadville, was organized in 180), with forty-nine members, by 
Rev. 8. D. Leberman. The early pastor was Rev. Eblinghous, The present church edifice 
was erected in 1856; it cost $12,000, and will seat 600.

Wartsox’s Run German RerorMep Ciurcn dates from 1825. YVirst pastur was Rev. Philip

THE EvaAnGectcsi REFORMED Counc, at Deckardville, was formed June, 1861, with twenty- 
one members, by Rev. 8. D. Leberman, first pastor, and a church built to accommodate 200 
persons, at a cost of $1000, in 1889. 

Zion's Cuvurcn, Dutch Reformed, at Wayne Centre, was formed, in 1870, by Rev. John 
K retzing. 

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCHES. _ 

Cnrist Cuurcn, Meadville, was organized in 1825, with thirty-four members. Their first 
pastor was Rey, Miller. Their church was erected in 1826. It will seat 500 persons, Church 
property is estimated at $15,000. 

St. JAMES’ MemorraL Cutrcn, at Titusville, was organized in 1862, with five members, by 
Rev. Henry Purdon, first and present pastor. Their church, finished in 1864, cost $12,000, and 
accommodates 300 persous. The society numbers over 100, and its property is worth $30,000, 

CALVARY Citurcn, at Townville, was formed in 1867, with nine members, by Rey. Henry 
Fitch. A honse of worship was then begun, and finished in 1873. The first services were 
held by Rey. 8. T. Lord, a missionary, Value of property, $5000. 

THE EVANGELICAL CuurcuH, of Summer Hill, was orgauized in 1863, with twenty-five inem- 
bers. Rey. James Crossman was the first pastor. The first church edifice was constructed in 
1871, at a cost of $1800, and will seat 300 persons, 

Tue First INDEPENDENT SocteTy, Unitarian, at Meadville, was founded, in 1830, by H. J. 
Huidekoper and others. First pastor was Rey. Ef, Peabody. Their church, erected at a cost 
of $5000, in 1832, will seat 500. 


ROMAN CATHOLIC CILURCITES. 


St. Hippotytrus’ Cuurcn, at Frenchtown, was founded, in 1834, by Bishop Kendrick, and a 
house of worship erected the same year. Their first pastor was Rey. M, A. De Laroque. 
Present house, built in 1866, will seat 250 persons. 

St. Patiip's Cxurcn, at Linesville, was organized, in 1870, by Bishop Mullen. 

THe Cuurcu oF THE IMMACULATE CONCEPTION, at Mageetown, centre of Rome Township, 
was formed in 1822, with twenty-five members, by Rev. Simon Peters. The first installed 
pastor was Rev, Jos. P. Maurel. A neat house was erected in 1848. 

While a few of the churches named have languished and grown feeble, the great majority 
have rapidly increased in strength, and exert a powerful influence on the people. Large and 
well-attended Sabbatli-schools are allied with most churches, 


THE PRESS OF CRAWFORD COUNTY. 


The history of the newspaper press of Crawford County is cotemporary with the growth 
of the County, whose enterprise it bas noticed and stimulated, whose progress it has developed, 
and whose Yaried interests it hag chronicled. The fluctuationg of political parties and the 
consequent decrease of patronage has caused the starting of many papers more or less short- 
lived. A brief sketch of present publications is herein given. 


THE CRAWFORD DEMOCRAT 


was established at Meadville, in 1833, by James E. McFarland, by whom it was edited and 
published til] 1859, at which time it was sold to William Wilson, who continued its publication 
up to 1861, and at that date disposed of the paper to Thomas W. Grayson, by whom it has 
been edited and published down to the present time. The paper has continued Democratic 
from its inception. 
THE CONNEAUTVILLE COURTER 

was originated by Messrs. A. J. Mead and George W. Brown on November 14, 1847. In the 
faJl fullowing Brown purchased his partner’s interest, and continued sole proprictor till May, 
1854, when the publication passed by purchase into the hands of Messrs. A. J. Mason and D. 
Sinclair Brown. Their circulation reaching two thousand, they introduced a steam power 
press, the first in the State west of the ANeghenies. In May, 1856, Sioclair sold out to Mason, 
who, in August, 1862, sald the concern to Messrs. R. C. & J. H. Frey. In February, 1864, the 
Frey Brothers sold to Messrs. J. E. & W. A. Rupert, who consolidated the publication with 
the “Crawford County Record,” under the title of “The Record and Courier.” “The Record” 
was started as an advertisement, gratuitously distributed, in 1858, by John W. Patton. Meet- 
ing public favor, it began as a weekly paper, Republican in politics. In May, 1863, F. H. 
Broggins bought the paper, and sold it in December, 1863, to Messrs. Rupert. The two papers 
being consolidated, the name was changed in December, 1870, to “ The Conneautville Courier,” 
and as such it is now published. It is politically Republican, and local in circulation. 


THE CRAWFORD JOURNAL 


is regarded as a continuation of the “Crawford Weekly Messenger,” previously mentioned. 
In 1834 Joseph C. G. Kennedy, recently superintendent of the United States Census Bureau, 
became the publisher of the “ Messenger,” and conducted the paper till July 27,1836. Joseph 
C. Hays then bonght the material, and changed the name to ‘Crawford Statesman,” and 
advocated the interests of the Whig party. In 1841 sale was made to a company, and the 
paper was issued in Democratic interests under the successive editorship of Samuel Magill, 
A. P. Whitaker, H. B. Brooks, James Onslow, and James Burchfield. Mr. Hays repurchased 
the office material in 1848, and published the initial number of “The Crawford Journal,” 
January 13, 1849. It was conducted once more in Whig interests. “The Meadville Gazette,” 
established in 1845, by L. L. Lord, was bought in 1850, and consolidated with the.“ Journal.” 
Mr. Hays published the paper as a Whig, American, and Republican organ until November, 
1864, and then sold to John D. Nicholas. The office was destroyed by fire December, 1865. 
Nicholas associated with him Edward Bliss, and reissued the “‘ Journal” in the spring of 1866. 
Since Apri}, 1867, it bas known the editorial control of Mesars. Thomas McKean, Frey, John- 
son, R, Andrews, Hollister & Metcalf, Chalfant & Tyler, and Thickston & Hollister. In 
April, 1873, Hempstead & Co. became proprietors. 
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THE CRAWFORD INDEX 


wTiginaied in “ The Index,” a monthly advertiser, started by A. W. Howe in 1809. and issued 
at remute iutervals at Cambridgebor.’) Mr. Howe dying in February. 1872, D. P. Robthins, 
M.D. bousht the material and, in April, Isv2. begin the publication af * The Weekly Index.” 
Bb. T. Anderson bought an interest in 1s73. The pap -r was enlarged, and name changed to 
the “Cumbridze Index.” In June, 1873, Anderson withdrew, leaving the publication to Mr. 
tolbons as sole editor and proprietor. 


THE MEADVILLE REPUBLICAN 

Was successor to the “Spirit of the Age,” which succeeded the “Cussewago Chronicle,” the 
litter being started about 1850, The “ Republican” teok its present name sixteen years avo, 
“The Daily” was first published in 1865, Prior tu ls7u changes were frequent and proprictors 
Winerous., The paper was sold hy Dr. J.T. Ray, as agent for the company owning if, to Cul, 
J. W.UL Reisinger on Novensber 7,870. The publication is known as straight Republican, 
chuirely subservient tu the interests of the party. Eularzements and impravements have kept 
pres with the wants of increasing circulation. The © Daily” is chiefly devoted tu Meadville 
The * Weekly” is the Republican organ of the County. A new building and new

The press of Crawford County, as constituted, is conducted 
ably, is well patronized, and is enjoying a career of prosperity. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


In framing a code of government for his colony, April 25, 1682, William Penn said of educa- 
Gun: “The Governor and Provincial Conneil shall erect and order all public sehvols, and 
reward the authors of useful sciences and laudable inventions in said Provinces.” This sen- 
Uiinent embodied the principles of what is now widely known as the common school system. 
“parse settlement, incompetent teaching, and claims of labor deprived many in early days of 
ibe school privileges at present so numerous, Changes are still occurring. Teachers are 
etter qualified, Boarding round is becoming olsolete. An experiment is making to chanze 
the school term from summer and winter terms to the one-term system. Annnal County In- 
ilutes are held. UWandsume aud spacious school edifices have recently been erected in the 
city Gf Meadville, and the press and public sentiment are friendly and progressive to educa- 
liun, The present statistics of the County ilhistrate the working power, the cost, and the 
attendance for the school year ending June 1, 1874. Whole number of schouls in Crawford 
Vounty, 415; average number of months taught, 6.4; number of male teachers, 140; females, 
was; average salaries of male teachers, $47.13 per month; of females, $23.54 per month, 
Phere were of scholars,—mates, 8519; females, (260; average number attending, 12,187; per 
veut. of attendance, 82; monthly cost of scholar, $0.98. Total amount of tax levied for school 
and building purposes, $134,590. Receipts, State appropriation, $12,915.76; taxes and other 
sources, $153,020.69; total receipts, $165,936.45. Expenditures, school-houses, 331,196.93 ; 
teachers’ wages, $74,017.74; fuel and contingents, $40,364.73; total expenditures, $154,879.40. 
Hesources, $10,258.75 ; liabilities, $106,479.58. The estimated value of school property, $385,000. 
Of school-houses there were in the districts 345: of frame, 342; of stone, 3. The log house

THE MEADVILLE TIIEQLOGICAL SCILOOL. 


The Meadville Theological School was established in 1844. It occupied as its first building 
Vv hat was recently known as the Catholic School-House, on Centre below Liberty ; but in 1856 
a pew edifice was erected on the hill south of Chestnut Street. The school opened in the fall 
ab ISth with Rev, Rufus P. Stebbins, D.D., President, assisted by Prof. F. Huidekoper and 
Rey. Dv, Wosmer. This faculty was increased in 1849 by N. J. Folsom, for a time pustor of 
the church. School began with nine students of theology, and up to the present about two 
hundred graduates have gone out to their labors, among whom is Rey. Rush R.Shippen. Dr, 
Stebbins was sueceeded, in 1856, by Rev. 0. Stearns, D.D., who acted ag President till 1863, at 
Which time Rev. A. A. Livermore sueeceded to the office. YW. J. Huidekoper was President 
ef the Board of Trustees (ill 18354, when Arthur Cullum was appointed to the place. The 
fainily of Muidekoper have, during the last thirty years, contributed over seventy thousand 
Heilars to the schoul’s maintenance. In 1865 an endowment of thirty thousand dollars was 
raised by the National Conference. The branches tanghtare the Hebrew, Latin, Greek, German, 
and French, The library numbers about twelve thousand volumes. Large private libraries 
are accessible, Tuition is free. The total expenses of a student for a year need not exceed 
three hundred duHars. The school is easily accessible from all poeiuts by the Atlantic and 
(rreat Western Railroad. 

SOLDIERS’ ORPHAN SCHOOK. 

The Soldiers’ Orphan School was instituted at Titusville in 1867, Its object commends the 
enterprise to the patrioticand philanthropical. The founder and proprietor of the school was 
Gurdou 3. Berry, und the first principal was Joseph N. Beistle. The school was removed, in 
1871, te convenient grounds in East Titusville, and in 1872 Mr. Berry assumed its supervision. 
Lhe school is destined, with proper financial support, to do much good to the children of those 
who fell in the war of the rebellion. 


ALLEGHENY COLLEGE. 


Allegheny College ia an old and powerful agency in the work of education. {ts buildings 
aie commandingly located nerthward of Meadville, and have been recently refitted and im- 
proved. A meeting, at which steps were taken for its organization, was held June 20, 1815. 
Rev. Tiwcthy Alden, pastor of the Presbyterian Church, is regarded as the principal founder. 
Lhe school was begun on July 4, 1816, and chartered March 24,1817, Its control passed, in 
1836, from the Presbyterian to the Methodist denomination, with whom its interests have 
flonrished tu the present. The main building was finished in 1816-17. Bentley Hall was 
erected in 1827, in advance of the times. It stood in the centre of a ten-acre lot, bounded by 
a pole-tud-bush fence, in full keeping with primitive duys. A choice library of about eight 
thansaud volumes was sernted hy President Alden, many of the works being the contribu- 
tion of Dr. Bentley, a Unitarian minister of Salem, Massachusetts, The first class received 
the Master's degree in 1821. They were four in number. Since that class the alumni have 
increased until over five hundred names are on the honored roll. Dr. Alden remained Presi- 
lent till 1833. Under patronage of Pittsburgh Conference the college received new Jife, 
Martin Router, D.D., presided ti1] 1837, Rev. Hemer J. Clarke, D.D., succeeding, honored the 
position for a decade of years, Dr, John Barker came to the President’s chair in 1847, and 
labored faithfully for thirteen years. Rev. George Loomis became the incumbent in 1860, and 
was succeeded by Rev. Lucius H. Bugbee, D.D., at present in the chair. One of many alumni 
Who Mitve won distinction and position in the field of labor was Calvin Kingsley, of the class 
of 1241,—a man whom the literati and the church delighted to honor. The present faculty 
are experienced educators, Preparatory work is mainly left to high schools and seminaries, 
and here the student enters upon collegiate study. Musenm Hall has above forty thousnnd 
dollars’ worth of Looks, apparatus, and casts. The endowment fund, beginning in 1836 with 
a few thonsand, has increased so that tuition is practically free. Opposite the college premises 
is a three-story edifice erected in 1865-66. Its dimensions are furty by sixty feet, and it bears 
the name of “Students’ Home,” The campus embraces thirteen acres of ground. The cata- 
logue of 1874-75 gives the following suinmary of attendance: Seniors, 10; juniors, 17; sopho- 
mores, 23; freshmen, 23; preparatory, 59; total, 132. 

The institution is open to both sexes. The number of students from April 1, 1874, to the 
same date, 1875, was, gentlemen, 130; ladics, 30; total, 160. To accommodate students pre- 
paring for the College course, classes will commence Latin the first term of the College year, 
and Greek and Algebra the second term. Instruction in these classes will be given by the 
Faculty, which is constituted as fullows: Rev. Lucius H. Bugbee, D,D., President; Rev. Jona- 
than Hamnett, D.D., Vice-President; Jeremiah Tingtey, AML, Rev. Ammi B. Hyde, D.D., 
Charles W. Reid, A.M., and G. W. Harkins, A.M., Professors.

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CRAWFORD COUNTY WAR RECORD. 


As the express in IST2 announced a war with England wud their Indian allies, and saw the 
Meneers of Crawford speedily on the march to repel the enemy on the border, eighty of their 
descendants, inheviting the same martial and patriotic spirit, rallied to defend their country 
from its inbred foes. and, followed by the gifts and prayers of relative and friend, went forth to 
battle for the Union of the States and the dear old flag,on many adear-boneht and desperately 
contested battlefield, The history of Pennsylvania in the war has been ubly written; field, 
Work-shep, and callege gave up farmer, artisan, and student, and a brief record will show 
that Crawiord soldiery, in endurance and bravery, Were second to none. 

The Ente ReemMent, commanded by Colonel John W, MeLane, was a threeanenths’ organi- 
zation. Its rendezvous was at Erie, whenee it: proceeded hy rail to Pittsburgh, and was the 
first organized reviment in the city, Drilling in the manual of arms and the evolutions of 
the march, the three months expired, and the regiment, leaving their camp on the Allegheny, 
hear Hultou Station, returued to Erie withont seeing a rebel foe or heariug the sound of 
latde; Intt, schooled to bear their part in new-formed regiinents, the time was well employed, 
Two companies of this regiment were from Crawford: “ D, recruited at Conneautville, and 
mustered in April 21,1861; and © Fy? at Titusville, mustered in at the same dite, 

Tianty-EtGutH Reeiwent, NINTH Reserve, was organized June 28, 1861, at Camp Wright, 
nevr Pittsburgh, under direction of General MeCall. Crawford County furnished one company 
of this gallant regiment, Company FL commanded by Samuel BL Dick, and raised in Meadville. 
Moving to Washington iu July, the regituent was sent to Great Falls in September, and there 
first saw and exchatiged shells across the river with the enemy. Engaged at Drainsville, 
December 20, two men were killed aud twenty wounded. General Ord officially notices gallant 
conduct of Captain Dick. The Ninth take part in the battle of Mechanicsville, June 26, 1862, 
At Gaines’s Mills, the regiment fight like vete ans, charging and repelling charges. An in- 
Mense force of the enemy attempt to break through the Union line at New Market, Charles 
City, and the Quaker reads; here the Niuth supports Cooper's battery, and, joining their 
Withering fire to that of the battery, repel the enemy from the very month of the guns. Tompo- 
rarily withdrawn to support another battery, the enemy surged forward aud took the battery ; 
the Ninth returuing, charged and recaptured it, A private of Company FP, by name Willian 
J. Gillagher, killed the color-bearer of the Alabama Tenth, and seized the colors, while on this 
charge. ‘The enemy move northward, and, temporarily losing sight of the Ninth, wesee them 
aguin, Winning the pass of Suuth Mountain, led on by Captain Samuel B. Dick. Here ten 
men are killed and thirty-seven wounded. Antietam was fought September 16, 1862, and, 
still led by Captain Dick, the regiment was hotly engaged, and lost sixteen killed and sixty- 
eight wounded. We see them once more on December 13, 1862, engaged in that fruitless 
assrult upon the rebel lines at Fredericksburg, where nino fell dead, twenty-seven wero 
wounded, and sixteen captured; finally, at Gettysburg, they do a soldier's part with fortunate 
exemption from Joss, and, when about to engrge with the army of Lee in the Wilderness, 
received orders to reportat Washington, whence they moved to Harrisburg, and were mustered 
outon May 13, 18-4. 

Trae Turrry-Nintit REGIMENT, TENTH RESERVE, was closely atlied in the field with the Ninth 
Reserve, and won its undying honors upon the sume historic fields. It Was & regiment com- 
posed of inteHigent and educated men, among whom were the men of Company I, which was 
largely compused of students from the Allegheny College. The regiment organized at Cramp 
Wilkens, near Pittsburgh. Later, they marched to Camp Wright. At Draiusville, five cam- 
pinies were engaged, and the depression occasioned by the panic at Bull Run was dispelled, 
At Mechanicsville, the Teuth stood in line at the right of the Ninth. Favored in position, the 
line was held firm, and, at each approach of the cnemy, a telling fire was opened and main- 
ttined, which strewed their front with the ghastly dead and the dying. Night came, and tho 
Tenth had repelled every assault. At Gaines’s Mills, Porter's corps was drawn up in three 
lines; the Tenth was in the secand line, and not engaged till half-past three. Position waa 
changed at a double quick, while the battle raged in allits fury. About four in the afterngou 
the regiment moved to the left, and upon the brow of a ravine received adeudly fire. The 
order came to charge, and they swept forward and dislodged theenemy. Retiring to the brow 
of the slope, and partially protected, the regiment delivered a steady fire till sunset, when 
they retired in time to escape a forward movement of the hostile lines. As evidence of tho 
cost of this struggle, Company I lost six killed, three Missing, and seventeen wounded. Tn 
the lattle of Charles City Cross-Roads, fought June 30, 1862, the Tenth participated in a 
counter charge which broke and drove back the rebels to the shelter of their gluing. Sixty 
prisoners and a stand of colors were tho trophies of the Tenth. The march, the battle, and 
picket, closely following, gave the soldiers but little rest, and, utterly worn out, some fell upon 
the march into the enemy’s hands. At Malvern Ifill, the Tenth was not engaged. Its losses 
before Richmond on that desperate retreat had cost the regiment two hundred men, July 29, 
the Tenth was under fire with light loss. Next duy, posted on the extreme left, the regiment 
was attacked hy a heavy force, which were bravely opposed, but numbers prevailed, and torced 


the line back half a mile. Night came, and a retreat to Centreville. Tho lugs of the Tenth 


was twelve killed, thirty-four wounded, and nineteen missing. At South Mountain the regi- 
ment hesitated, ag their leader, Lientenant-Colonel Warner, had his horay shot under him, 
but again pushed on up the rocky mountain side, and, joining the Ninth and Twelfth, fought 
its way to the summit, losing four killed and nineteen wounded. On September 17, the Tenth 
was sent, by order of General Hooker, during tho battle of Antictam, to protect the Union 
flank. Warner double-quicked the regiment to the flank, and discovered a rebel] brigade 
hurrying to support their line hotly engaged with Hooker's corps. Immediately deploying 
the regiment as skirmishers, the enemy apprehended an attack in force, halted, formed line, 
threw out skirmishers, and for twenty minutes a large force was kept at bay. Warner being 


mounted, was mude a target by the enenry, and finally disnbled by a mini¢ in the right hip. 


Captain Smith succeeding in command, brought off the regiment. Warner received especial 
mention for gallant conduct in Meade’s reports, and Captain Ayer, of Company I, was pro- 
moted Major. The Tenth, with its division, advanced on the memorable morning of Decem- 
ber 13, to charge the heights of Fredericksburg. In the face of a storm of cannon-shot and 
musketry, the lines advanced and entered the enemy's trenches. Unsupported, the enemy 
rallied, and, with fresh forces, drove them back with a loss of eleven killed, seventy-five 
wounded, and fifty-one captured. At Gettysburg, the Tenth held the hollow between Round 
Top and Little Round Top. A heavy wall was built with rocky fragments, behind which the 
regiment withstood a fire of artillery and repelled an unttack of infantry. Hotly engaged May 
8, 1864, and ugain on the 9th, at Spottsylvania Court-House. On May 30, the Tenth met the 
enemy at Bethesda Church, and were driven in disorder. Falling back for position, and throw- 
ing up a rail defense, the Reserves repeatedly repuised heavy masses of the enemy with a 
murderous fire, and captured inany prisoners, This was their last battle. Their time had 
expired. They were mustered out at Harrisburg June 11, 1864. 

Tae Firty-Seventn REGIMENT contained Company K, recruited at Titusville. The com- 
pany, commanded by Cornelius S. Chase, was recruited as an independent corps of sliarp- 
shooters, but not being received, joined the Fifty-seventh, Sicknessin camp, and in mud, beforo 
Yorktown, were more deadly than the bullet, and well-nigh destroyed the organization. The 


" malaria of the swamps and marshes caused the death of dozens, while the enemy killed but 


one man and wounded five others. A brief engagement took place on April 11,1862. Picket 
duty was performed at Williamsburg, and guard duty at Cumberland Landing, on the Pa- 
munkey. The regiment made a forced march to Fair Ouks frum their camp, and went into 
action, fighting manfully, and retrieving the rout of Casey’s division, Captain Chase fell, 
mortally wounded, and the regiment lost eleven killed and forty-nine wounded. Again the 
pestilential fevers gendered in the swamps made sad havoc with the men. Battle runtora 
spread, and the Fifty-seventh skirmished along their front. On June 28, breastworks were 
abandoned, one hundred and fifty rounds of ammunition issued to each man, and a red patch 
ordered worn on the caps of the officers, that brave Kearney might know his officers, The 
regiment stood in line on the 29th, but was notengaged. It marched and tuok position on the 
80th, near Charles City Cross-Roads, An ominous quiet was suddenly broken by the crush of 
artillery, following a furious attack, and a contest began which lasted till the night came, and 
then on into the night. The men won commendation from Kearney for constancy against 
superior numbers. The organization lost seven killed, and filty-six wounded and taken hy 
the enemy. At Malvern Hill a fierce contest ensued with the enemy, with Slight loss. At 
Harrison’s Landing, the regiment could muster but fifty+ix men, all that was left of them, 
—left of one thousand who had gone to the war three months before. September 1, Chantilly 
was fought; the Fifty-seventh arrived at dark, and Company K was sent on picket. In the 
battle of Chantilly, Kearney was killed, and four companies of the Fifty-seventh, under flag of 
truce, received his body from the enemy and conveyed {t tu the Union linus. At Fredericka- 
burg, the regiment went into action with three hundred and sixteen men, and lost twenty-one 
killed, seventy-six wounded, and seventy-eight missing. Chancelloraville was another Union 
defeat. Here, on the 3d of May, the Fifty-seventh made a charge, and drove the enemy, only to 
be driven back with loss. Fora mile the brigade fought its way to the rear toa wewly-formed 
line. The regiment lost thirteen killed, forty-eight wounded, and twenty-three missing. At 
Gettysburg, the enemy were warmly engaged, and the loss was further augmented by twelve 
killed, forty-five wounded, and forty-seven missing. On January %, 1864, the regiment “ vet- 
eraned,” and were furloughed forty-nine days, returning with many recruits. On May 4, 
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i 1864. the regiment again mingled their fire to swell the din of battle in the Wilderness. Tho 
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enemy Were Inet at short rauge, and fur hours the fight went an; the loss was twenty-two 
killed, one hundred and twenty-eight wounded, and three missing, Next day the fight was 
renewed, the enemy being repulsed in every eudeavor to drive the men from their breast works. 
Un the Lith, at dawn, the resiment took part in the capture of Johnson and his division, and 
held that part of the line taken from the enemy despite desperate attempts to repossess it. 
Rere seven were killed, twenty wounded, three missing, Weakened in numbers, but indom- 
itable in resolution, the hereie old regement preved veterans indeed, and, whether at Cold 
Harbor, Petersburg, or the closing engagements about Richmond, their reeord is brilliant. As 
a reganent, they hesituted at no obstacle, and were of the suldhery that witnessed the surrender 
of Lee and the close of the war, 

The Fiery-Ninta Reei Ment, Second Cavalry, was reeruited in the fallef 1861, Crawford 
County furnished Company I, The cavalry was constandy ont scouting and skirmishing as 
the enemy, Jeaving MeClellan at Harrison's Landing, moved and battled with Pope at Bull 
Ran aud Centreville. The Second guarded the stone bridge at Centreville, repelled Stuart's 
attack upon the wagon train, fought at Warrenton, and maintained unequal battle on the 
Occoquan with the forees of Wade Hampton. Again they are employed to check the strag 
glers at Gettysburg and return then to the ficht, convey prisoners and follow the retreat of 
Lee. They engage the cavlry of Fitz Hugh Lee and drive them feom point to point, and 
again drive the enemy at Parker's Store. They form part of the command led by Sheridan, 
Which destroyed railroad and rations, relensed prisoners, and carried consternation ta the 
veenpants af Richmond, They took part in the fight at Hawes’ Gap, where Shecidaws eavaley 
routed the combined forees of Hampton and Fitz Hugh Lee. After eressing the Rapidan the 
evth took part in sixteen general actions, and suffered heavy losses in killed, wounded, and 
eapttred, The regiment was three times filled up. Its record is untarnished and vn huding 5 
faithful in war, its members returned to civil He and the employments of the past, and look 
back with honest pride upon their rough riding and flery collisions with Che enenry, 

Tar Eioury-THirp Reament was organized and mustered into the United States serviee 
September 8, 1861. Many of che Erie Regiments enrolled Cheir tames in this noble repiment, 
Crawford County furnished Company A, from ‘Titusville; Band Fy trom Meadville, and IL, from 
Conneautville, The regiment took part in the siege of Yorktown, and closely pursued the 
enemy on their retreat, On June 27, 1862, when Lee begun his movement, which resulted in 
the seven days’ fight before Richmond, the Kighty-third was in ne on the extreme left, and, 
advised by Colouel Melane, covered their front by a breastwork: ot logs, Company A, Captain 
Sigler, went out early as skirmishers, and Company B, Capttin Morris, afterwards relieved 
them, A heavy fire of artillery opened on one line, and the rebel infantry were seen advane- 
ing, driving inthe skirmish line, 
Highty-third, and the artillery above them poured ina rapid fire, The enemy moved steadily 
on, One and another color-bearer caught the standard only to be shot down. Three several 
limes the attack was renewed, and ag ofter: repulsed, On the tight the enemy beat tack the 
line, and the brigade was in danger of being tlanked, Quickly changing front at right angles 
to its first line, it met a heavy attick without the shelter of the breastwork, and lost many 
men, Colonel MeLane here fell dead from a bullet, and Major Naghel was mortally wounded 
by a piece of shell. The line stood fast and repelled the enemy from its front. The latter, 
marching by, guined the rear of the hrijade,

The Bighty-third changed tront ones more and 
faced eastward, Tho enemy were now on all sides exeept a passage to (he river, A refrent 
in column was not possible, and, by command, the regiment broke ranks for the river, A 
concentrated fire of artillery met them as they crossed the lvide upon the sleepers and swept 
them down. Five hundred and fitty went into the battle, and two hundred and sixty-five 
were killed, wounded, or captered, Retreat was made to the James River, On Jane 30 the 
Kighty-third was support for the battery of Grin, whieh Kieneed an attacking artiBery force;

neon of July Lit was subjected ton fire of arGllery, and then pushed to the front te suppert 
an endangered battery. ‘Two hours of fearful fighting lost the Kighty-third forty killed and 
one hundred and ten wounded, but the line was not broken, and the lttery thus protect) d 
caused a fearful loss to the enemy. After marching and countermarching its corps was joined 
to the army of Pope. In the battle that speedily succeeded, the Bighty-third was on the right 
centre, Advancing and deploying, the regiment charged with tts brigade, A hot thurking 
fire of musketry and from cannon in front cheeked the movement, and they were ardered ta 
fall back, losing twenty killed and about sixty wounded, Lightly enpuged at Antietam, On 
December 13, 1862, at the close of the day at Fredericksburg, the Elghty-third was ordered to 
the front lino ta relieve troops which had attempted to carry the enemy's intrenchments, 
Leaving the town and forming in line, it faced a fiery ordeal from artillery, and advaneed to 
within a few hundred yards of the enemy's lines and halted; the regiment Jay down and 
opened fire, but soon ceaked, and later found shel€er. In this advance six were killed and 
thirty wounded. Early on the morning of July ¥, 1863, the Kighty-third reached Gettysburg, 
and moved in line to support artillery posted on the centre. Colonel Vincent, in command of 
the brigade in which was the Kighty-third, was ordered to move quickly towards evening tu 
the support of artillery at Litthe Round Top, n ragged hill, the key to the Union position. 
The regiment had seareely taken position, the soldiers darting to the recks for shelter, when 
amass of Langstrect’s corps, led by Hood, came yelling frihtfully and moving on the doulile- 
quick and struck the Union centre, Rapid, well-aimed volleys of Mtsketry greeted the onset 
and checked its progress, ‘The enemy moved Co the left, meeting herofe resistunce, A steady 
fire from the brigade told upon the enemy, and when a charge was made by the Union fn- 
funtry, supported by a brigade of reserves, the Eighty-third captured seventy-fuur prisoners, 
Their loss was cight killed and thirty-eight wounded, During the full of 1863 about four 
hundred men, mostly inefivient, were reevived by the regiment. During the winter one 
hundred and sixty-nine men were re-enlisted. The regiment yassed the winter behind the 
Rappahannock, and on May 6 ure seen in the Wilderness, making a gallant chirge of three- 
quarters of a mile, driving the enemy before them, Warrews corps, in Which was the Kighty- 
third, moved on the night of May 7 towards Rpottsylvanin; when six miles from that place 
the enemy were found in line acruss the rond, The Bighty-third, on the right of the road, and 
the Forty-fonrth, on tho left, covered by n gection of a battery, were advanced to drive them, 
Upon the brow of # hill they met and drove in the rebel skirmishers, and learned that the 
enemy were present in furce; still, they advanced, quickening their puce to a double-quick 
and with bayonets fixed. Approaching a wood, the enemy, protected by a breastwork of logs 
and rails, and fur superior in numbers, opened a deadly fire. The Kighty-third dashed bravely 
upon the breastwork, and, fighting hand to hand, used the murderons bayonet. Some of tho 
men crossed the intrenchiment, and fought with a valor worthy of the cause to drive the fue, 
For half an hour theae two heroic regiments maintained thetr ground, and, retiring scarcely 
eighty roda, threw up breastwurks. Fifty killed and above a hundred wounded and captured 
attest the severity of the contest. On this occasion Corporal Vorus, of Company G, who had 
saved the colors at the Wilderness battle, proved himself a hero. While on the charge he was 
struck, and fell with the colors, Corporal John Lillibridge seized them to carry then forward, 
but Vogns, recovering, took the flag and planted it on the rebel breast work; 2 shot struck 
him in the breast, and while falling he fnng the colors te the rear, Where they were resened 
by Corporal Daniel Jones, of F. Weeks and montlis passed on, and the popping of musketry 
and the rour of artillery became accustomed sounds, Battle after battle was fought, with 
varying success, till Lee’s surrender closed the drama, The regiment was disbanded at Ware 
risburg, July 4, 1865, The official army record of 1865 registers twenty-five battlea in which 
the Highty-third was enguged. 

Tit ONE Wunprep ann Triaty-Srxrm Reaimenr was enlisted for nine mnontha, and an 
organization effected August 26,1862. Company I of tits regiment was rafsed in Crawford, 
Though ite service was brief, its time was well emiployed, Tt vided at Fredericksburg in an 
unsuccessful but gallant attack upon vastly superior forces, nnd Jost one hundred and furty 
men in killed, wounded, and missing. At Chnncellorsville, on Muy 4, the regiment sided in 
repuleing the rebel attack, and un May 29, its term having expired, it was mustered vut at 
Harrisburg. 

Tur One Hunvurp ann Tutety-Seventi Reaiment was organized August 25, 1802, at Camp 
Curtin, Company B was receuited in Crawlard. Jt went first to Washington, then to 
Crampton’s Gap in the South Mountain. It was in reserve at Antictam, Although frequently 
placed in threatened positions, it came under no severe trial, and was principally engaged on 
post duty. 

THe Oxe Hunprep axn Fonry-Firrir was principrlly recruited in Erie County, Company 
HY was raised in Crawford. Organized September 6, 1861, at Eric, it left for the front on the 
11th, and at daylight of the 17th, the regiment under arms, heard the heavy Lbaaming of the 
cannon from Antietam, ten milee distant. A wish to march was gratified, and hy noon the 
regiment reached the extreme right of the Union line, and was placed in position, They 
were not assailed, and to them fell the task of caring for the wounded and burial of the dead 
after the battle. Fredericksburg saw this new regiment moyo with the firm tread of yeterans, 
five hundred and fifty-six strong, over the ditch and plain, on up towards the stene wall at 
foot of Marye’s Heights. With ranks torn and rent by an unceasing fire, it reached and held 
the front of the Union line,and at nightfall, relieved, it returned to the town, and left behind 
two hundred aud twenty-six nen. One hundred and fifty men of the regiment were detailed 
to the picket line at Chancellorsville, maintalued their ground in spite of every endeavor to 








drive them, and were captured in their position when the army fell back towards the river. 
The regiment entered Gettysburg with two hundred men, amd came out with a loss of eizhty. 
In front of Petersburg, on the evening of June 16, a charge was nade, and failed. Eighty 


men were captured, and abort fifty killed and wounded of the regiment. The handful of 


men left fought at Ream’s Station and Deep Bottom, tuuk part in the review at Washington, 


returned to Erie June 5, and dishanded., 
fhe limits of this work permit only a brief recurd of the many gallant actions of Cras forrel 


seldiers in the war, but a summary of the One Hundred and Feftieth Reyiment, know as the 


Buektails, deserves mention, Of this regiment Companies C, U1, I, and kK were from Crawtoredl 
County. The Lieutenant-Colonel, Henry 8. Mnidekaper, of Meadville, had seen serviee on the 
Peninsula, and, with other ufficers, was well fitted for command, Company K, of the regi- 
ment, was detailed at Washington as body-guard to President Lincoln, a position held till his 


a<sa<sination and the cluse of its term of service. The regiment fought its first battle on 
July lat Gettysburg, A detailed account by Prof. Bates, in the ‘ History of Pennsylvania 
Volunteers,” shows a courage and valor unexcelled, Led by Licutenant-Colonel Buidekoper, 
volleys of mnusketry and bayouet charges, difficult manauvring and sturdy resistance, re- 
treat and rally, formed part of their actions on that historic felt. The regiment lust forty- 
three killed, one hundred anc thirty-eight wounded, and sixty-nine captured, The wilder- 
ness, the strife for the Weldon Mailroad, the pertlous duty at Hatchers Run, were occasions 
when the sterling courage of the Bucktails was shown in times of need, averting disaster andl 
Winning renown. These regiments, briefly mentioned, with others of glorious memories taking 
Wistingttished part in the great buttl s of the war, and winning high encomiuims from officers 
in command, have left a priceless legacy to their children, and won an honored nine for 
Crawford County. 





CONCLUSION. 


Cold records of history fail to note the detail and excite the enthusiasm of the reader. The 
exploration by the Meads, the founding of a college by Alden, the establishment of a press 
by Atkinson, the sale of lands by Huidekoper, are followed by creck iuiprovements, an arsenal 
built, and canal dug. Eastward an oif region develops a city and inereases population; cheese- 
factories become numerous, Inanufactures crow in importance, cluurches are huilt, and a noble 
structure for the execution of judicial functions erected. A gallant soldiery win fiime om many 
batthe-flelds. 
business-blocks are rising in the city; lands are improved in the country: busy mills turn 
ont Jarge quantities of lumber; strong banks supply the peuple with unexceiled currency ; 
large educational institutions prepare the youth of buth sexes for an honorable and useful life. 
Verily, the citizens of Crawford have an enviable history. 


Progress continues: new lines of railroad connect with previous lines; immense 


HISTORY OF THE VILLAGES AND TOWNSHIPS OF CRAWFORD COUNTY. 


BEAVER TOWNSHIP. 


A few old men, with willing spirit but defective memory, supply the meagre outlines of 
early settlement and pioncer privations. A third generation has well-nigh passed away since 
those memorable days, when the adventurous pioneer ventured inte the forests of Western 
Pennsylvania, and choosing @ tract near river, creck, or spring, reared an humble dwelling ; 
and, going east, returned again with family, sometincy with company, often alone, and incurred 
hardships, privations, and danger. Traveling a trackless forest, little comd be earricd with 
them to insure home comforts. Arrived at the chosen site, how did it appear? Water con- 
venient of access, the Jog cabin built, and a patch of land cleared of trees, but thick with 
stumps and charred logs. Where are the neighbors fur belp in sickness und tur triendly 
intercourse? The echo of a distant axe, and the occasional far-off thunder of a Salling tree, 
tell of some other brayve-hearted horderer. Brief mention of a few of the old frontiersiven 
aud initial efforts, looking to a future civilization, are all that cen be gained, and these but 
fragments. Following on the track of a previous compiler, his record is found trae iu most 
particulars, and is reproduced with omissions and additions, 

The township of Beaver is but a limited portion of what ix called Old Beaver, and Hes in 
Its aren ig twenty-one thousand six hundred aad sixty-

profitable, and it was soon abandoned. Lately, borings have been made for oil, Early grist-

The first saw-mill is accredited to William Plymat, and stgoa

KEliud, an old resident. There finve been no taverns in the township. 
Dr. Bemers, from Meadville. He eame ont to attend dishanded soldiers of Harrison’s army 
taken with typhoid fever, Among carly Justices was Ark. Jenks, aman well known and of 
fair ability. An carly marrioge was that of William Crozier to Mary Fisher, in the year 180z, 
Mectings were held by traveling missionaries and preachers sent out from Meadville, and 
church organization and house-building are of recent date. Education recetves fair attention, 
Manufacture is principally represented ly UL W. Wood and Cos establishment, started in 
1865, and doing a good business in the production of hand-rakes, fellocs, spokes, wagon-poles, 
and shafts. The lowland is rich, and answers well for farming and grazing, and the township 


is by nature well calculated for these avocations. 


SPRING TOWNSHIP. 


The township known as Spring was first occupied by Alexander Power. 
by his brother Willinm, had been engaged upon the original surveys of this region during the 
previous year, and, locating on the site of Conneautville, took up eight hundred acres of land, 
Selling a part of this land to settlers moving in, he erected the first grist-mill in the township, 
and the first saw-mill west of French Creek. The first house in the township was his, and 
was built about 1800, Tt was a double log structure used as a dwelling. Among curly settlers 
are given the names of Samuel Rumsey, Vaugh, the Nelsons, the Vishers, and Wm, Crozier. 
The Thompsons settled north of Conneaut, at Mud Springs, Samuel MeKee and James Orr at 
Spring Curners, v family named Foster north of Conneautville; aud of settlers prior to 1796 
were Justus Ross, Robert Temple, Henry Hadsell, Isaac Thayer, James Patterson, and many 
others. 

Cammerce between Philadelphia and Pittsburgh was carried on by pack-lorses. The drivers 
were nt home wherever night found them, and the horses’ bells told their whereabouts in the 
morning. These early settlers went to Pittsburgh for their supplies. French Creek was tra- 
versed by their boats, und thence to their homes in the township, along foot: paths, (hey hacked 
their needed purchases. They lived upon their own produce, wand did their own work, In 
1810 the township presented a tolerable degree of improvement. Power's Mill was the first 
built, and Fisher built next below him prior to 1800.) A Presbyterian Church was built about 
a mile north of Conneautville, in which John Boyd was the preacher. A primitive school- 
house stuod, in the early duy, at the foot of the hill near the mills, and was constructed of 
round logs. In this humble academy the instructor was Josiah Brooks. It is related that 
during 2 school session, in the fall of 1813 (children came from a distance of four or five miles), 
areport that Indians were landing at the mouth of EUK Creek was brought post-haste to the 


He, accompanied 


school-house by an express rider muned Jackson, The children were told the news, aud asked 


to notify their parents tv assemble for opposition te the savages and then dismissed. The 
children sped home, and seun many men had responded to the eal. 
Spring is a village located on Copneant Creek, west of the centre of the township. Its first 


resident was James Orr; he sold to a family named Ital, anda part of his land was purchased 
hy Hiram Pond, A store was started in the place by Hiram Pond and John Nelson. The 
village was incorporated in 1867, and had a population in 1870 uf over three hundred. 

Rundel is a hamlet in the southeast corner of Spring. Vatrick Ryan built a saw-mill on 
the creek. It was Jater couverted into a steam saw-mill, 

Conneautville is a flourishing town near the south line of the township. It has several 
churches, a fine schoul, a newspaper, & bank, hotels, drug stores, und two iron foundries, a 
tannery, and & shook factory, It was incorporated in 1845, aud has a resolute and enterpris- 
ing population, From Myr. Power has been gained the following of its history. Councaut- 
ville was founded by Alexander Power. The place first received the name of Powerstown, 
but the proprietor called it Conneantville. Power's double log house was the first building. 
Asccond was completed by William Crozier. It was the first, and is therefore the oldest, framo 
building in the township, and stands on the corner of Main and Second Streets. Erected in 
1814, and having two rooms, a tavern was kept in one and a licensed bar in the other, and 
travelers were lodged up-stairs. The first person to sell merchnndise was a man named 
Richard Dibble, whose meagre stock was displayed in one of the rooms of Power's house. 
Dibble soon left, and Power sold goods and groceries till about 1817 or 1818. The first store 
was opened, about the year 1830, by Woodruff Brothers, who, later, moved to Chicago, where 
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ove became Mayor of the city, A tannery was started in 1827 by Francis McGuire. A dis- 
tillery was short-lived, which a man named Pond started. The first blacksmith was Platt, 
Whose shop stuod opposite the present Power’s Block. The first church was built, in 1836, by 
the Presbyterians. In 1840 a tin-shop was started by Charles Rich & Brother. Dr. B. B. 
Woud, from New York, was the first luecal physician. Ie found ample employment in treating 
stnallpax patients, as that dreaded disease broke out in 18138, and carried off several persons, 
lhe first school taught im the village was in w house buil€ fora cooper-shop, The intended 
epoper Jost his health, and vacated the building, and it was used, in the winter of 1814, hy 
Samuel Thompson fora school, During the summer of 1520, a school was taught in the barn 
of Mr. Power by Peter G. Benway, a Vermonter. A frame school-house was erected during 
The first burial in the cemetery was of a son of 
The first mail was carried on horse- 


1828, and stood opposite Power's Ifotel. 
(ieurge D. Fuster, a chitd of three years, named William. 
back from Meadville to Conneaut, Ghio; Thomas Atkinson was the contractor, and William 
McLaughlin, of Meadville, the carrier, Power was the first Postmaster. The Crawford 
County Agricultural Society held a fair at Conneautville in 1852, and annually since. No 
preminms are offered for fast horses, and admittance is placed low. Thousands gather here 
every returning October, and a sale of seven thousand tickets was made in one day. By act 
of Assembly one hundred dollarg was given to the organizers of a county fair, and on altcr- 
nate years this amount is received by the Society at Meadville. During 1838-40 the canal 
give an impetus to the growth of the place. At its disuse the warehonses were changed to 
miachine-shops, and much work done, A fire broke out in 1867 and caused a loss of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars; and again in June, 1874, a conflagration swept away property to the 
value of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, The place is rapidly recovering from these 
disasters, and presents a thrifty appearance. 

Among the early births in Spring Township were those of Robert Foster, born in 1802; 
Win. R. McCoy, in 1803; and Polly Foster, in 1804. An early mucriage was that of Thomas 
Fuster to Rebecca Lumison, abuut 1800. In the carly day as many as seven distilleries were 
in operation at one time, and all prospered; but none now exist. The soil of Spring is pro- 
ductive, and is well tilled. Tu areca the township has 26,102 acres. It is drained hy the waters 
of Conneaut and Little Cussewago Creeks. The population in 1870 was 1522, During the 
year ending June 1, 1874, it contained 22 schools; the number of scholara was 778. The 
average salaries of teachers in the township per month was, for gentlemen, $45; fur ladies, 
E3273, 


CUSSEWAGO TOWNSHIP. 


The township of Cussewago lies west of the centre of the north-border line of townships. 
Its organization was in the year 1811, Its surface is elevated, and embraces fine tuble-lanids. 
The soil isa productive gravelly loam. Dairying and stock-raising occupy the attention of 
the farming community. Manufacturing is carried on to some extent, and several cheese- 
factories arc in successful operation. 

There are two villages in the township, that of Crossingville, on Cussewago Creek, in the 
northwest part of the district, and Cussewago, on a branch of the Cussewago Creek. Both 
places are supplied with churches, stores, shops, and hotel, and are thriving localities. The 
early scttloment of Cussewago was made by Robert Erwin in 1795, He built the first cabin 
nd made the first clearing in the township, and, as settlers moved in, found a suitable person 
to manage his bachelor hume, and married in 1802. During the year 1797 various settlers had 
moved into the township; among these were the Sweeney brothers (Alexander and John), John 
Clawson, and John Chamberlain, Alexander Sweeney bought four tracts of four hundred 
neres Gach, and on each erected a cabin, to which he invited and settled his relatives. With 
laudable industry they made improvements; and having established a school, it was attended 
during one winter by thirty-six scholars, all of whom were first cousins. John Chamberlain 
moved to the township from Sussex County, New Jersey. His cabin was built by himself and 

-one other. It was of the earlier type, and illustrated in its stick chimney, split-pole roof, and 
greased-paper windows, the shifts of a backwoodsman urged on by necessity. When out of 
flour, «a bushel of grain was backed to Meadville, ground, and brought back during the same 
day. In time, a house of hewed logs was to be built, and so scattered and few were settlers 
that assistance was asked of and rendered by citizens of Meadville. John Clawson came from 
New Jersey, and located near the centre of the township, on the farm now occupied by his 
son. With provident care the old settler hiad planted out an orchard from the seed. One 
venerable tree in this orchard jis seventy-six years old, and measures nearly seven feet in 
circuit. When Jacob Hites moved into Cussewago from Philadelphia County, in 1798, his 
nearest neighbor was Rev. Owen David. Northward was the cabin of Michael Greely, and 
bevond him that of Robert Erwin. At what is now Crossingville the McBrides (Patrick and 
Bartholomew), Miles Tinny, aud John Donohue had settled. Patrick McBride settled on his 
tract in 1797. Donohue built a log cabin near Clawson, and occupied it alone for four years. 
Grove Lewis, of Bucks County, came by way of Meadville to the township, and became a 
resident in 1798, The necessities of the times are illustrated by the statement that potatoes 
planted for seed had to be dug up and eaten to mitigate hunger. John McTier came with his 
fuinily in 1799, and from the rndest beginning made a comfortable home. In 1802, Lewis 
Thickstan moved in from New Brnnswick, New Jersey, and Samnel LeFevre came in 1810, 
The first township meeting was held at the house of LeFevre. The first saw-mill erected 
within the bounds of the township was built by Thomas Potter, of Connecticut, in 1818. Mr. 
Potter constructed a grist-mill near the same place in 1821, the first In the district of Cusse- 
waro. While the numerous settlers as late as 1832 prevent an individual mention, yet, so 
sparse were the settlements, so limited the conveniences, that many now living can easily 
recall the novel contrivances of the period, the occupation of the women, and the rnde tools 
used in farming, and show the contrast then presented to the appliances of the present. The 
bright pewter plates and dishes which had replaced the wooden trencher are seen no more, 
The piteh-pine knot, the sheet-iron lamp with its linen wick fed with kitchen grease, and the 
tallow-candle, are pussed into oblivion. No more is heard the pleasing hum of the spinning- 
wheel, the click of the reel, and the rasping of the cards, and no more is seen the half-acre of 
flax growing on every farm. These customs of the olden time live only in the memory of 
those who dwell upon the acts of by-gone days, and perish with them. 


VENANGO TOWNSHIP. 


Formed in 1811, located on the north border of the County, and containing an area of nine 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one acres, the township of Yenango has fine productive 
farms, is well watered by French and Conneaut Creeks and their tributaries, and hind in 1870 
a population of six hundred and twenty-three, whose employment is mainly that of stock- 
raising and dairying, The taste of civilization has changed the narrative of contests with 
the deer, wolf, bear, and Indiaa, by courageous borderers, to exaggerated fictions of the novel 
and the romance,—true tales, told by participants, to the idle coinage of a dreamy brain; but 
the story of carly settlement tells of heroic decds of men and women, which will ever preserve 
acharm to the thoughtful. 

Thomas Campbell and Christopher Siverling came west to Venango, and sought an eligible 
site for a fature home during the year 1794. The apprehensions generally aroused of trouble 
from the Indians were quieted by the victory gained by General Wayne in 1795, and in 1796 
these two men returned to their locations, accompanied by their familes, on horseback, Siver- 
ling settled upon what is known as the Tarr farm, on French Creek, and Campbell a mile 
below, upon the land of Jacob Kepler. The amount and kind of provisions accessible during 
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the first winter were ill calculated to enamor the new settlers of frontier life; but while 
many Who came West returned discouraged, others held on and prospered. Thomas Colter 
settled in Venango in 1706, as did also Robert Logne, his uncle. Their location was upon the 
farm now occupied by Frank Colter. In 1797, Samuel Quay, of Susqgachanna County, settled 
on the farm now occupied by his sun, John Quay. Henry Bole, of [reland, moved in during 
1798, accompanied by his brother William. Other settlers were Jacob Togelberger, in 1709; 
Isaac and Christian Blystone, in 1800; James Skelton, in 1S0b; Gruss aud Torry, in 1802; and 
John Stokes, of Reading, Pennsylvania, in 1805. 

Daniel Siverling built the first framed barn in Venango Towuship, and Christopher Blystone 
the first framed house. It is claimed that Menry Bole built the second framed house and the 
first barn in Venango. Churches were early built; the Zion Cluurch, erected in 1816, and coin- 
posed of logs, was the first church building constructed in the township. The society belong- 
ing to the Lutheran denoniination was organized, with fourteen members, by the Rev. Elihu 
The first white child born in the township dates existence from March, 1797, and 
is named Robert Colter. In the year 1800, the tract upon which the borough of Venango is 
built was occupied by Philip Straw, from Westmoreland County. During 1817, John Lasher 
and Solomon Walters bought the improvements made by Straw on the site of the borough and 
laid out a village plot. Walters suld his interest in 1820 to Michuel Peitter, who, in partner- 
ship with Jacob Sherrets, erected a saw-mill. Nine years elapsed, and the mill, its privilege, 
and eighteen acres of Jand were bought by Asa Freeman, During 1882 this property was 
again sold, John Kleckner being not only its purchaser, but that of the property known later 
us the Tarr farm. MKleckner repaired the old saw-mill and erected a new one. In 1838 the 
town plat was surveyed, and the name of Kiecknerville given it by the proprietor. In 1841, 
Ieckner built a grist-mill,—one of the earliest in the township. The village was incorporated 
as a borough in 1853, and its name changed to Venango. The village is located on French 
Creek, in the southeast of the township, and, besides three churches, is well supplied with 
stores aud shops.

CAMBRIDGE TOWNSHIP. 


This township was organized in 1852 from Venango, and includes an area of eleven thou- 
saud one hundred and sixty-two square acres. The soil is fertile and well watered. It is 
crossed by the Atlantic and Great Western Railroad, which traverses the valley of French 
Creek, and by the Pennsylvania Petroleum Railroad, which crosses from west to cast the central 
portion. The population in 1870 was seven hundred and forty-seven, and mostly native born. 
The first settlers in this locality were Robert Humes, Michael Sherred, Archibald Humes, 
John Shearer, and Henry Baugher, the latter a native of Harrisburg and an immigrant of 
1800. Those preceding came to this township about 1797. Leonard Doctor came in 1801 from 
Susquehanna County, and located Lot 128. The year 1811 saw the arrival of Thomas Fuller- 
ton, Isaxc Kelly, Edward Hicks, James Durham, James Weston, James Sinclair, and Alexan- 
der Anderson. John Langley, of Ireland, came in 1812; James Birchard and Amos Aines, of 
Massachusetts, in 1813; and Daniel and Sylvester Root, of the Bay State, in 1819, Robert 
Humes settled on the first farm located in the township. It is known as Lot 141, and is now 
occupied by David Humes, his son. Archibald Humes erected the first grist-mill in the town- 
ship. <A large tract of land was purchased in 1813 by Charles T, Cummings and Dr. Perkins, 
and sold out to Massachusetts emigrants. In consequence of its New England occupants, it 
bears the name of Yankee Hill. A pioneer church was organized, with twelve members, on 
October 31, 1812, by Revs. William West and Thomas Rigdon, and first known as the Lebanon 
Baptist Church. The Rev. George Miller officiated as the first pastor, and the names of the 
oviginal members are George Miller, Alexander Anderson, Isaac Kelly, John Langley, James 
and Lydia Anderson, Sarah Clark, Barbara aud Christina Miller, Hannah Kelly,and Elizabeth 
Daniel. As illustrative of the strict and wholesome discipline enjoined upon early church 
menibers, it was required that every member attend every inceting. One failure required an 
excuse; two failures resulted in an investigation and report atthe next meeting. When wrong 
wis done by any member, judicious counsel and reproof were given. Annual meetings were 
held, beginning on a Saturday afternoon and continucd over tle Sabbath. Visitors from other 
churches were expected and heartily greeted. Evening meetings were extended till late at 
night. Protracted meetings, when voted, were attended from first to Inst. Notice was given 
to friends. Other than their own pastors would attend and help in the exercises. Meet- 
ings were short, but full of spirit, and persons troubled in mind songht for Christian prayers. 
A post-office is established in the northern part of the township, at Drake's Mills; and the 
flourishing town of Cambridge, situated on the French Creek, marks the intersection of the 
Atlantic and Great Western Railroad and the Pennsylvania Petroleum Railroad. The town 
has five churches, three hotels, a bank, a dozen stores, several liverics, and varivus industries, 
Its incorporation as a borough occurred in 1867. A tannery, capable of tanning twelve hun- 
dred hides annually, and a handle-factory, operated by B. M. Sherwood & Son, are features of 
the place. H.N. Rockwell's lath-mill, located one mile north of Cambridge, has a capacity 
of cutting fifteen thousand lath daily. There was organized in July, 1870, « Masonic lodge at 
Cambridge. It was known as Cambridge Masonic Lodge. It began with eight charter mem- 
bers, and with H. D. Persons as first W. M. The order has grown rapidly, and includes many 
of the best citizens in the community. During the school-year ending June 1, 1874, there 
were in the township eight and one-half schools, which employed fifteen teachers. The num- 
ber of scholars was 343; uverage attendance, 280; and total expenditures, $2025.32. These 
statistics include Cambridge Borough. 


ROCKDALE TOWNSHIP. 


It is easily understood why men rush to the newly-found guld regions. It seems natural 
that members of eastern families should have crossed the ocean to enjoy the society of their 
relative colonists; but why the tide of migration should have continued into the wilds of 
Western Pennsylvania and beyond, and whole families buried themselves voluntarily in these 
solitndes, is not so apparent. A spirit of adventure does not solve the problem, nor that feel- 
ing of unrest that possessed the pioneers. Civil and religious rights were not questioned, and 
the solution seems embraced in the declaration that the settler believed tn the rapid progress 
of development westward, and saw himself prospectively enjoying the rewards pf his toil. 
While some sections were settled by large families, and farms were obtained fur children, it ia 
noticeable that very many of Crawford’s pioneers were single men. The hope of bettering 
their fortune may be regarded as the cause of migration,—a result secured only by the exer- 
cise of great fortitude. Hard labor and homely fare were the general experience of the set- 
tler; yet these were compensated by vigorous health and slow, but sure, advance in personal 
and neighborhood prosperity. John Hayes, of Delaware, is claimed to have been the earliest 
settler in Rockdale. Leading improvements were made about 1793 under the patronage of 
the Holland Land Company. Isaac Kelly, from Delaware County, was a settler about 1800. 
His warrant is dated December 14, 1801, and calls for an excess of forr hundred acres near the 
Centre of the township. Additional settlers during this time were a man named Priest and 
the McCullophs, Hugh and Patrick. In the year 1802, Nathan Mitchell settled in Rockdale, 
on the line between Erie and Crawford; he was from Massachusetts, and occupied his tract 
for thirty-two years. Jesse Brown, a native of Massachusetts, became an occupant of land 
in Rockdale in 1818. Reference to the records for dates of settlement shows numerous ficti- 


tious names entered by speculators, and give nu information. Locations of tracts have occurred 


till a recent date.

It now contains two churches, a hotel, stores, 
Shops, factories, a school building, and over three hundred inhebitants. Chapiuville is on the 
Hovkdale line. Blvomfield is named after the family referred to. Lineolnville is near the 
onthe central part of the townsbip. Itwas named after Seth Lincoln, Who, in Deventer, 
[oov, look up a four-hundred-acre tract on its site, and thereon cut the first tree, und erected 
the first suw- and grist-mills. Ihe saw-mill, repaired, is still in use, but the grist-mill has 
flfen into disuse, In 1838 Salmon N. Sturdevant joined Mr, Lincoln, and has leen a leading 
vibzeu for the many subsequent years. The township contains thirty-nine thousand four 
litimdred and sixty-five acres. Oil Creek traverses its central portion, receiving several tribu- 
tative. About the centre of the township the creek expands aud forms a lake. The leading 
uccupation of residents are lunbering and dairying. The Union and Titusville Railroad 
extends wloug the valley of Oj] Creek through the township. 


SPARTA TOWNSHIP. 


The township of Sparta was organized from Bloomficld in 1830. Its area is twenty-three 
thoteand nine hundred and thirteen acres. Population in 1870 was one thousand one hundred 
ud thirty-one. ugh Coil, Audrew Britton, Patrick and Hugh FitzPatrick, Walter Crouch, 
lanicl Bolders, and Reuben Blakeslee were the earliest settlers, Hugh FitzPatrick bad 
rcttled on Tand now owned by Mrs. Grovin, and erected a cabin. Ue was missed on February 
7 1817, and found murdered. Iis assassin was a man named VanHollen, who was taken to 
Wewlvile and hanged during August of the same year. The Coils were early settlers of QU] 
Cteck, new Rame Township. A son named fiugh removed to Sparta about 1815, and settled 
noe the central south part of the township. Andrew Britton came with his father from near 
Philadelphia and settled in the west port of Sparta, on the farm now owned hy Horace Alsdurf. 
Walter Crouch settled on the White place, now owned by Mr. Merchant. Daniel Bolden was 
ui telghber to Coil, and came into the County about 1823, and Reuben Blakeslee and his son 
Abraham eame from New York to Meadviile in 1817, and settled about a mile and a half 
soatheast of Sparta on April 11, 1818. Defective land titles occasioned late settlement. The 
routh two-thirds of the township constituted what was known as the Kighth Donation Dis- 
trict. It was surveyed intu lots of from two hundred to three hundred aeres, and after a 
ntiuber uf years was, fo a great extent, solid for taxes. Any soldier’s heir hada right to his 
land if called for any time before being of age, and after that time had two years for redemp- 
ticn: und settlement fullowed the extinction of military claims. The first frame house in the 
township was erected by Andrew Britton. ‘Ihe State Road cut through by Abraham Kigh- 
(inser, of Wayne Township, was the first laid out, and the trees felled about 1824. Grist- 
mi}is were built, the first by Andrew Britton, on Britton’s Run ; the second by a man named 
Saxton, who sold to Muses Higgins, who ran it for several years; it stood on Cold Brook, a 
braneh of Patrick Run. The saw-mill of William B, Sterling was the pioneer establishment 
oY the kind in the township; it was built on the East Branch of Oil Creek, about a mile and 
a half south of Spartansburg. After running some time, Sterling changed it to a, carding- 
and fntling-mill, and conducted the business, he being a fuller hy trade. Not that he was 
oMebrated nar widely Known, but because he was the pionecr of his trade, we name Ichabod 
Blakeslee as Sparta's first blacksmith. His shop stood about two miles northwest of Spartans« 
burg. and wag the only one for several years, Early honses of entertainment for travelers 
Were kept by Blakeslee aud George White, at whose log cabin the first election was held, and 
Where the past-office of East Bloomfield was established; Mr. White being the first post- 
Prior to the erection of sehool-honse or chu rch, religious meetings were held at the 
house of Marcus Turner during 1826~7 by Rey. Timothy Chase. A man named Gleason offi- 
elated asx herb-doctor, but the primal regular physician was Dr, Horace Eaton. The first 
“sseanblige of children for purposes of education wag in 2 log house which stood at Five-Mtte 
Brook; Phucbe Patton is remembered as the school-mistress, The louse, burning down, wus 
rebuilt of plank. Spartansburg, situated northeast of the centre of the township, is a thriv- 
ing town, enjoying railroad communication with points north and south, via the Oil Creek and 
Allegheny River Railroad. The tracts upon which jt stands were owned by Judge Barlow, 
dolia Reynolds and Blakeslee. Andrew and Aaron Akin bought one tract of Barlow, and 
MeWihiame fifty acres of a second tract. Lawton Akin, futher of Andrew and Aaron, built 
the first dwelling in the townu—it seems almost unnecessary to say that it was built of logs. 
The first tavern building was erected hy Sylvester Taylor for a Store-house, but the property 
was sul to Edwin Curtis, who converted it into a public house, The first school-house in the 
town stued on the Akin property, east of the creek, and subserved the double purpose of 
schools during the week and church on Sunday. The first store was built by the Akinses in 
1837, and the place was known as Akinsville until the establishment of a post-office, when it 
was chanyed to Spartansburg. Its incorporation as a borough was effected in 1856. The 
present population is not far from six hundred. A carding- and fulling-mill was started by 
MecWiliams & Emerson, and changed afterwards toa woolen-fuctory, and the present mill, run 
by Harvey-Lamh, is as good as any of its size in-the State. The town has two churches, two 
hotels, and several stores,

ROME TOWNSHIP. 


Rome Township was formed from the northern part of Oil Creek Township in 1830. Tt lies 
on the centre of the east border of the County, and contains twenty-two thousand five hun- 
dred and fifty-fonr acres, The soil is productive and well watered. Lumbering ig an impor- 
{aut manufacturing interest. Child’s Gazetteer says: “The first settlement of which we have 
any account, was made in 1800 hy the families of Patrick Magee, Patrick Brannon, James 
Lafferty, Roger Coyle, Danie) McBride, and Daniel Carlin, who emigrated frum Donegal 
County, Ireland, in 1795, and after a residence of three years on the banks of the Susque- 
hanna, in Northumberland County, and a year or two in Pittsburgh, took the northward 
course of the Allegheny River, and arrived in this township, at what is known as Magectown, 
in April of 1800. This colony gave their settlement the name Rome, and Rome it remains. 
Religions services were held occasionally when a priest visited them from Philadelphia, and, 
in 1822, a Roman Catholic Church was organized in the centre of the township by Rev. Simon 
Peters, with twenty-five members. A church was bnilt in 1848, on ground donated hy Francis 
Magee. English settlement was begun in 1833, by Benj. Harrison, Sr., of England, and James 
J. Vrooman, of New York. A sled-road extended from Titusyille to Spartansburg, and Harri- 
son js said to have labored nino days to cut a trace to his place of settlement. The town of 
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Centreville is located near the Athens line, at the junetion of Rig and Little Oil Creeks, 
The railread from Union to Titusville passes near the place on the West, and from Corry to 
Titusville on the east It ecutains three churehes, and educational spirit is evinced lw the 
erecHen of a fine school-building in i872 ata cost of thirty-tive hundred dollars. Its ineor- 
Peration as a borough dates April HH. 180. Of its early histery,itis known that Charks Peek 
Was the rst settler. aud erected the first dwelling. Tt was of logs, and stood on the east hank 
Peck found it necessary to establish a kind of public house, and muy be re. 
garded jis the initial favern-keoeper in the towiship. The oldest settlers were MeBride, Alien 
Chirk, Samuel Winton, and Henry Wooster,

lar tivern, new denominated hotel, in Centreville was upened as the Centreville House, Heney 
Wooster, proprictor, and has been Kept by one of the same name to the present. The first 
mMill,—a water saw-nil,—was constructed by Lorin Wood, on the West Braneh of OD Creek. 
Tauning was condueted by Daniel Berment.

A grist-mill was built below town on Ul Creek 
It was burned down about 1853, and another MITE has been put upon the 
site. Phe early meetings were condneted by Rey, Chase, ina school-house whieh stood a 
mite south of town. on the Titasville road. Of the three churches, one was built about ES40, 
wud one is just being completed. Early bridging was ronehly and substantially done, so far 
t§ fo make crossiue pus-ible, but later, two covered wooden bridges spate the East Braneh of 
Oil Creek, and a tine iron one, built in 1874, and Costing thirty-five hundred dollars, affords 
Passage over the West Branch. Patrick Coil, named in Sparta history, once had a saw-mill 
and a carding-mill on the East Branch, about a mile and a half cast of town. C.D. Hilt is 
remembered as the first ductor in Centreville, where he passed his life. A large and energetic 
lodge of Goad Teniplars, chartered May 11, 1867, with sixteen meubers, continues to exercise 
at Wholesome influcnee in behalf of temperance. 


ATHENS TOWNSHIP. 


Athens Township was organized in 1831. 
thirteen acres, 


Its area is seventecn theusand one hundred and 
The surface presents an agreeable contrast of bill and valley, The soil is 
fertile, well watered, and inteHigently cultivated. The people engage in farming and lumber- 
ing. It is said that a man named Smith moved into the township beture i8uG, aud, alone as 
Selkirk upon the Pacific island, passed years in the retreats of the forest. lis oceasivnal 
Visitors were hunting parties of Ind-ans; his surroundings were truly a wild and howling 
Wilderness, Occasionally he was seen at Franklin for supplies, and departed with them 
packed upon the hacks of horses. When the later Settlements began, Smith had disappeared, 
and his fate is unknown; his horses were prebably the prey of the Wolves, himself a victim 
to Indian ferocity. The site of his improvement was the Taylor farm, and when the doctor 
took possession the ruins of the old settler’s cabin were still to be seen. He found a pleasure 
in the pathless woods and society where none intruded, and, in his voluntary hermitage, be- 
cume in truth the pioneer of Athens’ settlement. 

Among tliose who effected permanent settlements in the township we record the names of 
Dr, Silas Taylor, William Ning, Elisha Root, Jonah Edson, Abrahain Wheeler, and Jolin 
Shawburger. The protracted struggle with the forces of nature las resulted in a victory to 
the laborer, and the quiet of Athens is unbroken by aught save the sounds of patient and 
well-directed husbundry, To one accustomed to the fine rouds of to-day, tho want of avennes 
of travel is unknown ; but the construction of the State rond was at oner a great labor and a 
correspondent advautage. To complete this route, the settlers, led by Dr. Laylor and old John 
Brown, the hero of Oxsawatomic, gave their labor, and, in time, the road was cleared, the 
creeks bridged, the swaaips made passable, and the hillside leveled, The eurly settler, freed 
from fear of the Indians, still had a task in subdaing the wilderness, sufficiently formidable 
as not to incur the danger of losing their Inbor by defective land-titles, hence liMferenees of 
surveys caused those who would have settled in Athens to seek a home and secure titles else- 
where. In time the mooted surveys were settled, controversy ceased, population quictly 
moved in, and the township was fairly occupied. The township is almost exclusively agricul- 
tural. Little Cuoley is a pleasant village on Muddy Creek, in the western part of the tuwn- 
ship on the line of the proposed railrvad. The first improvement on the Village site was made 
by Isaac A, Cummings as late as 1848, and yours elapsed before another house save lis was 
built in that place. A man named Drake is reputed the first tuvern-keeper, The United 
Brethren have a fine church in Little Cuoley. Built by the contrilutions of all denomina- 
tions, its doors are shut to none. A leading interest in the township is the cheese-hbox fuctory 
and planing-millof Wright & Uarter; some two hundred boxes are turned uff daily. Little 
Couley has a hotel, a grist-mill, and several stores. ‘I'he township had, in 1870, a population 
of 1317, of whom 1290 were nitive, and all white. Illustrative of concern in the subject of 
education, we add the tabular statement regarding schoals fur the year ending Faue t, 1874, 
Nuniber of schools, 10; average months taught, 5; teachers employed, 223 average salaries 
of males, $44.58; females, $33.07. Of scholars thero were of males 230, females 210; total, 
440. Average attendance, 286; percentage of attendance, 65; and the amount expended fur 
school purposes, $2842.65, 


RICHMOND TOWNSHIP. 


Among the first to settle in Richmond were the Winstons, Lucas, Horatio, and Daniel, and 
Horace Hulbert from New York. Dean Swift emigrated in 1816. He brought with him from 
New Iaven, Connecticut, an ox-teum, and was fifty-six days in making the journey. Well 
calenlated for logging and other pioneer work, cattle were early in general use, but later, the 
horse, fur speed and utility, has taken their place, and a yoke uf oxen is seldom met on the 
road, 

In 1817 Gould M. Lord and Ebenezer Hunt moved in; the one from Connecticut, and the 
other from Vermont, Some settlers who had located on Muddy Run, and were far from 
others, after some time grow tired of their isolation, and most of them left. ‘Ihe Hunts are 
regarded as the real pioneers of the township a8 now organized. They blazed a line, using a 
pocket-compass for direction, to what is now Guy's Mills, from their Jocation pear what is at 
present Lines’ Hollow. Mr. Ebenezer Hunt, the jirs¢ setéler,* says that his first house was 
made by setting up forked poles in the ground, putting a pole across from one to the other for 
a ridge, and other poles from this to a big log ou either side, and covering the whole abun- 
dantly with hemlock boughs; all completed in one afternoon, and occupied by the family at 
night, who were serenaded by the howlings of a dozen wolves, aud who, in conscious inde- 


pendence, could gay, 
“Tam monarch of all I survey ; 
My right there is none to dispute. 
From the cabin all round through the town, 
T am Jord of the fowl and the brute.” 


The young men had no neighbors nearer than Michael Ragle, three miles away. David Huut, 
their father, joined them in 1818. Joseph Clark settled on the State road near New Richmond 
in 1820, Jasper Lyon moved into the valley of Woodcock Creek in 1821, and gave the name 
to the hamlet now there. A daughter-in-law, May J. Lyon, now occupies the homestead. 
Other settlers were Russel] Flint, Thomas Delamater, Michael Breese, William Sanburn, 
George Miller, and Chester Jones, Robert Townley campo to the township from Eric in 1821, 
Hollis Hull was a settler of 1822, from New York. Annaniag Phillips, also of New York, 
moved in during 1824, as did Jesse Wheelock, from Erie. John Brown "became a settler in 
Richinond in 1826. . 

The first cabin was built by the Hunts, It was twelve fect by fourteen. They split slabs for 
roofing, and were troubled by leakages during rainy weather, and in the following Spring, 
when bark would peel, made a better cover with that material. With an cye to the future, 
Ebenezer Hunt had brought with him a quintity of apple-seed, nnd at once put out a nursery 
from which the orchards of several townships were supplied, ‘The first framed barn wus 
raised by the Hunts in 1825, There was no grist-mill in the township, and the nearest place 
for grinding was’ in Woodcock Township. A saw-mill was put up by an old sea-captain 
named Miles, on a branch of Muddy Creek, two miles north of New Richmond, at an carly 
day. The first tannery was erected near the middle of the township hy John Brown, of Con- 
necticut, and well known to history. The building stuod until recently, a8 1 monument of 
the old man’s industry; it has been converted into a cheese-factory, which is designated as 
the ‘‘ John Brown Factory.” The first attempt at merchandising was made by Ira Clark and 
David H. Stewart, near Brown's tannery, on the State Road. Thomas Delamater kept the 
pioneer house of entertainment. It was of logs, and on the farm where his son Fayette lives. 
The first meetings for religious exercises were held ut the house of Daniel Hunt; Kev. Hatton 
was the miuister in attendance. The first school was kept in the Larn of Ebenezer Ifunt, 
Sarah Hunt, sister to Ebenezer, being the teacher. 1+ is said that G. M. Lord having built # 
log hog-pen and corn-crib, an upper part of this strange foundation was used for schoul pur- 
poses for three months. The first school-house was erected in 1836, and of the pioneer mate- 
rials. James Foreman, a young man who lived with Brown, was the first j ustice, and Isunc 
Baldwin the next. The earliest Marriage was probably that of Daniel Stewart to Lydia Hunt,

Bassard, of Westmoreland 
County, and James Leng, of Lancaster Vonnty, Lon died iw [Ssa,in lis Dinety-Chird vear, 
The Meal brothers, Patrick ant A run, moved in during 75, The datter teck upeieht hun. 
dred acres, but later, save the south half te his brother, Samuel Blair, of Trelamd, and George 
Long cante from Susqueduunas Connty to this township in Ut. At about the same time, 
Williaa Wykat, accompanied by his son John. eame in from New Jersey. and located on 
Gravel Rua and John Greentee, fram Susqvehanna, loeated en the farm upon which his son 
Wiiliany is a resident. Nathaniol Clark, from Armstrong County, removed to this township 
about Tcl, George Poiter, a soldier of the Revolution, in VS02 came te the Comnty, and to 
the towuship in Tsegd: and Thomas Rice, of Allegheny, settled on the fatin now awned by 8,

HAYFIELD TOWNSHIP. 


The history of this township is furnished hy Joseph 
and the oldest early settler in Crawtord County, 
1830. Its situation is northwest of the centre of the County, amd its surface embraces 
an aren of twenty-two thousand six laundred and forty-one acres, French Creek is) tho 
eastern boundary, and Cussewapo flows through its Jands in a southward course.

Ilere he made a tommbawh inprovement, as the 
early settlers were wont to dlo,—that ix, ie deadened a few trees and marked others by ent- 
tings in the bark. his net gave ne legal rights, but wag respected by the seitlers as extabligh- 
ing @ priority of claim, with which it was disereditahle to interfere, These “ rights’ wero 
bought by purchasers of favorite tracts rather than quarrel with the claimants. Dickson 
worked in company with aman named William dones from enstof the creek, and raised 2 AUD 
ply of corn and potatoes, As winter approached he redurned to Pittaburgh, and passed that 
Beason in preparation, nud, in the spring of 1794, brought his family up Freneh Creek ina keel- 
boat tu Meadville.

an Trishman, In 1797, three brothers named Mason,—David, George, and Txuae—moved in, 
and the Brookhousers came about this time to Woodcock Township. Phe nuclens of settles 
ment being formed, people came in for a few years very fast, and the County gave unimis- 
takable evidences of vccupation., James Trvin had a ftrm near Dunn, and Conrad Cole Wiad 
located on the Cussewago, Along the east side of French Creek was the old road to Le Bait, 
To this road cach settler cut a pathway, and upon it made his trips to Meadville. The first 
rod built was the Cusseware trace, George Mason built a little mill for grinding on Fostery 
Run, about «mile and a half northwest of Sargertown, fa TSG, It was the fiest in the towne 
ship. A falling-mill was built lower down on the Bue run by Frederick Wickernells sane 
years later, William Foster erected a sinw-mill on the bank of Preneh Creek, 
brought from Foster's Run by a race, and pave a fall of fifteen feet,  Distierios were started 
by both Dickson and Gill in the year 1814, Their capacity wna equal te about four bushels of 
rye dally, and Urey were the only ones in the township. Dickson, aided by his Kan, Joseph, 
Duilt te yrist-mill in 1815 at Magoffin’s Falla. One Magoffin lind cleared a nifl-site, but never 
built upon it, and the place was given hix HAINe, 
and iad a shop southeast of Coons Corners.

Jacob Bailor was the pioneer blacksmith,

days. Taverns were not known in the township. Dickson built a bridge acrosys French Creed 
in 1815, Tt was the first in the township, and was ealled after the huiller,—Dicksou's Bridge, 
It had stone piers aud hewead timbers, and was of great Wility. Tn time, the bridge was pur- 
chased by the County. Three bridges now connect with Woodcock Township; the one at 
Rargertown is substantially built of iron. 

The medical services of Dr, Kennedy were all that were had for years. The firat school 
was kept during the winter of 1798 and "09, by Martha Gwry, in her cabin. It numbered 
about a score of pupils, Years sometimes passed without schools, Among the first schoal- 
houses was a small frame, erected abont 1850,0n the Dickson farm. The first white child 
burn in the limits of the township was probably William Dickson, in 1797, and the first Justics 
appointed was, so Sar as known, James Dunn. 


SUMMER HILL TOWNSHIP. 


Summer Hill Township was formed from Beaver and Cussewagy in 1830. In area it Hing 
fourteen thousand six hundred and three acres, is situntéd west of the centre of the County, and 
is well watered by Conneaut Creek and ity many tributarica. Along the valley of Councant

Creek are seen the old basia, the decaying locks, and the old tow-path of the Beaver and Erie 
“anal. The close of canal navigation staggered the growth of towns along its path; amd a 
sense of age and ruin is felt by one who saw the canal in its pro-perity. Portions of the 
canal are utilized as dams, and mills are run by power thns generated. The first township 
¢leetion was held in the log house of Benjamin Bearfiell, now owned by J. A. Davenport, 
James McDowell, Jr., was the first Justice appointed, and held the office many years, Ilenry 
B, Beatty was probably the next. Settlers came in few jn the first years and at wide intervals, 
but increased annually, as the facilities of yoads and subsistence were augmented, After a 
previous survey in 1794, James MeDowell, wife, and children, and Daniel Myers moved front 
the region of the Susquehanna by slow stages, and established a home on Ure Councaut Creek, 
in this township. In their train came Julin sterling and fatuily, old neighbors, and settled 
ona farm adjoining McDowell. About the year (S60, a4 young man named James Fetterman 
came into the woods, and went resolutely to work, 
the est in the township, and finally became the owner of over one thousand acres of land, 
and a leading citizen, The arrival of Jacob Lakevre and a recently marricd wife next occurred, 
Next came Jolin Meier, a stone mason 
During the fall and winter of 


In time he erceted a hewed-log honse, 


and the bridal tour was a journey to a forest home. 
by trade, and many a stone chitmney was daid by his hands. 
1798 and 99, Indians camped near the white setUlements, and supplied the settlers with meat, 
This region was then a fayerite hunting Jand, and every little stream has known their 
encampments. The warriors, especially the older men, were taciturn and sullen and cherished 
malevolent feelings, and many a family living alone in the wouds and helpless were affrighted 
by the sudden appearance of Indians. 

A frame house was not erected in the township ll 1820, when Alexander MeDuwell built 
the first and John McDowell the second, The first frame barn bad been raised in 1822 by 
John Douglas, fur Fetterman, People came to the raising from some distance; they went 
heartily to their task, and, enjoying good Jiquor and an abundant supper, dispersed homeward, 
It is remembered that Samuel Steel, an Trishman, taught school in 18d, and, bearding around, 
was accustumed ty cobble for the families atevening. Unduckily the school-house caught fire, 
and his kitof tools was consumed, ‘Phe first ronda were inade by voluntary co-operation of 
fhe settlers, aud were of the ruidest type. In the year 1824, two brothers, Michael and Jolin 
Winger, built the first saw-mill upon Conneaut Creek, ou the Winger farin, It has long since 
gone to decay. The first crist-mill was set in operation near what is now called Dickson- 
burg, by George Dickson, as late as 1630, The only tannery in the township was carried on 
by Francia Maguire. The establishment stuad on the farm of Joh May, and the proprictor 
touk half the leather for payment. John Mebowell erected the first distillery, and James 
Fetterman the second, The latter did an extensive business for that day, and his liquors 
wert mainly for home consumption, There were no taverns in the township, but hospitality 
was the rule. Wherever in journeying night came on the traveler, the first cabin-door was 
opened to him, and a table spread with such as they had,—generally wheat ur corn-bread, 
mush and milk, vegetables, and a scanty supply of meat. Milk was the daily substitute for 
tea and coffee. An early marriage was that of John McDowell to Margaret Nelson, in 1798. 
The birth of Jane McDowell, in July, 1S00, was among the first. There was not a settled phy- 
sician, and the services of Dr, Wood, of Conneautville, were most available, The primal school- 
house stood on the farm of Washington Sterling. It was built about 1812, of round logs. 
The teacher was named Triford Rudd, The McDowell burial-ground is the oldest in tho

CONNEAUT TOWNSHIP. 


Conneaut Township was formed in 1811, and lies upon the west border of the County. The 
surface ix mainly level, the soil is a gravelly loam. In area it has twenty-three thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-six acres, and is well supplied with water by Paden Creek on the west, 
and Millon the cast. The eastern portion of the township is traversed by the Erie and Pitts- 
burgh Railway. Tho population in TS70 was seventeen hundred and twenty-nine. Penn Line 
near the Ohio line, Steamburg, on Paden Creek, and Summit Station, are points in the town- 
ship deserving notice, The former two are small villages, and Summit derives its name from 
being near the highest point of road. Cotemporary with settlement in other townships, Con- 
neaut was occupied by white men about the beginning of the present century. Jolin Parr 
and family, from New Jersey, located north of George MeMullen’s property, and Nathaniel 
Lace and Alexander Juhngon north of Stephen Fisher’s, near Turkey Tract, s0 called from 
the divergence of roads nt that point like the hird’s foot. WilHam Shotwell was of the first 
s¢ttlers, but did not make a permanent stay. Atioug those who became inhabitants of Con- 
neaut in about 1798 were the Rankins, William and Thomas, Obed Garwood, Isaac Paden, 
Svimuel Patterson, the Martins, James and Robert, and William Latta. Williain Rankin settled 
at Penn Line, clenred a large farm, and thereon passed his life. His brother Thomas cleared 
land a mile and a half southeast of the present village, erected a saw-mill, and finally moved 
west. Garwood settled in the south of the township, and in time had cleared a large farm, 
upon which he passed his days, and where his descendants are living. Patterson was from 
New Jersey, and settled on the site of Steamburg, where he made a farm and lived till he 
paid the debt of nature. Samuel Potter settled during 1799 in northern Conneaut. He 
brought with him from his old home in New Jersey au ox team, took up land and built a 
cabin, At the expiration of a year, he returned to New Jersey und lived a year, and once 
more cume back to Conneaut, where he resided till his death, at the full age of ninety-three 
years. Henry Frey end Samuel Brooks were settlers of 1800, A Mr. Gilliland was of the 
early settlers in the southeast, and William Hill moved in during 1807. Many settlers in the 
township abandoned their improvements in consequence of a misunderstanding with the Hol- 
land Company, and the dreariness of desolation crept over those lonely clearings, where the 
scttler’s children sought the cows with superstitions dread. The lands of the township were 
surveyed in 1795 by James Rowell into four-hundred-acre tracts. The road from Harmons- 
burg to Penn Line was the first Inid ont through the township, Ag late as 1830 the country 
wos wild, and while there were many choppings there were few cubing. Trees had been 
girdled, and the decaying branches were wrenched off by the winds and lay scattered over 
the greund. The first saw- and grist-mills were probably those erected by Isane Paden, in the 
southwest part of the township. William Latta put up the first framed barn built in the 
township. Phe first church society wag of the Methodist. It was organized with eight mem- 
vers about 1818, and located in the southern portion of Conneaut. Samuel Garwood is 
reparded as the first school-teacher, having taught his pioneer schoul term ina log house near 
the cabin of Mr. Paden, in western Conneaut. Tou derive advantages from their school, chil- 
dren were obliged to travel several miles through the woods, and come under a discipline 
which is unknown to the youthful bands attendant upon the numerous schools of to-day. 


PINE TOWNSHIP. 


Pine Township was formed from South Shenange in 1847. 
hundred and sixty-nine acres. The surface is level. Pymatuning Swamp occupies the entire 
southern portion. The soil is adapted to stock-raising. When first settled the land was 
cevvered by a heavy growth of pine, which, heing cut off, left a mass of stumps which have 
been extracted and utilized in the construction of permanent and effective fences. Samuel 
Glenn, an Irishman, made himself a home in the southern part of the township, and is 
regarded as the first settler and the builder of the first cabin, Cotemporary settlers were 
Martin Cunningham, Robert Graham, William) Burnside, Mrs.“ Margaret Robison, and Mrs, 
Patterson ; all of whom settled in south Pine. Settlers in the northern portion were William 
Burnside in 1797 or 1798, Robert Graham in 1802, and Samuel Glenn jn 1811. 

The first saw-mill was erected by Amos Line, in 1820, The first framed house in the town- 
ship was put up in 1824, by Joseph Allen. Amos Line kept the first store in the northern 
part of the township, and taught in a log school-honse in Linosville in 1835, the firat school 
in that place. Rachel V. Line, daughter of Amos Line, born in 1819, was the first white 
child horn in the township. 

The first grist-mill, and probably the first framed building in Pine, was erected in 1800 at 
Linesville, by Jabez Colt. The first inn-keeper in the township was Horatio N. Mead, of 
Linesville. Charles Master, killed during a thunder-storm by the falling of a tree, is beheved 
to have been the first death. The first school-teacher was Joseph Line, whose school-house 
stood in the northeast part of the township, Tis first term was tanght in 1824, The first 
church was built of logs, and stood in the northeast part of the township, and the first ser- 
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nion was thought to have been preached in 1818 by Rev. MeMullen, a minister of the Baptist 
denomination, 

Linesville, named from the Lines, first settlers, is a village of some extent, situated on Mill 
Creek near the Conneant line. Amos Line came from Plainfield, New Jersey, in 1818, and 
soon after Inid ont the plaice. He was the surveyor for the Population Company, and not only 
did their work in surveying, but that of the settlers as he was called upon. Till the mill 
Was prt in operation, a rough structure gave shelter to the bands, but in 1825 Mr. Line erected 
a framed house—the first in Linesville. The first store kept in Linesville was by Sancth Line, 
and the first tannery in Pine was built by S. C. Stratton, in 1933 or 1834. Zeph. Thayer was 
the pioneer ductor, aud was highly esteemed professionally. William Burnside, of Ireland, 
was the black-mith, Moses Lord, the shoemaker, and Juseph Allen, the carpenter, who led 
the van of their trade in Linesville. Line hada brick kiln, and from it built the first and 
onty brick house in town. Line served also as first Postmaster. The village occupies consid- 
erable ground, and has a population of about five hundred, On Novernber 12, 1574, a destructive 
fire swept off property te the value of twenty thousand dollars. The loss has been to a great 
extent repaired, 


SUMMIT TOWNSHIP. 


Summit was formed from Sadsbury and Summer ILill in 1841. The elections had been held 
below Conneaut Lake, and the new township was organized as a convenience in this respect. 
The first township election was held in a school-house in the village of Harmonsburg. The 
first appointed Justices of the Peace were Henry Cook and John G. Grier. A list of the pion- 
eers of Summit ineludes the names of Joseph Garwvod, William MeFadden, Henry Bright, 
Jolin Brown, Jacob Luper, the Gehrs, the McCleves, John and James, and the Smiths, 
These were all resident settlers in Summit in or before the year 1804 Brown brought his 
family from Berks County, Pennsylvania. He was accompanied by three grown sons, Peter, 
Frederick, and Benjamin; of whom the two first named had families. Jobo and George 
Trace were of the party, but stopped in Vernon Township. As was the custom, John Brown 
haul been out on foot the year before to locate the home, and thither they went and found 
little save the name—all was to be made, Juseph and Jacob Gehy, brothers, with their families, 
including Samuel, Adam, David, aud Baltzer, carly became occupants of Jands in Summit. 
Baltzer, now an aged man, was then the youngest son; and, evincing a love for huuting, was 
supplied with rifle and anumunition, and expected to furnish what game was needed in the 
two families. Adam Foust and Henry Bright settled in 1707. Foust purchased twelve hun- 
dred acres of land un the cast shore of Conneaut Lake. Ifis son Michael, who accompanied 
him, and was then six years of age, still inhabits the old time-worn tenement, which com- 
mands a view of the lake, and is fast becoming oblivious of all things pertaining to his boy- 
hood, Bright, then in his twenty-fifth year, settled upon a two-hundred-acre tract on the 
site of Harmounsburg. James McClure moved in in 1798, and bought of Field a four-hundred- 
acre tract, one-half of which he gave to his cousin Jolin as an incentive to live upon it. 
William McFadden, from Philadelphia, settled in Sununit in 1801. Mrs. Elizabeth Clark, his 
daughter, was born here in 1803. Lydia Brown, daughter of Jolin and Catherine Brown, was 
burn in 1804. Benjamin Brown, still living on the old birthplace just west of Harmonsburg, 
was born in 1806, 

The first death in the township was of Mrs. Bright, wife of Henry Bright, Sr, As was the 
rude but necessary custom of the time, her remains were buried on the farm. One of the 
artifices of the pioneers to uvbtain a title to their lands, which were to become valuable event- 
ually, was that of William McFadden, who nominally settled on a tract of land about half a 
mile west of Harmonsburg, put up a small log cabin, deadened a small piece of timber, and 
cleared a patch of ground, It is observable that almost all the enrly settlers planted out 
orchards on theiy arrival, guarded them carefully, and enjoyed in quantity what they lacked 
in quality of the fruit. The first raising in the township was of a hewed-log barn for Brown ; 
it was of immense size, being sixty fect long and thirty-two feet wide. Peoplo came to the 
raising from a distance of twelve miles, and two days were occupied at the work. The first 
frained barn was put up by John McClure, and soon after a secoud was raised by John Smith, 
son of the old settler. The first grist-mill was built by Henry Bright, on Prairie Run, just 
south of Harmonshurg; a saw-mill was put up near by some time later. In about 1806 a man 
named Swartz, who had come out with Gehr, built a small tannery on Bright’s farm, and fol- 
lowed tanning a few years. Gehr & Brown had the next. Many of the old settlers had stills 
and manufactured their own liquors, Which were comparatively harmless and positively pure. 
The first religious meeting was held at Gehir's by Swartz, who was class-lcader and exhorter. 
Medical attendance was obtained at Evansburg. Harmonsburg is the only village in the 
township. Bright laid out the village in 1816. The first house built in the place was con- 
structed by Joseph McMoultrie, a soldier of 1812. This primitive log structure was used for 
several years asatavern, The next building was a frame, built by Ephraim Chitister, and 
used for a tavern; it is still standing. One Whately Barrett, a sclhool-teacher from Vermont, 
kept the first store in McMoultrie'’s tavern stand. Luper put up the second house, a log, on 
the present site of Luper’s store. Nathaniel Jones was the village smith for a score of years. 
The first school was undertaken by Mrs. Knox in her own house, while her husband was out 
finding employment hy days’ work. Carson Sloan, who tanght during the winter of 1815-16 
in the humblest of school-houses of carly days, was the first male teacher. ‘ Barring out the 
master” was 2 pastime remembered by the aged when many other events had passed from the 
mind. Such isan example of the power and importance of youthful impressions. 


VERNON TOWNSHIP. 


Vernon was formed from Fairfield in 1830, Its settlement bears date among the first in the 
County. In the middle of Muy, 1788, the first party of settlers, nina in number, erected them- 
selyes a temporary residence, and, putting four horses to the plow, they broke up about ten 


acres of an old Indian field and planted corn. <A freshet ruined their crop, and it was replanted 


in June. Those of the party who settled in Vernon were John Mead, a mile north of the site 
of Meadville, David Mead, temporarily south of him, and Cornelius VanHorn, who found an 
Indian cabin built upon his tract and moved into it. Continuing to maintain claims in these 
early tracts located, some progress was made in improvement, but until the close of hostilities 
with the Indians, numbers remained few and work was restricted to the vicinity of the creek. 
In 1791, on May 5, while VanHorn, William Gregg, and Thomas Hay were at work putting 
in uv field of corn, an attack was made by Indians; Gregg was killed and scalped, and the othera 
captured. VanHorn, captured first while the others were at dinner, wus taken to the outlet 
of Conneaut Lake and tied to a tree and left; he cut himself loose with a toy-knife, and illus- 
trates courage and the anxicty of the pioneer for his improvements, by going to a small nur- 
gery of apple-trees and weeding around the trees with his hands fettered, to save the trunks 
from a possible fire, He was hailed while at work by John Fredebaugh, and went with him 
to Men's honse. Some soldiers there soun left for Franklin; but VanHorn remained to securo 
soine articles, and passed the night under some trees with two friendly Indians, and next day 
went down thie stream in a canoe, Hay was taken to Canada, ransomed by an old friend, and 
returned to Franklin, thence to Pittsburgh to his family. In 1794 a military company wag 
formed and Vautforn was chosen Captain. le lived to take part in the ceremonies of open- 
ing the canal, and saw the fields where he had been surrounded by all the dangers and soli- 
tude of frontier life reclaimed and made to reward the toil of the husbandiman. About 1797 
James Davis settled in Vernon, about five miles west of Meadville. James Burchfield lived 
adjuining him, Theodore Scowden wasa third settler in the Davis neighborhood. Atan early 
date a saw-mill was built on VanI[orn’s Run. Gabriel Davis crected a grist-mill about eight 
miles from Meadville, but there was no mill in the bounds of Vernon. A man named Affen- 
tranger kept the first and only tavern in the township. It was in a frame building which 
stood about three miles out from Meadville on the road to Conneaut Lake. About 1817, H. J. 
Huidekoper built a sinall saw- and grist-mill on a branch of the Cussewngo. His son Edgar 
ran it fora time, when it was disposed of to Gill and Shryack, by whom it was altered and 
repaired und steam power introduced. Mr. Carr was a tavern-keeper and store-Keeper across 
the creek from Meadville, and was proprietor of the suburb bearing his name, 

A turnpike, called the Meadville and Mercer, was built through the township about 1818. 
The first stage on the route was driven by John Swift. Four-horse stages were run from Pitta- 
burgh to Erie from 1820 to as late as 1862. The mail was carried on horseback in 1814 by Wil- 
liam Black, and was called “the Express.” Mechanics were hardly known,—work was done 
fur the family and as a matter of accommodation for others in the neighborhood. Carrtown 
hus become quite a suburb of Meadville. Its organization as a borough dates from 1869, 


MEAD TOWNSHIP. 


Mvad Township was formed in 1790. Its preseut area is twenty-five thousand four hundred 
and seventy-two acres. The surface is hilly, yet the soilis productive, especially in the French 
Creek Valley. The population, outside of Meadville, in 1870 was two thousand four hundred 
and twenty-one. Among the early settlers were William Williams, in 1796, on the State Road 
in the northern part of the township, and James De France, from Lycoming, a settler in the 
southeast, on a Wolland Company tract. John Ryan came out to prospect in 1796, and the 
next year removed from Northumberland County, Pennsylvania, to Mead Township. James 
Hunter came in 1799 from Allegheny County, and settled near the centre. During his first 

















night's camp on his tract he was awakened by a dag,—his sole companion,—and saw a bear 
near his fireand shot him; at daylight a deer was shot near by, and supplies were abundant. 
Samuel Hobbs, from Vermont, David Thurston, from New Jersey, Peter Kinney and James 
MeDill were settlers of about 1800. Somewhat later Joseph Baird settled towards the southern 
part. Edward Ryan, born in 1797, and still an vecupant of the old farm, is one of the earhest 
births in the township. Beriah Battles is mentioned as the first carpenter, and found active 
cinployment in finishing log cabins, Mr. Ryan says that James Dickson's cabin was the first 
erected, and that the first saw-mill was built by Tif and Forbett, on Mill Run, in 1800. A 
grist-mill was erected about the same time on Sugar Creck, hy Jacob Stanbrook. Other mills 
were put up wherever water-privilege could be secured, The first road ran from Tituses, ou 
Oi) Creek, through hy the Brawley settlement to Meadville. The Oil Creek road was laid ont 
in 1802. Ryan sunk a few vats and did tanning on asmall scale. The marriage of Joseph 
Hackney to Margaret Metirady, about 1800, was une of the earliest. The first log school- 
house was built in what was known as the Randolph settlement. The history of the township 
is closely assimilated to that of the County seat. 


CITY OF MEADVILLE, 

The city of Meadvilla is finely located on the left bank of French Creek, in a valley flat, sur- 
rounded by hills and hill-ranges most pleasing to the eye. It is thirty-seven miles from Erie, 
ninety from Pittsburgh, and twenty-five from Franklin. The town was originally planned 
by David Mead in 1790, but in 1793 the plan was improved by Major Roger Alden and Dr. 
F.R. Kennedy. The plot was divided into seventy-five syuares, by-streets, alleys, and lanes. 
One square, known as the Diamond, was Jaid off in the form of a parallelogram, measuring 
three hundred feet east and west by six hundred north and south. Public buildings and 
churches front on this public ground. Edifices, public and private, indicate a refined taste ; 
yards neatly kept and abounding in shade-trees and shrubbery are common, and the citizens 
bear the name of general urbanity and intelligence. In 1805, most of the land on which the 
city stands was covered with heavy timber or was but recently cleared. The price of lots was 
six dollars each. At this fime David Mead lived at the head of Water Street, H. Richards op- 
posite the Eagle House, Joseph Hackney kept store in a red building just north of John Me- 
Farland’s sture. David Compton kept the tavern known as the Washington House. Dr, 
Kennedy was also Prothonotary. B. White kept tavern, as did Jolin Garber, enry Hurst, 
and James Gibson. The merchants were Saniuel B, Magaw, Andrew Work, James Herriotts, 
and Joseph Hackney. Eliphalet Betts and George McGunnigle were the tailors; William 
Dick, carpenter; N. Conrad, baker; Patrick Davis, tanner; A. W. Foster, J. W. Hunter, 
Patrick Farrelly, and Ralph Martin, atturneys-at-law; William Shannon, saddler; William 
Burnside, Lawrence Clency, blacksmiths; James Douglass, schoc master; and H. J. Huide- 
koper and Jabez Colt, land-agents. It is of interest to know that the path used by the French 
and Indians in passing from Fort Venango to Fort Le Banf, and which was traveled by Wash- 
ington, was the same ground now occupied by Water Street, from the Mill Run to the north 
end of the street. Little did he think,as he made his historic journey along this part of his 
route, of the thousands who in a lifetime would settle thickly in this lovely valley and call it 
home. In 1817 Meadville contained eighty families, in 1846 about two thousand, and in 1870 
seven thousand one hundred and three; it has rapidly increased during the last half-decade. 
Meadville was incorporated as a borough March 29, 1823, and on June 16 an election resulted 
in Thomas Atkinson for Burgess, and Eliphalet Betts, James ILamilton, Joseph Patterson, 
Daniel Perkins, and George Selden for Council. 

In 1835 an amendment to the borougl charter required the election of two councilmen 
annually, to serve three years. In 1838, a second amendment created the office of assistant 
burgess, and John Dick was elected to the office. In 1853, by legislative enactment, the limits 
of the borough were enlarged and established until February 15, 1866, when a new charter 
was granted by the legislature, and Meadville became an incorporated city, with William 
Reynolds, Esq., as Mayor. Important events have been elsewhere noted. The many churches 
varied in style and structure, the public schools excellently supervised, the educational col- 
leges, time-honored and flourishing, the enterprising manufactures, the stable banks, the 
well-kept hotels, the public library, the new water-works, the massive blocks, like thase of 
Richmond and Delamater, the railroad shops and depot, the opera, and the systematized 
post-office are parts, all indicative of the leading features of a beautiful and growing city. 
The post-office deserves brief mention, It has a room in the Richmond block ninety feet 
long by twenty-two wide. There are two thousand letter-boxes. Some fifteen hundred letters 
are daily received, and as many mailed. The money-order office issues four thousand orders 
yearly, affording safe transit to over one hundred thousand dollars, At Meadville a County fair 
is annually held. Here are the headquarters of the Twentieth Division of the Pennsylvania 
Guard. A fine band furnishes music to the citizens on Thursday evenings of cach week at 
the Diamond, and the Opera House, in the Cullom Block, gives a fitting apartment for choico 
umusement by intellectual entertainment. The population of Meadville is rapidly increasing. 
The durable and improved agencies for trade, manufactures and education, the enterprise and 
capital of the citizens, promise a» Meadville in the immediate future in full ratio of advance- 
ment compared with the past, 


RANDOLPH TOWNSHIP. 


Randolph was formed in 1824. Area, twenty-three thousand six hundred and ninety-seven 
acres. Population, in 1870, one thousand seven hundred aud thirty-two. Surface hilly and 
drained by Woodcock Creek, flowing north, and Sugar Creck, flowing southward. The soil is 
adapted to grazing. The eastward is still thinly settled. ILickory Corners, Guy’s Mills, and 
Black Ash are villages having post-offices, James Brawley is regarded as the pioneer to this 
portion of the County. Ile came from Lycoming, and located near Sugar Lake hamlet of to- 
day. His log house was the first white man’s habitation in this region, and his patch of 
ground planted in potatoes and harvested, during his absence, by Indians, the inception of 
civilized tillage. The settlers succeeding Brawley were Amos Daniels, located on the Oil 
Creek Road, in the southwest, Alexander McFadden in the south, and Alexander Johnson in 
the west part. Johnson was from Harrisburg in 1799. Philip Catshall moving in, took up a 
State lot of two hundred acres, and bought a two-hundred-acre tract, and one hundred acres 
of another. On his homestead he passed his days. Michael Radle, a German, came in from 
Philadelphia in 1806, and began a settler’s work in the northern part; and Dennis Kane, a 
soldier of the Revolution, located in the southern part. Jacob Guy settled at Guy's Mills in 
1815. He was an educated man; bought a large tract, and surveyed his own and neighbors’ 
lands. William and Warner Waid, from New York, in 1816, bought one hundred acres from 
Guy, and cut out the small timber from about ten acres and put in crop. Leonard Hall, from 
Vermont, was the first settler at llickory Creck, where he stil! lives ; and Moses Gilbert, from 
New York, settled in 1818 near the centre of the township, where he remained till his death. 
James Brawley was compelled to make Jong and tedivus journeys through the woods for meal 
and flour, and tosave this labor and accommodate neighbors, a mill was in time erected at Gny’s 
Mills. Brawley built the first framed house and barn in Randolph, and erected the firat saw- 
mill on a branch of Sugar Creek, ahout two miles south of Guy’s Mills. The first marriage was 
of James Brawley to Mary Glenn, in 1800. The first white child Lorn was William R. Brawley, 
January 29, 1802, and the first death was of Mary A. Brawley, in 1805. The first house 
erected at Guy’s Mills was for Jacob Guy. <A graduate from Yale College lived in 1815 ina 
cabin walled of poles and roofed with hemlock brush. Mr. Guy was a prominent citizen of 
the township, and is credited with the construction of the first frame house in the place which 
bears his name, and of a saw-mill erected in 1816 or ’17,—the first framed building there. 
Guy was the first Justice of the Peace, and on him devolved the duty of receiving wolf-scaips 
and issuing orders for the bounty on the same—a business to the hunters both necessary and 
profitable. Guy was also the first merchant in Randolph, and James Foreman the first tavern- 
keeper. The Baptist Church organized at Guy's Mills, in 1820, was the first in the township. 
Oliver Alfred was their first minister. The next was the Presbyterian, founded October 31, 
1825, Rey. Nathan Ilarned the pastor. The first school-house was built in the southwestern 
part. It was small, solid, rude, yet available, and no better than the homes whence the chil- 
dren came. The first school was taught in the Brawley neighborhood, in the upper part ofa 
building used as a barn, Miss Mary HI. Guy being the school-mistress. Settlers went full 
seven miles to work road tax, and walked to Mendville to attend militia musters—then a legal 
requirement. The first physician was Kennedy, from Meadville. He practiced in the County 
fur miles out from the town from 1796 to 1813, at which time he died. Dr. Daniel Bemus, from 
Bemus Heights, Maryland, came to Meadville in 1811, and there resided till his death, in 
1865. He was well known to the settlers of Randulph, and, in the exercise of his merciful 
calling, endured the perils and hardships of frontier life with a fortitude equal to the bravest. 
The story of that time cannot be written—it was a period of hard labor, close economy, and 
homely fare, offset by sound slumber, vigorous appetite, and excellent health. 


STEUBEN TOWNSHIP. 


The township was organized in 1861, from portions adjacent of Athens, Troy, Oil Creek, 
and Rome, for convenience in holding elections, and the first town election was held at 
Hanna’s house, between Tryonville and Townville. James Tryon was elected the first 
‘squire,’ and Ezra Carpenter the second. The township is in shape regular; in area it has 


thirteen thonsand seven dunvlired and seventy-two acres, Wrecks of old saw-mills indicate a 
furmer lumbering industry, The tmber which was destroyed to make clearings in early days 
wool, if standing, be areh lerituge te the children of the pioneers. 

Dennis Carroll svithd below Tryonvillu about lsus. It is asserted that he was the only 
setter to that point south of Centreviile unl ses, James and David Tryon, from Litch- 
feld, Connecticut, setuied in what is now Rome Township, and in the spring of 1828 remuved 
te whit is new Tryonville, becane owners of seventeen bundred acres of Jand, and the 
founders of the village Dearing their name, James Metiiunis and family settled just east 
of Tryouville Station in deca. Cul. Ningsdey, from near Troy, New Yerk, came to Steuben 
in Tze, and took up dand just nerth of Townville.

OIL CREEK TOWNSHIP. 


Mil Creek is the southeast corner township. It was formed in 1820. Its area is eighteen 
iheusand six hundred and seventy-nine acres, Oil and Little Oil Creeks are principal 
streams, The population, exclusive of Titusville, was, in 1870, two thousand and forty-one 
— all white but one. 

Among the first settlera in this locality was Jonathan Titus, who came here about 1790. 
Samuel (kerr arriving svon after, the two men united inthe purchase, from the Holland Land 
Company, of seventeen hundred acres, now elubraced in Titusville. A rude shelter was im- 
provised until better could be built. A louse built by Titus, which stood in the rear of the 
Ralston and Harrington Block, was the first substantial residence in the locality. John 
Thompson and William Filton were early settlers at Kerr's ILill Fulton sold to William 
Akcorn. Andrew Kerr, who had tocated on Road 12, bought out Alcorn, and moved to the 
place hearing his name, James Kerr, sou of Andrew, located a five-hundred-acre tract, nuw 
wwned by Isaac Weed, on Road 18, in 1799. Jon Gibson, while on his way, in 1800, to French 
Creek, with a design of settling there, stopped at Oil Creek to fell a tree on which to cross 
the stream, and accidentally cut his knee. He went back to Hydetown, and stopped with 
Daniel Titus. 

In 1801, William. Gibson, father of Fulin, moved into the township with his family, consist- 
ing of his wife and wine children, Thomas Mitchell, of Ireland, accompanied by a family of 
a wife and four children, moved iu on Muy 6, 1803, and settled on the farm occupied by Joseph 
Henderson, a grandson. John McIutyre was another of the early settlers. 

(Ul Creek Borough, known as Ifydetown, was first settled by Peter and Danie! Titus, brothers 
to Jonathan, Each took up four hundred acres. The borough is on Oil Creek, three and 
one-half miles north of Titusville. It was iucorporated as a borough in 1869, and is a grow- 
ing town, The first saw-mill at this point was put up by Charles Ridgway, a settler in 1797, 
from Fayetie County. A store and trading post was established here by Captain Sheffields 
in 1816. This settlement was on the route pursued by the Indians to their camps at San- 
dusky, Ohio, and Shefiield bought their furs and sold them goods for some years. Sheffield 
finally sold out to Joseph 8. Chase, son of a Presbyterian minister, The first postmaster was 
Samuel Kerr, appointed in 1818, and serving ten years. Salaries were such as would not bear 
reduction. Rev. Amos Chase organized the first church, and it is said of him that he was 
the founder of over thirty churches in western Pennsylvania. In 1847 there was at Titusvillo 
a town uf two hundred and seventy-five inhabitants, located in a lumber region. Joseph 
Care was Known as the vuwner of a grist-mill and saw-mill, a woolen-mill, and machinery for 
carding and for weaving. Brewer, Watson & Co. were proprietors of a second saw-mill at the 
plaice, Juring this year three commissioners, William Robinson, John M. Titus, and Salmon 
P. Chase, were appointed to lay off the boundaries of Titusville, and it was incorporated as a 
Lerongh, 

THE CITY OF TITUSVILLE, 

The discovery of ofl on August 28, 1859, directed public attention to this section, and Titus- 
ville hecame a city of shanty-hotels and fictitious oil companies. The place was incorporated 
ava city In 1867, and has grown to a population ef ten thousand persons. In 1875, one meets 
upon the outskirts structures of hasty build and aged look, betokening premature and aban- 
doned growth; but, further on, the smell of oil pervades the air, huge tanks are brimmed 
With ott; tall chimneys exnde black clouds of carbon, and nine large refineries are at work, 
floing a business exceeded only by Cleveland. These refineries are at present manufacturing 
17,000 packages per week, distributed as follows: Easterly & Davis, organized 1870, re- 
fine 1600 per week; Pickering, Chandler & Co., organized 1868, refine 2400 per week; Acme 
Works, Porter, Moreland & Co., organized 1867, refine 6500 per week; Octavo Oil Co., organ- 
ize J872, refine 2200 per week; J. H. Reed, organized 1865, refine 1000 per week; Caddam 
& Donohue, organized 1865, refine 400 per week; John Jackson, organized 1865, refine 600- 
per weuk ; J. A. Scott, urganized 1868, refine 500 per week; and Bennett, Warner & Co., organ- 
ized 1870, refine 3000 per week. 

Eastward, solid business blocks show substantial prosperity. The hills are dotted with 
residences, and southward, whence comes the oil wealth, the houses extend down the valley. 
Wide streets are gas-lighted, and paved with wood. Holly Water-Works give property pro- 
teetiun from the ravages of fire. A dozen churches show the presence of religious ‘people; 
costly echool structures Letoken an interest in education. There isa Board of Trade, an Oil 
Exchunge, and five Lanking institutions, The “ Herald” and “Courier” represent the press. 
fwo Jarge iron works employ hundreds of hands in a variety of manufacture. Hotels are 
numerons, and grade in qnality to the very best, Three railroads enter the city, and furnish 
transportation to and from the oil region, Wealthy operators are city residents, and expend 
their meanga in adorning private residences and public offices, The discovery of wells flowing 
one hundred and seventy-five barrels per day within three miles of the city, and the gigantic 


trade in the treasure of the rocks, indicate a lasting and increased prosperity for the city of 
Titusville. 


TROY TOWNSHIP. 


Troy was formed in 1830. Its aren is seventeen thousand five hundred and eighty-one acres. 
Population in 1870 wag nine hundred and eighty-three. James Luse, from New Jersey, in 
1795, wax the pioneer of this section. Ils location was on the farm occupied by his grand- 
son, Rebert A. Luse. At that time there was no settler within a radius of nine miles. How 
would the present generation have emulated Luse? In the solitude of the furest would come 
thoughts of a far-uway, early home, of absent friends, of youthful scencs, and festive enjoy- 
ment; and such reflections gave a sombre huc to pioneer fife in the heart of a great wilder- 
ness, Woman had her full share, but, so far, brief mention, in the discomforts of this furest 
life. No wonder that on her first intvoduction to the log cabin, wood-encircled, her heart 
sank within her. No wonder if, when her children asked ler,  Muther, is this liome?” her 
only answer was a gush of tears. Sweet memories of distant f ricnds, church privileges, and a 
thougand uameless comforts, contrasting, made the situation painful. But, turning to the 
future, an old age was seen in the midst of happy homes. It was glorioys to have taken part 
In so grand a development of the land. The forest fell, population came, and again the 
amenities and comforts of society were enjoyed; again the church and school advantages 
Were realized, Luse brought the third wagon from Pittsburgh for Meadville. In 1833 Jacob 
Rishel accompanied his father from Cooperstown, New York, and settled in Troy Township. 
A road was cut for the passage of a yoke of oxen for nine miles, at that late date. John Mc- 
Kenzie was a settler about the same time as Rishel, but sold out in March, 1838, to P. Faunce, 
who located upon the tract which lies in the western part of the township. 

There are two villages in the township, of small size, known as Troy Centre and Newton- 
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town, The first occupant of the former was a negro named “ Black Francis.” The first white 
resident was Peter Keyes. Newtontown is situated in the eastern part, and has its name from 
Edmond C. Newton, who located there on January 6, 1847. Newton purchased of Samuel 
Sinclair, a probable settler from 1817 to date of sale. The improvements of thirty years on 
two hundred acres of land were a log hut, a saw-mill, and four acres cleared. 


WAYNE TOWNSHIP. 


Of the pioneers to Wayne, Henry Bean, of German origin, settled on what is known as the 
McCune farm. McCune and Bean's father-in-law had come in at the same time, and earlier, 
The Jand was but sparsely occupied till 1800, when the Medills,—John and Hugh,—located on 
the Oil Creek Road. The Brawleys.—Hugh and James,—and others settled on the flat, near 
Frenchtown. James D. Allen and Mr. Wheeling settled in 1819, Francis MeDaniels moved 
in about 1822. William Reeord arriving in 1824, found few neighbors near by > and Javol 
Rees, from Philadelphia, came to Wayne in 1829, and located on the site of Deckanisville. 
The place, covered with trees, gave no indication of a future town; and, like many another, 
Rees found it necessary to clear his way with the axe. It Is asserted, and is probably a fact, 
that James Ferry alone killed eighteen bears and eight hundred deer in the vicinity of Sugar 
Lake; and when the number engaged in hunting is realized, the abundance of game becomes 
aimatter of wonder. The first scheol-hause in Wayne stood on the land of .Inames Cochran. 
Among early marriages was that of Squire Johnson to Elizabeth Elsworth, im P8t2. A pow- 
der-iuill was built aud run by Tfenry Heath in an early day. His material was brought from 
Pittslurgh, About the year 1810 a saw- and grist-mill was run by Holmes & Uarriet, an 
Sugar Creek. Phe village of Deckardsville is on Decker's Run, four miles east of Cochrauton ; 
besides other healthy indications, the place contains three churches, The township was 
organized in IS11, In shape it resembles a right-angled triangle, with its hypotenuse a sue- 
cession of right angles, bordering upon Venango County, 
northern part, and an expansion of a creek of tho same name.

UNION TOWNSHIP. 


Union was organized in October, 1867, from adjacent portions of Vernon, Fairfield, and 
Greenwood. It is bounded on the south and west by Conneaut Outlet, which bas been a 
marshy waste. Dredging has been done and js continued with good results, reclaiming large 
areas of the most fertile lands. David Mumford, Tunis Elson, John McFadden, and Matthew 
Wilson were the pioncers of the township as early as 1795, Wilson located on the run which 
bears his name, McFadden settled on the outlet of Conneaut marsh, north side. Theodore 
Scowden, James Burchfield, and James Smith were immigrants to Union in 1805. Leonard 
Smock, from New Jersey, settled about the same time just north of the outlet. Other settlers 
of later date were Joseph Thatcher, Daniel llolton, Peter Rebert, Francis Stein, Daniel Ham- 
mon and Mr, IIuber. Mrs. Abigail Mumford was three months in her new homein Union before 
she saw the face of another white woman. The first apples and peaches raised in the County 
were probably grown on the farm of David Mumford. Abraham Williams was born in 1804, 
and Cornelius Smock in 1806. The marriage of John Williams to Margaret Mamford, in 1802, 
is of the first. Wilson erected a small corncracker-mill on Wilson's Run, but milling was 
done at Peterson’s mill in Greenwood, one mile north of Custard’s Post-Office. James Smith 
built the first saw-mill, and was the first Justice; he carried on work at times in a blacksmith- 
shop, built for home and neighbors’ convenience. Theodore and Hiram Powers kept the first 
store, at the pike crossing of the old Beaver Canal. William Birchfield kept public house at 
Dutch Tilt Post-Office. The first school-house stood on land now owned by Thatcher; the 
next, a frame, was at Dutch Mill. Jonathan Phillips was the first teacher therein. he first 
Methodist class in Crawford County was formed in Union at the house of Mr. Mumford, he 
being the first class-leader. Meetings continued to be held there for thirty years. The pioneer 
church was erected on the State road in 1837. It was of logs, and was converted to a frame 
building by William Stett in 1854. The first pastors of Mount Pleasant Church, M, i, were 
John Leech and H. Kinsiey, Their society organized tn 1826, with twelve members. To real- 
ize the difficulties attending the work of clearing in the days of firat settlement, the character 
of implements should be understood. The plow of that day had a wooden mould-board with 
a wrought-iron share and coulter. The barrow was the fork of a tree and wooden teeth. Tron 
was dear and blacksmiths few. Wagons were seldom scen, and it is said Daniel Molton, in 
1815, drove the first team into Meadville. Sleds with wooden soles were used to gnther in the 
harvest and to go to mill. Cattle were preferred to horses. Browsing was a resort in winter. 
Settlers went to the woods in the morning, and with axes cut the maple- and Jinden-trees, and 
the cattle ate the extremities of the branches. In summer wood-pasture was excellent. The 
pea-vine, with delicate tendril and tiny pod, and the wild bean supplicd asweot and nutritious 
food, . 


FAIRFIELD TOWNSHIP. 


This township was formed in 1811; it contains ten thousand seven hundred and fifty-six 
acres, The soil is a gravelly loam. It contains no villages save the hamlets of Custard’s 
Post-Office and Calvin’s Corners. The first township election was held at the louse of Abram 
Kightlinger. The first Justice appointed was Alexander Dunn, and the next was James Ier- 
rington. Aaron Wright was a resident in April, 1792, and Barney McCormick and John Hu- 
lings in August, 1793. Each took possession of a four-hundred-acre tract, which bore the 
name of the settler. Shortly after, Kightlinger settled on a tract lying between Wright and 
Huling. Joseph Dickson followed, and settled southeast of McCormick. Archibald Ifill, 
Hays, and N. Hancock, were settlers prior to 1800. Near Cochranton, Buchanon settled on a 
large tract of Jand. 

The three first-naimed settlers went energetically to work and put up cabins, planted fruit-seed, 
and cleared out the light growth of wood and deadened the heavy timber. Wright is reputed 


_ to have set out the first nursery. The first frame barn was built on land settled by Patrick 


Dunn. Archibald Jlill built a stone house in 1816, It was torn down in 1868, and a frame 
erected on the old fuundation. Tho first road from Pittsburgh to Eric, and known as a State 
road, trayersed the township. Along this route munitions of war were carried to the fort at 
Erie, and the discharged soldiers returned from the campaign. On the Iands of Mrs. Nelson 
and the heirs of Jolin Waters sandstone and flagstone haye been, and still are, quarried. 
The first grist-mill was erected by James Herrington in 1803, near the mouth of Conneaut 
Creek, and the pioneer saw-mill by James Mumford in 1814. It was worn out, replaced, and 
this worn out; the site is shown by the remains of the old dam. The first place for barter in 
goods was on Conneaut Outlet, near the Canal, and was kept by Ferrill and Powers in 1830. 
A man named John Marsh had the first blacksmith-shop in Fairfield. Alexander Dunn kept 
the first tavern, in the house now occupied by James Nelson. Conrad was the second inn- 
keeper, and Samuel Powers thethird. The first necting-house was erected by the “ Seceders,” 
near the mouth of Conncaut; it was built of hewed logs in about 1811. Tho Rev. Daniel 
McLean was the first to preach in it. The first regular stated preacher was Samuel Smith, of 
the “ Union” sect. Jolin Brooks and Elizabeth Wright were united in marriage in 1808. 
The reputed first birth in the township among the settlers was that of Margaret Dickson, in 
1795, Dra. Kennedy and Bemus were the first to practice in Fairfield. The primitive log 
school-house was built in 1801, and stood at the roadside opposite the present residence of 
A. W. Mumford; it was of the well-known backwoods type, and what little was taught by its 
niaster was taught well. Although the teacher was master, he could be kind, and he did re- 
quire attention to lessons. The first fine stock imported into Fairfield was bronght in by G. 
Merryman, Jobn Lynch, and A. W. Mumford. As illustrative of early zeal in literary culture, 
a public library was originated in Fuirfield in 1816 by Aaron Wright, James Herrington, and 
others; and was the first enterprise of its kind in Crawford County. A Town Hall was built 
in 1866. It las been in constant use to the present asa room for a select school during the week 
and a Sabbath-school on Sunday. The first school-teacher In the school above referred to was 
James Douglass; lis successor was named Gray. On one occasion in the early day John 
Minniss-was called to Meadville to attend a training, leaving his wife Sarah, now Mra. Dr. 
Taylor, of Meadville, alone in an unfinished, roofless cabin. As evening came on, supper waa 
laid on the table, and finally, about midnight, Mrs. Minniss went to bed. She soon hearda 
scratching upon the logs outside, and hastened to hide herself in a Jarge zine-lined, spring- 
closed chest. To avoid the fate of Ginevra, she kept her fingers under the lid, and presently 
a panther leaped upon the chest and nearly crushed them by its weight; thence it sprang 
upon the table, ate to suit its fancy, devoured a ham and some fish, jumped down and departed. 
The poor woman stayed in hes retreat till morning, and then hastened over the frozen ground 


to a neighbor's, where she fell exhausted. The incident illustrates one of the many perils . 
_encountered by the women of the backwoods in that day. 


EAST FAIRFIELD TOWNSHIP. 


The township was carly settled. Henry Marley was the pioneer settler in June, 1793, 
William Dean and John Wolford came in 1794; Andrew Gibson and Thomas and Isaac Powell 
moved in during 1796; Peter Shaw, in April, 1797; and John Adams, from Susquehanna 
County, in 1798; Robert Harvey, in 1803, moved in from Cumberland County, and Walter 
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Evans, several years later, removed thither from Meadville, Surviving settlers give tho 
nune of John Wentworth as of the very first veenpant of the township. In 1798 he as- 
cended Freneh Creek in a canoe, trapping and hnnting, till he reached a point about a mile 
above Shaw's Landing, where he pnt up a shelter, The honor of building the first cabin 
Hes between Wentworth and Marley; both were of rode style and dwartish extent, but 
answered for the times. ‘Phe first frame was built by John Adams, later, occupied by the 
Cochrans, Adams erected a saw- and grist-mill at the mouth of Sugar Creek. James Harriet 
Was the owner of mills about 10. They were bonzht by Thomas Cochran in 1804 or 1805, 
The convenience afforded by these and similar mills cannot be realized at the present day, 
The pioneer mills, repeatedly repaired, are still in existenes, A tannery was started in Coch- 
ranton in 1836 hy two brothers, Datehmen, who ran ita few years, and then went elsewhere, 
The first bridae over Freneh Creek was built hy Porter & Cullom in 1825, and bore the name 
of the Herrington bridge. Among early marringes was that of John Brooks to Elizabeth 
Wright; and in 1810. John Luper was married to Mary Allanton, by Judge Brooks.  Alex- 
ander Shaw, born in September, 1797, was the first white child native to the township. James 
4. Marley was born seven years later. The first death was of Pranklin Forgy, whose leg was 
broken at the rising of James Uerrington'’s grist-mill, in IStO, and who died after the limb 
was ampniated. He was buried in the Conneaut grave-yard. The first burial jn East Fair- 
field was of Mrs. Nightlinger, in a field. First meetings were held at the cabin of Jolin 
Wentwerth ; other early religions assemblages were conducted by Bishop Roberts, at the 
house of James Herringten. The first school-house was built upen the creek road, on the 
phice settled ly Andrew Gibson, i lsd. An early settler, and one of the first bhicksmiths, wag

Cochrantan, eleven tiles south af Meadville, is 
n thriving town, of about tive lumdred inhahitunts,  Chttrches, stores, hotels, and) shops 
have full representation. ‘The flrst occupants were James and Joseph Cochran, after whom 
the place was named. Owners of a large amount of land, the Cochrans were pratuinent in 
ulvancing the interests of the township. dames Cochran is known as the first Justice of 
the Pence and the first stave-keeper in the townships and Dr. Bates was the first settied 
physician in the town, The township was formed fran Fairfield, iu 1860. Its area is seven 
thousand seven hundred und thirty-four acres, Surface is rolling; soil fertile. Population 
was seven hundred and forty-one in 1870, 


GREENWOOD TOWNSHIP. 


Greenwood was formed tn i830, Tt contains nineteen thousand three hundred and gighty- 
sever acres. The surface is level. Tt is well watered and (he soil is productive. The popuhit- 
tion numbers about two thousand, and the climate is remarkably healthy. Geneva, Inecorpo- 
rated ns a borough January 23, 1872, isa dine town io the northern parti Tt formerly bore 
the name of Sutton’s Corners, from dolin Sutton, aiid lias a present population of over four 
hundred. Peter Smith, from Blooming Valley, wis the flest merchant in Geneva, and sold the 
first goods there in L860... West Greenwood, south of the centre, was formerly kKnowu as Porter's 
Corners, from Francis Porter; it contains aecliurel, gchool-hatge, wid a few dwellings. Ashur 
and William Williams were early pioneers, Abraham Maclin settled here tn it Samuel 
Anderson came in 1796, and settled near the centre. Richard Custard setded in the eastern 
part in d797. John MeMichael moved in 1798 from Meadville to the western part of Green- 
woud, Robert Adina, 0 soldier of 1812, moved in with a yoke of oxen iu D801, and Jocated on 
the present farm of George Adams. Alexander Clavk and Thomas Abbott arrived in 1802 ; 
and John Sutton, of New Jersey, iu 1803. During this last year Francis Porter made his way 
here from Cumberland County with a five-horse team, and settled upon a tract of land on 
which the Greenfield Presbyterian chureh stands, Other and later settlers were William 
Brooks, Joseph Thatcher, and John M. Wood. 

The first grist- and saw-mill erected in the township was put up by Johan MeMichael in 
1799, During the years preceding 1812, when neighbors were few and scattered, strange as it 
seems, there was more of sociality than now exists in narrower Jimits. Visits were made, and 
all gathered around the blazing hearth and listened to tues of the French and Jndtan war; 
they heard of the savage whoop and the gauntlet race, the burned dwelling and the captured 
household, and stood by each other when England and her wild allies threatened this region 
with torch and knife. The thrilling tales of war and hunting fold around those fires are 
heard no more; actor and hearer are passed away, and the Jistorical record merely intimates 
there were those thrilling scenes and chivalrous deeds. 

The women of that day sang at the wheel as the modern belle nt the plano, Without wash- 
board or machine, their linen was clean and white. With kitchen fire-place, where were the 
crane and pot-hook and an out-door clay oven, cooking and baking were achieyed of plain 
and whoulesume food, and things unknown were felt no loss. 


SADSBURY TOWNSHIP. 


This township, lying southwest of the centre of the County, was formed from Vernon and 
summit in 1811, Its urea is cloven thousand ning hundred and minety-six acres, much of 
which is occupied by the wators of Conneaut Lake. Tho first residents, so fur as Known, 
were the Willinmsons,—Saimuel and Matthew. ‘The dJirst settler at Connenut Lake was Abner 
Evans, A Dutchman, named George Jtoyer, wag the next. Peter and Jacob were others of 
the family, all of whom wero inarried and were mon of Inmily, Myans sold to Adam Stewart, 
Then came Dr. Shotwell from New Jeracy,—the first physician jn the townabip, Joseph TJ. 
Cummings moved from Meadville to Evansburg, and started a store in company with Willian 
Foster aud Judge Barlow. These men had bonght one hundred acres of land from Adami 
Stewart, and started thelr store on the hill enst of Evansburg, They afterwards built u frame 
store-building in the village. Abner vans was the builder of the first hewed-Jog house and 
the first blucksmithin Evansburg. Record erected the sevond cabin in the place, phraim 
Johnson, of Gettysburg, constructed tho first tanyard., Evans erected the first grist-mill, 
about two miles down the outlet from Conneant Lake, Adam Stewart ran a grist-mill at 
Evansburg, and carried on a distillery two miles west of the lake, After some time the 
grist-mill was changed to a carding-mill, Mrs, Mashworth was an early vendor of native 
liquors, and kept 2 primitive house of entertainment in vlog cabin near the lake. John Me- 
Clure and hig neighbors united to build na log church on the Inke-bank, on ground donated for 
the purpose by Evans, Jt was duly dedicated by Rev, Joseph Stockton, of Mendville. The 
ground was finally sold, and the proceeds used in erecting w better house in the year 1832, 
Stewurt was the first Justice. The first sehool-master was named Leffenwell, whe tuught in 
a small tog honso which stood near the present monument built to commemornte the Sads- 
bury soldiers who lost their lives fn the civil war of 1861-65, The old Beaver, aid Beaver 
end Erie Canals once passed through the township, and Connesut Lake was raised cleven feet. 
Evansburg was then enjoying prosperity. It is sll a frevority resort for lovers of the gun 
and rod, The canna are gone to ruin, and enterprise ia being shown in aralning large tracts 
formerly overflowed, Upon tho beantifal lake where early settlers innted deer und boated 
down to church, the plensure-parties gather for a row, the canal-boat decays, and the clear 
water rons between the crumbling docks, and gniet is unbroken save by the sharp, quick 
puff of the steam-mill, and the whistle of te locomotive at the station. Shermanaville ts in 
the northwestern part of Sadshury. Its first occupant was a innn named Craven, whose log 
cabin was the white man’s sign of possession. It stood on the site of fhe present schiool- 
house. The Williamsons, previously named, bought out Craven, and in time suld to Anson 
Sherman, who Jald out the village, and until hia death, fn 1873, was its most prominent citizen. 


NORTH SHENANGO TOWNSHIP. 


David McKee and Anthony Bennett, from Susquehanna County, located [n 1708 in thls 
township, the furiner near Espyville, the latter further north. In 1799, Sidney Herrlott aud 
Henry Bennett moved in; the one settled to the northward, the other near the centre of the 
township. Samucl Barackinan came in April, 1800, originally from Susquehanna. During 
the same year, Hannah Linn moved to the western section with her family, and ctvared the 
farm on which the descendants are Hving. WillHam Reed was a third settler during 1800. 
The Collins brothers—Henry, Elijah, and Isaac—were from MiMfin County, and came West 
with a four-horse team in 1801, ‘he latter wae a suldier of 1812, and cleared a furin at Espy- 
ville, where ho passed his days. The others settled near tho central part. In 1803, Patrick 
Davis located and cleared a farm in the eastern part; and James Pollock, about the sane time, 
settied in the northwestern corner of the township. 

Espyville is located in the western part of North Slienango. The Espys were the first set- 
tlers, and originated its name. Qcorge Espy was from Bedford County, and moved to Espy- 
ville in 1802, Anthony Bennett erected the first grist- and saw-mills in the township, on 
Bennett's Run, The first framed barn waa built in 1818, by Samuel Barackmanu, James Reed, 
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son of William, is considered to have been the first white child born in the township. Patrick 
Espy kept the first store, just guuth of Espyville, The first school was taught in a private 
log house at Elliott's Corners, by Joseph Wright. The first school-house was built at Espy- 
yille.

WEST SHENANGO TOWNSHIP. 
West Shenango was formed from South Shenango ou August 14, 1868. Peter Royal, Jere- 
miah Yokes, B. Snodgrass, Thomas Loughey, and Robert Freneh were the pioneer settlers, 
about the year 1800, Andrew Betts and bis son Jolin were the fiest to make getthement; the 
furmer built the first hewed-log bouse in that section, and the latter began the first clearing 
on the farm now owned by Henry Betts, on Road 6. Not long after his arrival, Betts erected 
a small grist-onill, with a capacity for neighborhued grinding. Water was furnished by a 
spring bearing their name. On the completion of the State read, Betts alse erected a saw- 
mill. No ature till the establishment of one at the present village of Turnersville, in the 
east part of the township, founded by one Turner, Who, fullawing advice, laid out a town; 
failed to sell futs, and finally settlement began. Charles Davis Was the first storekecper and 
Postmaster, and sold to Peter Royal. John Betts was the pionece preacher, and expounded 
the doctrines and faith of Methodisin.

SOUTH SHENANGO TOWNSHIP. 


This township dates original formation to 1811. During the survey of this locality in 1795, 
the camp of William Power wag visited by [ndians, who captured James Thompson, in charge 
at the time, and robbed the camp, Thonpson escaped, The first settler was Hugh Fletcher, 
of Ireland. His daughter Sarah, born in 1798, was the first female white child native to the 
township of Sheuango., Robert MeComahey and James Davis, from Ireland, and Michael 
Marshall, from Lancaster, came in 1797. Robert Bennett settled in 1798 on the farm oceupted 


by his son Samuel. James Dickey arrived in 1799, and fur a gun, powder-horn, and blanket 


bought one hundred acres of John Grimes. John Gallagher tuck up land on Tract 810 in the 
year 1800, Solomon Dowlhott, John Nevins, and John Multian were settlers in Tsul. The 
first grist-mill was built on Shenange Creck in 1530 hy Joho Clyde, and the first saw-mill in 
1842 by William Lewis; both have lung since gune duwna, The primal school was taught by 
Award Hatton, an old man, and very popular as a teacher. The school was in a reund-log 
house which stovd on Jand now owned by William McArthur. The oldest church organiza- 
tion ‘dates to 1801, when the United Presbyterian Chureh of Shenango was furmed by Rey. 
Daniel McLean, with ten members. The first services were hell in a tent, next in a log house 
Iuilt in 1805, and, finally, in the church erected in 1818, and located one mile north of the 
State road. At this church is the oldest grave-yard within some distance, John Marshall, 
still living, and, when visited, engaged in cutting up corn, affirms himself to be the oldest 
native in the township, giving as his birthday August 3, 1798. William Bennett was second, 
and Polly Fletcher the third, all during the same month and year. The climate may be deemel 
silubricus, judging from the advanced age revched by many, The first threshing-machine 
used in the township was brought in by Mr. Baily, who thrashed fur Rubert Story. Neigh- 
bord gathered to see the novelty, and, discarding the flail, gave Bailey all that he could de. 


WEST FALLOWFIELD TOWNSHIP. 


The township of West Fallowfield was formed in 1845. Its area is six thousand six hundred 
and twenty-nine acres. The surface is uneven, and sustains a heavy growth of pine, oak, and 
chestnut. Crooked Cecek is the boundary line on the east. The oldest Justice of the Peace 
was Hogh Andrews, appointed at an carly date, and held for life. An early marriage was of 
William Heury to Nancy Rankin, on March 7, 1807. Hugh Fletcher was chain-carricr to the 
surveyors of this region, and settled during 1797 in the north part of the township, Among 
the early settlers of the strip of land known as West Fallowfield, were Thumas and George 
McClellan, Adam Owry, a Revolutionary soldier, and tis brother John, made simple by in- 
juries received while runniag the gauntlet among the Indians, and Samuel Rogers. William 
ilenry, from Fayette County, with knapsack on his back and rifle in hand, came out in 1800 
to seck a home, and located just west of Hartstown. While heads of numerous families were 
seekers fur new homes, it is remarkable in the early settlement of Crawford that a large 
pumwber of her pioneers were young men, single. IJenry’s first cover was a sheJter supported 
hy forked sticks, and roofed with bark. He next huilt a pele hut, and,being unable to make a 
duor, cut a hole in a log near the top, through which he used to crawl in and out. The gen- 
eral first crop was potatoes. ITenry and Owry built the first hewed-log houses. The first 
raising was of Thomas McLanahau’s double hewed-log barn. It was raised in 1810, and de- 
stroyed hy fire in 1818, ‘The first saw-mill stood un mile east of Adamsville, and was built by 
McClellan. William Campbell erected the first grist-mill, a mile south of the same village. 
Henry was the first tanner west of Meadville. lis first tanning was of a horse-skin, and the 
akin of acalf partly caten by wolves, done in a dug-out trough. Next season, vats were made 
lined with puncheon, A tannery was builf in 1906, and burut by incendiary in 1818. During 





twelve years work has been abundant. Another tannery was erected in 1819, and still stands 
on the Henry farm on the State road. Work was done in the building as late as 1872. Home 
distilling was common, and seven stills were in operation at one time. The first store was 
kept at Hart's Corners by Cyrus T. Cummings, who boarded with Henry. Adam Owry was 
the pioneer blacksmith, and followed the trade till his death. His shop was at Adamsville, a 
village in the southern part of the township. Pioneer schools were kept in abandoned cabins. 
Hartstown is located north of the centre of the township. It owes its name to James and 
William Hart, brothers and Jandowners in the vicinity. Dr. Steen built the second structure 
and the first hewed-log house in the place. The next was hy Thomas Rogers, the village 
“smithy. The pioneer merchant was John McFarn, who wagoned his goods from Pittsburgh. 
Squire Henry, Jr., was the first resident carpenter. La Fevre was the first landlord in Harts- 
yille, ina house built by Hart. Hara Buell was a teacher prior to 1822, in a house on the 
village-site, Teachers were wanted, and Buell was called upon to teach a school when in his 
cighty-fourth year. The old pedagogue lived to be nearly a century old, and was buried 
in the village cemetery. Ilartstuwn was incorporated in 1851, A reservoir covering six 
hundred acres was a favorite fishing resort. The water was let off in 1872, and large quantities 
of bass, White-fish, and pickerel were taken by the villagers and farmers of the vicinity. 


EAST FALLOWFIELD TOWNSHIP. 


Kast Fallowfield was formed in 1804. Tt contains sixteen thousand six hundred and sixteen 
acres. ‘The surface is hilly, The Atlantic and Great Western Railroad passes southwardly 
through near the centre of the township. Atlantic, a station on the road, is a thriving and

In 18U], John McKutire, of Scotland, emigrated to East Fallowfield, and took up a 
large tract of land, and in 1803 John Andrews settled upon a four-hundred-acre tract in the 
northwest part of the township near the settlers first named. ‘These simple records from 
information by surviving pioneers or their children, telling of early settlers, thrill not with 
narrative of deadly peril and dangerous jonurneyings, yet there is a heroism—though not 
written—-which marks the name of him who came to Crawford at an early day, as worthy of 
remembrance; and while we laud the soldier who followed the shot-pierced flag in headlong 
rush upon the enemy, we justly admire the pioneers scattered in the dense woods of Craw- 
ford, felling the forest with ringing axe, raising cabins, clearing land, planting orchards, build- 
ing roads, and caring for spiritual needs and future influence by the organization of churches 
and the support of schools, and laying a broad foundation upon which is built the permanent 
prosperity of the present generation. Asapartial payment of the present to the past, the 
child to his ancestor, herein is recorded as a roll of honor the nanie of the founders of the 
county of Crawford. 


PERSONAL SKETCHES OF PROMINENT MEN AND PIONEERS. 


8. B. HOTCHKISS. 


fic subject of this sketch was born in a log house situated in Cusse- 


waee Township, Crawford County, Pennsylvania, in May, 1842. His 
serents were poor, and just commencing life upon a new farm. His 


futher, denry, came to this County from New Haven, Connecticut, in 
fhe venr 1809, and was of French deseent. His mother, Esther, was a 
de-cendunt of an Enghsh family that came from Hartford, Connecticut. 
If, bact one brother and four sisters, and was the elder of the brothers, 
snd, as is usual, had to take the brunt in helping his father clear the land 
ancl prepure it for cultivation. We worked upon the farm summers and 
lumibered winters, with very few and limited educational advantages, until 
his twentieth year. «At this time, it is said, he could scareely write his 
name lewibly, but the latent powers of the aspiring youth, so long held 
in check by circumstances, soon began to develop themselves, and, with 
un indomitable perseverance, he mastered everything in his studies that 
he undertook. 

The winter of the same year he attended district school, after which 

he helped his fatheron the farm until fall, when be attended his first term 
of school away from home, —at Kingsville, Ohio,—procured his means 
by economizing time: working rainy weather and nights when his father 
wostld not require him to work for him. At the close of the term he came 
Jiome, intending to enlist in defense of his country ; but the schools being 
left without teachers, lie was persuaded to teach during the winter, at the 
etuse of which he returned to the farm. 
_ Phe next fall he went to Kingsville Academy again. After its close he 
took charge of the Mosiertown Academy, and taught there for two years. 
About the time he was about to close his labors in teaching, his father’s 
house with its entire contents, including his own library and clothing, 
was destroyed by fire. Added to this comparatively light affliction was 
tlie death of his only brother while in his country’s service. Actuated 
Ly that noble sympathy a child ought to have for a parent, he spared no 
mexuns in his power to console and render comfortable his bereaved pa- 
rents and sisters. Consequently, he stayed at home and helped his father 
rebuild a house, and saw him onee more comfortably cireumstanced. 
Waving procured means by teaching for a more extensive education, he 
ntionded the Northwestern State Normal School at Edinboro’ for nearly 
two years. Tiaving acquired a fair knowledge of Greek, Latin, muthe- 
matics, and the scicnees, he thought himself qualified to commence the 
sfidy of medicine. Accordingly, he enrolled his name as a student with 
Dr. William Gamble, of Mosiertown, in the year 1865, and studied with 
him three vears, including six months spent at Bellevue Hospital Medi- 
cal College, New York City. Feeling the great responsibility of the 
medical practitioner, and having a disgust for quacks and half-educated 
meu in all professions, especially that which deals with that most com- 
plicated and intricate machine—the human system,—he determined to 
qualify himself as thoroughly as possible for his chosen profession. He 
therefore ecased his medical studics for the present, and attended Alle- 
eheny College for two years. In the autumn of 1870 he again returned 
io Bellevue Hospital Medical College, and graduated at that institution 
with reputation in March of 1871; returned to Allegheny College, and 
graduated there in June of the same year. 

Tn the fall of 1871 he located at Edinboro’, and engaged in the practice 
cf medicine and surgery. Asa practitioner, he has met with excellent 
has an extensive business, and merited the confidence of the 
entire community, Asa man, he is strictly honest, courteous, and always 
cheerful. He is industrious; attends strictly to his own business, and, 
hy economy, is accumulating a fair share of this world’s goods. He is a 
ventleman of pure morals; never was known to indulge in the use of 
profane lunguace, tobacco, or ardent spirits. Is a firm believer in the 
Bible, and the great distinctive principles thercin taught, as exemplified 
in the iife and character of our Saviour; is a gentleman of good motives, 
ability, and clear judgment, possessing an even, well-balanced tempera- 
ment. Ife has a guod physical organization, and we predict for him a 
jone life, full of usefulness and honor.

SAMUEL HENRY, East FALLOWFIELD TownsuIP. 


The monument may crumble, and the descendants may move to distant 
regions, and the place where rest honored remains may be lost to the 
living, but the biography of a life impressed in print goes with us, and is 
imperishable. 

Samuel Wenry was born in Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania, 
about 1778, and about 1800 emigrated as one of the carliest pioneers to 
Crawford County, and settled on a four-hundred-acre tract of land. 
His life was marked by an application to labor of that trying character 
known only to the frontiersmen. Food was scarce at times, and the game 
of the forest was the only resort to stay the cravings of hunger. He 
was twice married, first to Miss Sarah Hunnell, by whom he had five 
children, all of whom are dead and sleep in the grave with their mother; 
second, to Miss Polly Rhodes, by whom he had nine children,—seven 
sons and two daughters. Four children survive. Mr. Henry was ener- 
getic and tenacious of purpose, anda shrewd business man. He reared 
a large family to industry and frugality, combined with honesty and gen- 
erosity. The faithful wife and loving mother was ever at her post to 
assist in all that pertained to domestic duties. Her death occurred on 
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July 22, 1851; Mr. Henry followed her on December 29, 1854. He was 
Democratic in polities, and a firm believer in the advantages of schools 


and the doctrines of the Bible, and was a staunch supporter of education 


and the church. This brief sketeh is given by his son Alexander asa 
tribute to the memory of his parents, and as an ancestral record to those 
who are following after them. 


CYRUS SHREVE, Bioomrienp Townsurr, 


Was born July 23, 1825. Was son of Israel Shreve, who came from 
Iayette County with his father in 1801, and settled in Bloomficld Town- 
ship.

THE McENTIRE FAMILY, Easr Fattowrteip Townsuir. 


Lhe McEntire family are of Irish descent. The great-erandfather 
§ § 

James McEntire, crossed the ocean in 1785. The vessel in which he took 
passage suffered shipwreck, and he was one of sixty-two saved out of three 


hundred. He swam ashore about twelve miles from Wilmington, Deln- 
ware. He was a teacher by profession. He married Elizabeth Dixon, 


by whom five children were born to him. Mrs. McEntire died in Novem- 
ber, 1799, and during the same year Mr. McEntire came to Crawford 
County. Having returned to Pittsburgh to complete arrangements for 
permanent settlement, he moved out with his family in 1800, and settled 
in East Fallowfield Township. He married Miss Mary Fletcher, who 
gave him three children, and he died in March, 1843, in his cighty-fourth 
year. A son, John, was born September 26, 1794. Early schooling was 
acquired by a daily journey to the school-house four miles away. Ie 
learned and practiced weaving for forty-two years. On October 31 he 
married Drusilla Mason, of Red Stone. They had ten children,—seven 
boys and three girls; seven of these have lived to take their part as 
good citizens. Mrs. McEntire died on May 18, 1859. Poor at begin- 
ning, Mr. McEntire, assisted by his family, in time, acquired property 
and gave his children school advantages. Three children are grad- 
uates of Allegheny College, located at Meadville. Prominent in poli- 
tics, education, and religion in his more active life, he is now in his 
eighty-first year hale, hearty, and contented. Having been a soldier in 
the war of 1812, he is now a pensioner. He has a brother, James, two 
years older, and in good health. John Wesley McEntire, son of John, 
was born January 11, 1824. He was noted for close attention to what- 
ever he undertook. He was a close student at his lessons, and faithful 
at his work. ILe chose farming as his profession, and has excelled in his 
occupation. He married Miss Elizabeth Thomas, of Greenwood Town- 
ship, on October 17, 1844. Of nine children, six are living. Mr. MeEn- 
tire moved on his present farm in 1845; it was then but part of the woods, 
which stretched unbroken for miles. In politics he votes for the best 
men, regardless of party. Mrs. McEntire is a member of the Baptist 
Church, and her husband, belonging to none, supports all. Schools have 
in him a firm supporter. In June, 1861, he fell, on his way home from 
the fields, and struck his head and cheek violently, and was rendered un- 
conscious; when found he articulated a few words, but has never spoken 
since. Since 1865 dairying has been a leading pursuit, he having at times 
as many as sixty-five cows. 


THE COTTON FAMILY. 


In this age of invention and progress few stop to inquire after lineage, 
and.what the man is, not who his parents were, is the basis of standing ;

John Cotton, son of John and Margaret Cotton, was born in Wash- 
ington County, Pennsylvania, October 11,1793. The fumily removed to 
Meadville, Pennsylvania, in 1801, and in 1812, John Cotton, the son, en- 
listed and served one year in the military service of the United States. 
By occupation he has been a farmer. He married May McMaster on 
August 24, 1820. They had four children: Henry, Nancy Jane, Marga- 
ret, and Martha. The first two are living. Mr. Cotton, Sr., settled in 
West Fallowfield Township about 1818. He had a farm of one hundred 
and twelve acres. Himself and wife were church members. In politics 
he was a Democrat. He dicd March 17, 1846. His wife survived till 
June 25, 1873. 

Henry 8S. Cotton was born May 25, 1821, on the old farm he now owns, 
and followed furming. He married Miss May McKay, of Summer Jill 
Township, on October 26, 1843. Mrs. Cotton was born on May 8, 1822, 
and, having lived a Christian, died March 13, 1866. By this marriage 
there were eight children, three of whom have died. Mr. Cotton wus 
again married on May 4, 1869, to Mrs. M. E. Martzall. We still resides 
on his birth-spot, the home of his futher, and takes part in politics as a 
Democrat, and in religion as a Presbyterian, and watches the years roll 
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on with confidence in national strength and perpetuity, and an abiding 
hope of a peaceful death and a happy resurrection.

September 16, 1808, and having lived to see the forest reclaimed, died at 
the ripe age of seventy-two years. Aaron was exrly inclined to a life 
of usefulness, and was encouraged to persevere by his parents. Ile worked 
at the labors of clearing the land of the old homestead, and, looking 
down the vista of time, saw himself grown up in a pleasant and pros- 
perous community. The old school-house, marked by a tree which has 
been spared as a memento of boyish sports, gave some chance of ednea- 
tion, which was diligently improved. Many of the old settlers in the 
neighborhood were practical surveyors, and Mumford early evinced a 
love for mathematies and passed on toan acquisition of practical survey- 
ing. The old surveyors began by referring difficult and troublesome work 
to the tyro, and when, one by one, they dropped off, his services were 
frequently called and satisfactorily rendered. He continued with his 
father on the farm till his marriage, on January 14, 1884, at which time 
he embarked in the mereantile business. It is meet to give brief mention 
here of her who raised his children. Miss Margaret Moore, of Mercer 
County, Pennsylvania, was born in 18l1, moved to Crawford, and inked 
her destiny to that of Murmford aut the above date. Six children called 
her mother, five of whom grew up, and, as inen and women, exemplify 
her careful training. Asa member of the United Presbyterian Church, 
she lived a consistent Christian, and as a loving wife, and a kind and 
affectionate mother, she won and held the affection of her family. Her 
death, September 10, 1872, was an occasion of sorrow, and loving hands 
consigned her to the family burial-ground at Mumford Chapel. 9 Mr. 
Mumford having, asstated, engaged in the sale of merchandise, combined 
with ita trade in lumber, and continuing the business for five years, moved 
to Mercer County, and again, four years having clapsed, returned to Craw- 
ford, resumed farming, and crected a saw-mill on French Creck. Known 
us a capable and conscientious man, the various township offices have 
devolved upon him. The position of Justice of the Peace is still held by 
him, as is also that of County Surveyor, which appointment was received 
1) 1849, from La Port, then surveyor-general. Mr. Mumford was one 
of the first corporate body of the Atlantic and Great Western Railroad, 
He was a Director in the old Crawford County Bank, and is a present 
member of the Board of Directors in the Meadville Savings Bank. In 
politics he has been a stern, faithful partisan. IJTe is a present owner of 
more than four hundred acres of land. Useful in life, he sees his chil- 


dren growing up around him, and enjoys the fruition of an early life of 


lubor. 
SAMUEL J. LOGAN. 


The subject of our sketch was born in South Shenango Township, 
Crawford County, Pennsylvania, on September 17, 1838. ITis father, 
David Logan, « farmer of influence, and good sound judgment and 
ability, was born on what is known as the Logan Farm, upon which 
Mr. Logan now resides, the father having died in 1872.) Mr. Logan 
received a good Knglish education, and has spent the most of his life on 
the farm. In 1868, during the war, he wag active in filling up the quota 
of his township to prevent the necessity of a draft; and greatly through 
his influence a sufficient amount of money was raiscd by contribution to 
obviate the necessity of a draft by filling the quota of the township. In 
1864 he joined a party formed for the purpose of exploring the “ Big 





Horn'’ Mountains in search of gold. He spent two years in the Rocky 
Mountains, in Dakota, Montana, and the Pacific Slope. His adventure 
embraces many thrilling incidents among the Indians and animals of 
that then almost untrodden wild. He returned tn 1866 to the old farm. 
Jn 1869 hesnarricd Miss Lina Free, with whom he lives at present in 
peace and sweet content.’’ In the spring of 1874 he was elected Justice of 
the Peace in his town, and in the fall of the same year he was nominated 
by the Demoeratie party as one of their candidates for the Legislature. 
Although his party was considered in the minority by five hundred votes, 
he was elected by over two hundred majority against some of his com- 
petitors. He is now an active member of the House of Representatives, 
and «a meniber of the Centennial Committee appointed to represent the 
State at the great Centennial Exposition, 

As a representative man of Crawford County, by permission, we copy 
the following description of him as given in a work entitled “ Descrip- 
tive Sketches of the Members of the Pennsylvania Legislature,” by 
George II. Morgan: 

eS. J. Logan, one of the Representatives of Crawford County, is a 
gentleman of more than average talents. 
IJouse, but no one ever heard him two minutes without perceiving that 
he is a man of some intellectual calibre. There is always stamen in what 
he says; he is a good reasoner, and displays much ability in the clear 
way in which he asserts his views on the question before the House. His 
style is plainness itself. Iie seems to have no ambition to shine as an 
orator, or to occupy the time of the House by delivering set speeches for 
mere personal distinction, but is ever ready to vindicate or defend the 
interests of his constituents. He is sincere in his opinions, and all he 
appears to be concerned about is that the House should know what those 
opinions are. Ifis matter is always sensible; nor is he by any means de- 
ficient in argumentative matter. He isacalm and deliberate speaker ; 
there is no appearance of effort, no striving after effect in what he says. 
IJe speaks evidently from conviction ; this is seen in every sentence he 
utters. He is a man of exccllent private character, and a consistent poli- 
tician. Ife is much respected in the House, and, though a firm Democrat, 
his opinions are of some consequence on the Republican side of the House. 
ife is commendably regular in his attendance at the sessions of the House, 
und is said to be a hard worker in the committee-rooms.”’ 


HENRY LACKEY. 


The offering of the child upon the altar of affection claims the respect 
of all persons of whatever sect or party, and should excite an emulation in 
others to preserve the memory of the parents. Assuch is given the brief 
statement of the life of Henry Lackey, who was born March 9, 1797, in 
Crawford County, Pennsylvania. To those who are conversant with 
schools of that period where they existed, it would scarcely be necessary 
to say that he who got even a common education did well. Like many 
another sensible man, the culture of the fields has been his chosen avoca- 
tion in life. On April 19, 1819, he married Eunice Hazen, of New 
Jersey. She was born in 1795, and was therefore two years his senior. 


Shey have had six children,—three sons and three daughters ; four of the 
Mrs. Lackey died June 26, 1862, having reached a 


six are still living. 


He does not speak often in the 


good old age. Her husband still survives in hisseventy-ninth year. Age 
begins to tell npon him, yet his mind is clear and his step firm. He is 
spending his remaining days with his oldest child, Mrs. Walp, who joins 
with her kind husband in perpetuating the names of honored parents. 
Forty years those parents walked the journey of life together; forty 
years the familiar step was heard upon the threshold of a happy home, 
then death came and separation. The wife went on before, and in God’s 
good time the lonely husband will be ealled to follow. 


JOHN CHAMBERLIN, Cussewaco Townsuipr, 


Was born August 1, 1809, on the same farm where he now lives. His 
father, John Chamberlin, emigrated from New Jersey to this County in 
1797, and in 1798 settled on this farm, a view of which may be seen 
among the Cussewago illustrations. John Chamberlin, Sr., was one of 
the first settlers in this township, there being but one other family here 
when he came; the nearest mill was at Meadville, fifteen miles, and the 
only way to get there to walk, and carry his grist on his back. He lived 
in a cabin for a few years, then built a log house; was obliged to go to 
Meadville for help to raise; among the men who came was Judge Clark, 
who was then holding court at Meadville. John Chamberlin, Jr., is a 
man of domestic character, preferring the comforts of a quiet home, and 
giving his attention to his domestic affairs; is a man of strict integrity 
and respected by all.

JOHN GALLAGHER, Soutn Snenanco Townsuip, 


Was born in Liberty, Derry, Ireland, on March 15, 1765, and in the 
course of time learned and followed the trade of a linen weaver. Like 
many another son of Erin, he looked over the ocean for greater freedom 
anda better home. In 1789 he took passage to America in the ‘* Lazy 
Maury,” and, Janding at Baltimore, remained in Maryland till about the 
year 1797, when he migrated to what is now Crawford County, Pennsy!- 
vania, and settled upon the farm at present occupied by his daughters, Jane 
and Sarah. In the year 1805 he married Arabella Milligan, of Belfast, 
Ireland. Five children were given them, and three were called back to 
Itim who doeth all things well. The oldest, James, was born January 
22, 1806, and died September, 1843; Elizabeth, November 28, 1807, and 
died on October 20, 1864; and John, June 8, 1811, departed this life Octo- 
ber 27, 1861; while Jane, born November 18, 1809, and Sarah, on May 
3, 1818, are still residents of the old homestend. A score of years passed 
happily ere the family circle was broken by the wife and mother’s death, 
which occurred July 31, 1820. Politically, Mr. Gallagher affiliated with 
the Democratic party, and in religion held to the old Covenanter faith, 
his wife being a member of the United Presbyterian Church. Regarded 
as to his intercourse and dealing with men, Mr. Gallagher was upright, 
honest, intelligent, and worthy. He was fond of his family, and they of 
him. Respected in life, his death on February 12, 1832, was an occasion 
of the deepest regret. Mother, amiable and charitable, and father, kind 
and faithful, reared their children in the paths of truth and honor, and 
now sleepin peace in the ‘*Old Settlers’ Grave-yard,” where a monument 
of enduring marble marks the revered spot which holds their dust. 
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SUPPLEMENT TO HISTORY 


ALLEGHENY COLLEGE. 


AN HISTORICAL SKETCH, COMPILED BY REY. JONATHAN HAMNETP, D.D, 





Allegheny College is one of the oldest institutions of learning in the 
State of Pennsylvania, having been established in the year a.p. 1815. 
We find in a bound volume of the Crawford Weekly Messenger the fol- 
lowing 


COMMUNICATION. 


‘Ata meeting of a number of gentlemen, inhabitants of Meadville, 
convened at the Court House in said town, on Tuesday evening, the 20th 
of June, 1815, for the purpose of taking into consideration the expediency 
of systematizing a plan for the formation of a Collegiate Institution in this 
part of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. Major Roger Alden was 
called to the chair, and John Reynolds, Esq., was appointed Secretary of 
the meeting.

‘ Various resolves were then proposed and adopted; of which the fol- 
lowing abstract will furnish a general idea of the contemplated institu- 
tion.” 

“ From the circumstance that a great part of the region for the benefit 
of which the Seminary is designed is watered by the numerous streams 
Which in the aggregate makes the Allegheny River, it was resolved that 
the institution be called 


ALLEGHENY COLLEGE. 


‘It was also resolved, that it be located at Meadville; that the institu- 
tion, in due time, consist of a President, Vice-President, Professors, and 
Tutors; that the Rev. Timothy Alden, late of the city of New York, be 
the President of the College, and Professor of Oriental Languages, and of 
Koclesiastical History ; and the Rev. Robert Johnson be Vice-President, 
and Professor of Logic, Metaphysics, und Ethics; that the President and 
Vice-President be the sole instructors for the present in all departments 
of literature and science; that they admit as probationers such as are 
designed to receive a classical education at this College, and instruct them 
according to their discretion; that from the probationers who may be 
duly graduated the Freshman class shall be admitted as alumni of the 
College, on the 4th of July, 1816; that the public acudemies now in ex- 
istence, or hereafter to be established in the Counties of Crawford, Erie, 
Warren, Venango, Mercer, and Butler, may be so far connected with 
Allegheny College as to receive and prepare probationers for matricula- 
tion in this Seminary ; and in this case, that the principal instructor, being 
a man of competent classical education and of good moral character, be 
eonsidercd one of the Faculty, and be added to the list of Tutors of the 
College; that a committee appointed for the purpose, prepare an address 
to the Legislature requesting a charter; that another committec, which 
was “iso appointed, draft a code of laws for the government of the Col- 
lege; that a subscription book be immediately opened by the Treasurer of 
the College, John Reynolds, Esq., for donations in any kind of property 
which may be useful to the institution; that the Rev. Mr. Alden, Presi- 
dent of the College, who, it is understood, is shortly to visit the Eastern 
and Middie States, be requested to solicit benefactions in aid of the objects 
of this new institution.” 

The Treasurer’s books were accordingly opened, and about six thousand 
dollars secured by subscription. Grounds were donated, and the present 
beautiful site was selected for the rising institution. The act of incor pora- 
tion bears date March 17, 1817, and ordains the establishment of an 
institution for the education of youth in the learned, ancient and modern 
languages, in the liberal arts and sciences, and in all useful literature, with 
power to confer on the pupils of said institution such rewards, diplomas, 
and degrees in the different liberal arts and sciences as the Faculty and 
Trustees shall think them entitled to, etc. 

Among the charter members of the Board of Trustees are the following, 
viz.: Roger Alden, Wm, McArthur, Jesse Moore, John Brooks, Wm. 
Clark, Henry Hurst, Samuel Lord, Samuel Torbett, Thomas Atkinson, 
John Reynolds. The same act also appropriates to the College the sum 
of two thousand dollars. The fourth day of the following July the charter 
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was formally accepted ; under its provisions was effected a complete organi- 
zation; and on the 28th was held the first annual Commencement ef the 
College. 

In due time the first indispensable want of the institution was realized 
in the erection of the noble structure now known as the old College 
building, 

To the scholarly mind, such as was Dr. Alden’s, the ideal of a great 
college embraces the necessary feature of a grent library. To realize 
this were his most earnest exertions called forth. 

And in happily securing such a collection of books as bad few superiors 
in the country at the time, the scheme of establishing the College seemed 
measurably assured of success, ‘The library is composed, in part, of three 
principal contributions. The Rev. Wm. Bentley, D.D., of Salem, Mauss., 
has the honor of being the first great benefactor of the College, who 
bequeathed his large and valued collection of books to the library ; and 
Whose example was soon followed by other contributions in the same 
direction. 

Dr. Alden resigned the presidency of the College in 1833; and was 
suceceded by Rev. Martin Ruter, D.D., with whose adminstration the 
institution entered upon a new era of her history. At this time the 
Trustees effected an arrangement by which there was secured to the College 
the patronage of the Pittsburgh Conference of the M. BE. Church, Accord- 
ingly, a complete Board of Professors was engaged, and their salaries pro- 
vided for; and the halls of the College were for the first time filled with 
a large body of students. 

tev. Homer J. Clark, D.D., became President in 1837. To his sagacity 
and energy chiefly is the College indebted for the plan of endowment 
known as the ‘Scholarship Plan,” by which students are admitted to all 
the departments of the institution free of charge fur tuition, and a cor- 
responding income is permanently secured to the school. In 1847, Rev. 
John Barker, D.D., was elected as Dr. Clark’s successor. The College 
enjoyed unabated prosperity during his entire term of service, which 
ended in 1860. Thereupon Rev. Geo. Loomis was chosen to the position 
made vacant by the death of Dr. Barker. While at the head of tlic 
Coliege Dr. Loomis sceured large additions to the vested funds of the 
Institution, and other valuable appliances, more fully to be mentioned 
hereafter. His retirement from the College in 1872 ereated a vacancy 
which has been filled by the election in February last of the Rev. L. H. 
Bugbeec, D.D., who was inaugurated as President of the Cellege June 24, 
1875, The new administration opens under favorable auspices. The 
materiel of the College, as recently sect forth in a published report,

The College is on a safe financial basis and out of debt. 
The College Curriculum comprehends as follows, viz. : 


THE PRESIDENT’S DEPARTMENT. 


Instruction is given by the President in Political Economy, Biblical 
Literature, Butler’s Analogy, Moral Philosophy, International Law, 
Constitution of the United States, Logic, Natural Theology, Evidences 
of Christianity, Mental Philosophy, Rhetoric, and History of English 
Literature. 


DEPARTMENT OF LATIN. 


In addition to the necessary preparatory course, cight terms are devoted 
to the Latin classical authors, ending with the first term of the Senior 
year, together with exercises in Latin prose composition, continued 
through the Freshman and Sophomore years. 


DEPARTMENT OF MATHEMATICS. 


To the complete course in pure Mathemutics is added the application 
of Geometry and Trigonometry to Surveying and Elementary Engineer- 
ing. Compass, chains, transit, and all other necessary instruments are 
furnished and practically used in the field. 
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DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL SCIENCE. 

Botany and Zoology, commencing in the winter term of the Fresh- 
main yeur, continue through three consecutive terms. In these branches 
the student is brought face to face with nature, and required to make 
constant observations upon the forms and phenomena of animal and 
vegetuble life about him,  Leetures, recitation, drill, and analysis of 
natural objects, varied according to the nature of the lessons, ave in 
constant use, 

PHYSICS AND CHEMISTRY. 

No college in America has more complete facilities for obtaining a 
thorough elementary knowledge of these branches. ‘The costly and 
splendid apparatus, kept up to the times by oceasional additions, and the 
laboratories abundantly provided with chemicals and facilities for every 
kind of chemical work, make these studies unusually attractive and 
satisfactory. This department has been concentrated in Bentley Hall, 
and now occupies it for lecture-room, apparatus, chemicals, analytical 
chemistry, and general laboratory. These apartments aro well fitted and 
arranged. The course requires flve consecutive terms. 


MINERALOGY AND GEOLOGY. 


After a severe drill with crystallographic models, continuing four weeks, 
Mineralogy is chiefly tanght by the actual examination nnd analysis of 
minerals, with frequent and intelligent use of the College cabinets. 
Gevlogy is taught by recitations, lectures, cabinet illustrations, and excur- 
sions. With the exception of Astronumy, all tho classes in Natural 
Science are assigned to the Chair of Physics and Chemistry. 


DEPARTMENT OF GREEK. 

The amount of Greek required is thought sufficient to give the mind 
such definite acquaintance with the model of languages as to fit it to 
comprehend and enjoy the pursuit of other languages. For this purpose 
it is desirable that the preparatory Greek bo studied before the lnngunges 
of the collegiate course are begun, Seven terms in the regular College 
course are devated to Greek clussics. Of these, the first two are aecom- 
panied with exercises in Greek composition, and the second and third 
with a weekly recitation in Greek history. 


DEPARTMENT OF MODERN LANGUAGES. 

The course in French and German requires two years, and consists of 
daily recitations in cach of these languages, The first two terms are 
occupied with the grammar. The student is required the first year to 
translute every day, upon the blackboard, from the English into these 
languages. The second year is spent with the classical authors, and all 
conversations, criticisms, etc., are curried on exclusively in the language 
studied. Especial attention is given to speaking correctly and fluently. 

The limited space allotted to this sketch will not allow even a cursory 
enumeration of the astronomical instruments, the complete chemical and 
philosophical apparatus, comprising several hundred distinct pieces, and 
the magnificent cabinets, with which the College is sv abundantly sup- 
plied.

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REV. GEORGE MILLER, 


the father of the gentleman whose portrait is seen 
upon this page, was born in Dauphin County, 
this State, and was the descendant of a worthy 
German family. He was carefully nurtured in 
those qualities which grace true manhood. In 
the year 1792 he left the home of his birth and 
migrated to this County, and located in Rich- 
mond Township. He was the first permanent 
settler in that locality. 

Two years afterwards he obtained from the 
State a patent for five hundred acres of land lying 
on the west side of French Creek, which included 
the site of Miller Station. Upon this land, which 
was then a trackless wilderness, he immediately 
erected a log cabin, into which he removed his 
family, and commenced clearing the land. For 
several years his was the only habitation in this 
locality. He labored under very many disad- 
vantages, but a brave heart and a determined 
purpose could accomplish much, as his labor 
demonatratively evinced. 

For seven years he brought flour and other 
provisions from Pittsburgh in a canoe. The 
savages were then quite numerous, but they 
never unlawfully annoyed him either in his per- 
son or his property. 

He was the first regularly ordained Baptist 
minister in Crawford County, and traveled over a 
vast region of country, preaching in such places 
as circumstances would suggest, and organizing 
churches as occasions demanded. 

Father Miller was a man of generous impulses, 
and was specially considerate towards the poor. 
There were born to him nine children, all of 
whom survived him. He died in 1832, after a 
brief illness, aged sixty-two years. It was truly 
said of him, that “modesty, purity of morals, 
and simplicity of manners marked him as one 
of nature’s best samples of the perfection she 
can cover under the human form.” 


ISAAC MILLER 


was born June 1, 1806, in the township of Rock- 
dale, in a house which stood near the present 
residence of Daniel Kelley, a little northwest of 
the centre of the township. 

He received such scholastic advantages as the 
schools of that time afforded, and managed to 
become pretty well acquainted with arithmetic, 
reading, and writing. In the fall of 1827 he 
was married to Patience Allee, eldest daughter 
of John Allee, Esq. About this time his father 
deeded to him, in fee simple, eighty acres of 
timber land, in consideration of the sum of one 
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hundred and sixty dollars. Aside from being 
owner of this land and being possessed with 
energy and health, he had neither money nor 
goods movable. He easily obtained credit for 
such things as were absolutely necessary for 
housekeeping, erected a log house, into which he 
moved, and then commenced clearing the land, 
and engaged in the lumber business. In a few 
years he was free from debt, had considerable 
personal property, and owned four hundred acres 
of land. He afterwards sold all but one hundred 
and seventy-seven acres, one hundred and forty- 
six of which he putin an arable condition. He 
erected substantial buildings upon this land, the 
brick dwelling-house now standing a short dis- 
tance from Miller’s Station. Mr. Miller here held 
several offices of public trust and responsibility, 
in the administration of the affairs of which 
offices the strictest integrity always character- 
ized his course. 

He secured the post-office at Miller’s Station 
(named in his honor), and was the first Post- 
raster in the township. 

He exerted himself in the promotion of every 
plan calculated to improve his neighborhood, 
not only substantially in the cpening of high- 
ways, but in the erection of churches, school- 
houses, etc. 

In 1865, after having lived in one place for 


almost sixty years, he sold his estate and removed 


to Saegertown, where he purchased a farm and 
built a fine dwelling-house. In 1871 he disposed 
of this property, and the ensuing year moved 
to Chautauqua County, New York, where he 
remained until the spring of 1875, when he re- 
tarned to this County, having previously pur- 
chased land and erccted the buildings seen upon 
the foreground of the view presented on this 
page. Mr. Miller, together with his estimable 
wife, who is now almost sixty years old, are at 
the time of this writing in the enjoyment of mod- 
erately good health. They are both firm believers 
in the great truths of Christianity from a care- 
ful investigation of its evidence. At an early 
age they united with the Baptist Church from 
conviction of its excellence; their principles 
have been those of its true members,—enlarged 
and tolerant. 

There have been born to thom ten children, 
eight of whom are living. Their births are as 
follows: John A., May 19, 1829; Nancy A., May 
30, 1831; William A., November 1, 1833; George 
W., March 16, 1836; Judson H., August 4, 1838;
